Iiarger Zieviathnns 

In tlio noar future tliero .sli.ill bo seen 
four monster slilp.s. ocllpslng in slzo tho 
present C'unard loviuthana. Two of tliein 
are well on lite way. Tlie.su are tlie 
Olympic and the TlHinic, eacli of wiilcli 
Is to bu of about 45,000 tons. They are 
for tlio wiiito Star line, and are to run 
from Southampton to New York, if the 
Southampton bnrbor board can bo in- 
duced to deepen suffldently the channel 
which they control. Tho launching of 
the Olympic at Mossr.s. Ilarland & 
Wolff's yards was some time bade defin- 
itely fixed for October next, and the Ti- 
tanic should not lag very fpy boliliul licr. 
A third vessel of the 40,000-ton order is 
that which the Hamburg-American line 
Is to build in, Germany. Ilorr liallln liad 
this steamship In view' two or three 
years ago, but cancelled tlie. order he had 
given to Mossr.s. Hnrland & AVoUf.-'iii 
view of tho depressed outlooit on tho 
\tlantic, 

Ko ExcoBslve Speed 

Neither tho White .Star boats nor the 
German mammotli aro to have very high 
speed. Probably 20 knots will bo held to 
suffice. Tho Olympic and Titanic will 
rely on a combination of the reciprocat- 
ing engine and turbine, .sucli as is al- 
ready oxompllfied in the L,anrentic. Tho 
big Cunarder will presum.-ibly be a tur- 
bine boat, like the Lusitania and Mau- 
retanln. But because she will probably 
exceed them in dimensions. It docs not 
follow that she will excel them or oven 
equal them in speed. On the other hand; 
It Is pretty clear that she must bo fhc 
fastest of the four mammoths now 
building or projected. The Cunard ser- j 
vice is essentiaily ■ an express service, 
and the new boat must steam at least 
as fast as tho Campania. 

Natiir.ally tho vrry largo steamors 
now In sight will involve a heavy capital 
oiitl.'O'. Tlie government advanced the 
Cunard company $1:1.000,000 for tho | 
buildiiig of their two trliile-turblno 
greyhounds, which suggests an expendi- 
ture of not lesK.tliiin $6,.^)00.000 on cacli 
vessel. Tlio two tiow Whlto Star boats 
aro estimated to cost somewhere about 
tho same figure, the most moderate 
speed aimed at, as well .is In tho case 
of the Gorman leviathan, possibly help- 
ing to compensate in some degree for 
their superior dimensions. In rough flg- 
uros. It may be taken that, supposing tlie 
now Cunarder to be a 4 0,000 to GO. 000- 
ton boat, the four mammoth now in 
siglit will Involve a cost of lielwoen 
000,000 and $:10,000,000. .Mr, Booth re- 
marked at the Cunard meeting that 
twenty years ago a wei>kly service to 
.\e\v York would not luive represented a 
greater capital outlay th.an $7,r,()ll,flU0.

The perennial conflict lietueen j^uns 
and armor has att.alned a tre.sh staf:e liy 
the adoption oC a ne\y type of armor- 
plate for warships liy the German naval 
authorities. For some time tho Kriipp 
factories have Ijoon manufaelnrhif,' plate 
of nlckelttingsten steel, Instead of the 
nickelchroine steel hitherto usoil for 
that purpose. It Is claimed for the neu- 
plate tlmt It has a resistance to pene- 
tration of from 10 to 12 per' cent higher 
than the Krupp NC. armor prevlouslj' 
employed for tho ships of tho German 
navy. The whole of the DreadnouKlits 
no\y undcn- construction In Gcrinan slilp- 
yards will he armored with the new 
nlciteitnnsten stool plate. 

At all ovonts, It is siKiilflcant that the 
Germans aro at present arraiiKlnK con- 
tracts with the Wolfram ."MinliiK eoiii- 
pany of Panasiinlera, Portugal, for tlio 
whole of the output of tunf,'K.teii ore I'roiii 
the La (liiaida mines for the ne.xt throe 
years, Jlitlierto British iiuiimfacturers 
of armor-plate for ilie navy have lioen 
paylnp a royalty of 550 per ton to tho 
Krnppa for tho right to make armor ac- 
cording to the Krupp ihethods. Tho 
patents on this" process have recently 
run out, and now the famous German 
M'orks are in the field wltli a new tung- 
sten-steel, which Is reported to Riyo 
much better results than the so-called 
"Krupp non-cemehtod' 'armor-plnte. 

The British test for nhlps' armor is 
to resist heavy projoctlles wltli a velo- 
city of l,lir,0 foot-seconds. In the re- 
cent tests the now German annor-plato 
Is ."'Hid to have resisted pro]oe.tiios with 
a vclijclty of ^',2.10 font-seconds, a very 
Important advance. It Is claimed fdV 
the tungrsten-Htoel plato tliat, wlillo It Is 
fully equal to tho old In surface hard- 
ness, It Is much toucher and more' ro- 



lo hrll tlenes.s, and is, tlierefore, less 
likely to crack under tho blows of heavy 
projectiles striking It at high velocity.

AN UNPROTECTED COAST. 

A Congressman from California has 
been creating somewhat of a .sensa- 
tion by telling his fellow legislalora 
that it would be the easiest thing In 
the world for the Japanese to 'and a 
sul'Hcient force on the Coast of the 
United States to take possession of 
the country from the Canadian line to 
Mexico, and as far east as the sum- 
mit of the RocUy .Mountains. This 
seems a somewhat belated discovery, 
liiit whether or not it is one worth 
maUlng we shall not undertake to say. 
He said that the Japanese government 
has in Its possession full charts of the 
Coast and knows exactly the location 
of every railway tunnel, culvert and 
bridge. This has a very familiar 
SQUnd, It recalls the sensational state- 
ment of an excited British patriot, 
who wrote to the press that lie was 
iiifoi;med on good authority that the 
German government had In its po- 
scsslon maps showing every road 
in the eastern counties of England, 
wath a list of all the estates, their 
extent" and so oh.' This " alarm In gr 
statement was somewhat discounted 
by an enterprising firm of |>ubllshers, 
who wrote to the papers to say that 1£ 
the German government •R'as not In 
possession ol this Information they 
would be happy to supply It at the 
rate of one shilling per county, which 
was the price of their valuable maps 
and county directories. An outlay of 
not more than $50 would supply the 
Japanese with all the Information 
they could possibly need about the 
Coast, information brought down to 
date by the United States government 
itself with a reckless disregard of 
tlie possible dcsif,'ns of a possible en- 
emy, and as for the information 
about the tunnels, bridges and the 
like, a not very dellgent search in 
the ticket offices of the railways 
would disclose annotated time-tables 
ti lling all that It would be necessary 
for an Invader to know. Of course 
this does not affeet the statement that 
the Coast is undefended, but it does 
Illustrate what absurd things are 
sometimes said on tlie subject. 

There Is, however, mulerlj'ing the 
i.'ongrcssinan's remarks a highly im- 
portant (act that bears upon Canada 
as well as upon the United States. 
Especially does It bear upon Canada, 
for the islands of the Queen ( 'barlotte 
group and Vancouver Island are open 
to any enemy tliat <'liooses to occupy 
them, and in iiossession of a hostile 
power they would dominate the whole 
Pacilic troast of the Dominion. \Ve 
(111 not claim that thei-e is any i-ea- 
pun liji- aiiprelieiision in sight, foi- wo 
do not think there la, but we vannot 
refrain from expressing surprise that 
In the plans for the. .deJeucjB. o/. iho 
Canadian coast the enormous strategic 
Importance of the Islands mentioned 
has been si-'enjUiftly wholly disroganl- 
eil. If any (guarantee of pennaiieni 
peace could be given, we could afford 
to ignore a matter of tliJs Itindi but 
the government is not shaping its pol- 
icy upon any such pleasant h.vfjo- 
tliesis. It Is preparing for defence, 
but is leaving \indefondcil tlie onl., 
real danger point. W'o luivo not even 
a dry tluck where a tiist -class ship of 
war could be repaired. 

' BRITAIN IN EGYPT 

A story comes In a roundabout way 
from Egypt to the- efft^ct thnt the rea- 
son why ]..ord Kitchener had been ap- 
pointed to the command in the Medi- 
terranean, and Incidentally why h<! 
made such a flying trip across Ameri- 
ca is that trouble l.'S anticipated in Itiat 
country. Tliore is no doubt that there 
has lately arisen in ICgypt a stroiip 
party, wliiirh is oiiposfd to the inter- 
vGiUion of Britain or any otho;- power 
jln Its affairs. This was shown in the 
''defeat of 'the measure proposed in the 
Egyptla-n Assembly for tho extension o" 
the franchise of the .Suc^.' Canal Co. 
This, company's charter expires in 19.Ba, 
■ianil Sir Eldon Corst, the :5riUsMvResl.^ 
ident. proposed to the Kh'ediv* that It 



should be further extended in consid- 
eration of the payment of the sum of 
$20,000,000, and certain additional roy- 
alties. .The..Khedlye; .had power, to, 
grant' "this concession^' bitf he referred 
it to the Assembly, which refused to 
agree to it, only one of tho member.s 
voting in its favor. One can hurdly 
believe that the Khedlvelilid not foresee 
th'ls result. The Egyptla,n Prime Jlln- 
ister, Bontras Pasha, was murdered 
last February. Ho was a Copt, and ra- 
cial feeling ran fiercelj' aganlst him, 
but it Is elatmed that hla strong Bri- 
tish proclivities greatly Increased ths 
Jealousy with which lie wa^ regarded 
by the native Egyptians. Sir Eldou 
Qorst. In his last report submitted to 
the British Parliament, admits tliat a 
somewhat serious situation has arisen 
in Egypt iiroper. After a review of 
financial and general condition of tho 
country, which he thinks Is very satis- 
factory, lie notes the growing, discon- 
tent and says: 

" The only sound course, in my 
opinion. Is to i)ersevere on the 
lines already laid down — namely, that 
lirltlsh Intervention in tlie affairs 
of this country is directed to the 
solo end of introducing and maintain- 
ing good administration, and gradually 
accustoming the Egyptians to carry 
this on for themselves. Tlie English- 
men enga.ged in this ta.sli must jjossess 
tlieir souls in iiatietu-e in the hope 
that time v.-ill clear away nilsimder- 
staiulings, and tliat in the end all 
(■lasses of the <;ommunity will recognize 
tli.'it British policy in Egypt in no way 
differs from thnt followed by Great 
Britain all ovei* the %vorld towards 
countries under her influence--niunely, 
to place before all else the welfare of 
their iiojnilations. 

It is claimed that the British , gov- 
ernment feels there Is imminent dan- 
ger of tho Egyptian Nationalist move-i 
nient assumnlg an acute stage at a 
very early da.v. and hence Lord- Klt- 
cliener is wanted near at hand. His 
ijosltlon as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Mediterranean, with headquarters at 
Malta, would place Egj-pt under his 
.military supervision. The Duke of 
Connaught formerly held the post, but 
he asked to be relieved on the ground 
that the position was merely a sine- 
cure. To replace His. Royal Higiiness 
in a sinecure by the greatest general 
of the day seemed at the time an inex- 
plicable arrangement, but we see in the 
condition of EgyiU a possible explan- 
ation. Kitchener was the, creator of 
the Egj'ptlan army, and he Is recog- 
nized in that country as a man of ex- 
ceptional ability and resolution. His 
presence at Malta and his suiiervlsion 
of the military aide of Egyptian afairs 
would have, It is believed, a profound 
effect. As yet the Egyiitlaii army is 
not In s.vmpathy with the .N'ationallsl 
movement, and It is said that Lord 
Kitciioner's Influence will Iveep It hjyal 
to the existing- administration, if any- 
thing can, _ 

But some may aslc wfiy firrtain re- 
mains In Egypt and hesitates about 
surrendering the country to the Xa- 
tlonalisL party. The reason is that to 
do otherwise would be to plunge tho 
country in confusion. In the opinion 
of iiil outside observers the British ad- 
ministration has been a conspicuous 
success. Sir Eldon Gorst says of the 
Sudan: "I do not suppose that there 
is any part of the .world in which the 
mass of the population have fewer un- 
satisfied wants." in this thorough way 
has British administration brought or- 
der out of chaos, and there is good 
ground to fear that If it was 
withdrawn confusion would foltow. 
Moreover, the nations will never con- 
sent to tho control of the Suez Canal 
priSsfng into the li:inds of such tyros 
in government as ttie Young Egyptian 
party, which calls itself. Xatlonalist. 
There may be a time when .Egypt can 
be left to her own devices, but there 
has never been such a time in the last 
thirty centuries.

Indignation on Blue Funnel Steamer 
Owing :tp Working of New . 
Customs Law . '. 



Some dlssatl.?fuction la being ex- 
pressed by many who have had busi- 
ness with shipping arriving at the 
outer wliarf regarding an order re- 
cently issued by the customs depart- 
ment with regard to the suspicion of 
ojiium smuggling from steamers lu- 
boiind from the Orient. The cus- 
toms ofllciais Issued instructions that 
otlier than agents of the steamers 
none were permitted on board wliile 
the vessel was in jiort without an or- 
der from the cirstoins. Local nier- 
c;hants who in the iiast have, gone on 
board vessel.^ to take (u-ders for 
meats, llsh. etc., have been stopped, 
and yesterday (;apt. ConradI, of the 
steamer Keemun of the Blue Funnel 
line now at the outer wharf voiced 
his opinion in no uncertain language 
regarding the- stoppage of people go- 
ing on board liis vessel. It seems 
that some of the friends of the, otli- 
cers of the Blue l'"'uiinel liner wlio 
went to visit thorn were slopped by 
the customs ofticial at tho gangway 
owing to the now order, and there 
was great indignation on board. When 
Capt. Couradl returned to the steamer 
he protested against tho stoppage of 
friends of his officers from boarding 
the liner, stating that the custopis 
ofliclals had exceeded their rights in 
stopping them,

Kdwaid has made aii>- public celebra- 
tion of the tw(-nty-four(h an impossi- 
bilitx-, it will not prevent the family 
reunioiLs that have for at least half a 
century been the custom in \'ictoria 
from taking place. There are not man\- 
homes of old re.sidi'iit.s where soils 
and daughter.s, brothers, sisters and 
friends will not be welcomed. Xor 
would the genial friend of the people, 
who ha.s gone to his reward, look upon 
such meetings a.s a mark of disrespect 
to ills memory. There was no demon- 
stration of kIndUness with which he 
did not sympathise, or of happiness 
upon which he did not look with plea.s- 
ure. 

And on no "Queen's Birthday" in the 
past did Victoria ever look hotter. The 
lato spring h.Ts left the trees In the 
beauty and variety of verdure of early 
'SUiy. The broom will be out in all its 
golden glory and the scent of the haw- 
thorn is in the air. Tlin air is so clear 
that the mountains are even more than 
usually lovely. If the weather i.s as 
delightful as it has been thi.i week-, a 
day spent In the fields or on tlic water 
will be one to be remembered. It will 
be a holiday for the children .md there 
Is no reason why It ought to be a sad 
one. 

It cannot be too often said that all 
who go to the woods or Iieaclies on 
picnic partie.-j should be careful lo put 
out lires they have kindled to boil their 
kettles. It Is so easj- lo leave a spark 
buried in the nmss or hidden in a half 
decayed log, which ma.\- smoulder for 
days before It gives any Bign of life. 
We are only beginning to appreciate 
tlie .value of thcj fpjiasts that clothe the 
hillsides. But^wd all know that there 
is not a summer in which there is not 
destruction that could have' boon 
avoided by timely care. JC It-wjerc onlv 
that the forest fires envelop the sur- 
rounding country in. a cloud of smoke 
that hides rnuch.pfntlie beauty of the 
scenor^■. their prevco.tJoiii.'wouJd be well 
worth while. 



'l"he i.'harlottetowniX3uardlan says: 
".Xot miK-h that the . beautiful and 
good tjueoii .-Me.xandra has written has 
ever been given to the woi-ld, but when 
Mrs. Gladstone died a wreath was sent 
by tlK" Prince and Princess of Wales 
(not yet come to the throneV bearing 
the followhiB inscription in the Prin- 
ces.'?' own liand writing:

Tliat men and women, as well as 
children, need rest and recreation' is 
too often forgotten by the most earn- 
est and conscientious workers, ami 
Eo sooner or later' they lose the jov 
of labor and In the end ivhatcNcr 
efficiency thoy may have had. Em- 
ployers of labor, though read\' enough 
to dismiss the incompetent cmidoyce, 
do not often take the trouble to look 
lor th6 cause of the deterioration in 
the- human machine. 

It is otljerwise with the Curti.s 
Publishing company, a very large 
firm, operating In Philadelphia. Th ^ 
managers of this concern believe that 
It pays to have the men and woivien 
in their employ well and huppv. 
In their employ well and happll'v. 
They think that this can best be 
'brought about by getting them to 
work only five days In each week. 
So on Friday night every department 
of this great publishing house !s clos- 
ed until Monday morning. The days 
.have Irowevcr, boen lengthened to 
nine and a half hours instead of tho 
'ciglvi-liour day of the ordlnarv 
^^■orkor, 

The result is said, of thi.<j experi- 
ment has been in every way tjatlsfac- 
tory.- More work is done by tho men 
and women and young people and it 
is better done. The health of the staff 
has Improved and Its members have 
ceased to be mere machines without 
thought for anything outside their 
work. Many of them have left theii- 
crowded homes in tho city and liave 
taken cottages In tho suburbs -where 
they can cultivate their gardens on 
Saturdays. Others have rencuod tln ir 
interest In various sports, while many 
llnd time for social enjoj numt. .M- 
together life has become to them a 
broader and healthier thing. 

There are many besides thc-ic at 
work in great cities who would <io 
well to lake note of the suceesa of 
this experiment. In thoueandb- of 
homes. In Victoria, also, where wo- 
men toil, day in and day out, ,at an 
unceasing round of tasks. Xot one 
of them, is perhaps beyond tlie 
strength of the average woman. But 
without rest or change tho monotony 
becomes unbearable. Is theic any 
need for this? Would not more he ac- 
oomplished it . once in a while tho 
door: was shut on disorderii- rooms 
and the untidy kitchen :ind mother 
and children went into the fresh air 
and tho sunshine or paid n vl.sit to a 
friend who felt that life was Bomc- 
llilng more than sweeping and dust- 
ing, cooking and washing dishes. Bow- 
ing .'Mid mending, Most of us in these 
days need to read over and over again 
the Masters' lesson taught by the 
tlowcrs and the birds. We UHnk .and 
think and ict do not add one cubit 
to our stature. 

There arc many, however, who avo 
wise. Ono of the prettiest cottages In 
town Is the homo of a very delicate 
v-xman. ■jvith ,four children. Kcgular- 
ly,. every,;: Hub; Saturday tlie liouse is 



closed ana the , aftcrnoon-.- dovafed vto 
plcahurc. Boys and girls 'are liot al- 
lowed to go off by themselves to find 
wliar companions they may, but 
friends aro Invited to . go with them 
and the happy picnic party take tea 
at tho Gorge or Oak Buy or wiicre- 
e\oi else inclination leads them. .How 
tiio time is spared Is a puzzle to many 
of tho neighbors for the home accms 
always in order and the children as 
MCat und clean as others whoso moth- 
ers devote fu.:- more time to their kcw- 
ing. Frills and tucks and lace may 
ho wanting but these arc not missed 
either by tho children themselves or 
by most of those who* moot the bright 
taccd party on tho cars or in tho 
£t roots, 

It would be wol! ir more ot tho 
mothers of Victoria took time (thoy 
will never hud it) to cnjo^• the nno 
summer days and to keep in touch 
with the thoughts and pleasjurea of 
their boys aad girls. Possibly at tho 
end of th-j season tliey will lind that 
the meals hnve been as good, the 
houses a.s well kept and the ward- 
robes in as nood order as usual. But 
even if it be otherwise much v.ill 
have lieen gained that is Ot greater 
value than any of these things, cn- 
ccllent as they are. 

The father and mother who have a 
family of children sound in iiiiiul and 
body cannot be sullicicnllv tliankfiil. 
That thl.s Ls Uic case with tiio great 
majority of children in Victoriii Is a 
matter of congratulation. A\\ otascrv- 
:int strangers remark uijon the num- 
ber of well-clad, well-fed and intelli- 
gent chlldrea that come from all di- 
rections tu our schools evi.'ry morn- 
ing. Yet there is, perhaps, scarcely 
one of the teachers of Uie lower 
grades who does not meet her class 
each inoi-nins Willi mlsgixliigs cun- 
ccrnlng ono or more of her pupils. 
There is a clillu hero wlio cannot bo 
taught to spell, or another who does 
not 'seem to have the reinotest Ideii 
of numbers. Sometimes reading l.s 
tho dlfllculty, while there are children 
who cannot learn anything easily. 
Then there aro bad children'. Often 
the conBCientious teacher' finds the 
auestlon whether It Is better to de- 
vote one's time to helping the one 
iMlckward chhd or keeping the forty 
normal ones up to the standard a 
very porple.Nlng one. .As a rule, the 
path of the backward boy or girl is 
a tliorny one. Found fault with by 
the teaclicr and Uiuglicd at b^- his 
schoolmates, what wonder lhat lie 
makes hit; escape whenever iiosslble 
and becomes a. t.'-uant, or goes to.v.'uik 
at the llrst opportunity, 'i'el, i.y tlicie 

teacher of ten years' experience who 
has not learned that some of these 
hopeless students have made useful 
citizens or excellent liousowlves? In 
other cases death has ended tho puz- 
zle, wlillo some, alas, have fallen as 
.hopole.'isly behlnil in the race of life 
as in that of the schoolroom. 

Cut better times are dawning for 
the backward cliild. and tha day is 
not for distant when in' every city in 
the civilized world- he, or she...wi.M re- 
ceive the attention of.-.thc v.-Jsest <Ar 
the men and wotnon- \i'lio' dbvotb thMr 
Uvea to teaching;' " > ■■ ' 

There is an article on "Making Over 
of the Backward! : Child," by Rhcta 
ChlUIe Dorr, in thV. -June number of 
Hampton's ]\Iagakine/ ' wblcli every 
teacher in the' graded schools of tho 
continent should read. It Is the first 
of a series on the same subject. 

Mra. V>ovr shows that there arc in 
the tTnited States a very large pro- 
portion of children who do not got out 
of th'} e.NCcllent common school edu- 
latlon provided for them all that they 
should receive. This has aroused tliii 
attention of nvn of ecIoiicc und of 
educators of both sexes. It has lieen 
decided that the cause of backward- 
ness Is not the keeiiiiig the children 
out of school, but in tho pli.\'sical and 
mental untitness of the iiupiis theni- 
.sclves. In great cities i>overty is the 
i.-.ausp of the inability of many chil- 
dren to study. Of this,, happily, there 
is little in Canada. But tln.-re are 
other causes which are common tu 
all children, ami the following para- 
graiihs Iiave a lesson for all muthora 
and teachers. 

"Doubtless poverty is inore acute, ov 
at least moi-o apijarent, in large cities, 
init medical examination iO£ children 
all o\ er the United States, reveals a.\\ 
immense proportion oC children below 
the normal standard. Gretit numbers

yesterday. 

"This contract service was estab- 
lished In September, lUOG, originally 
receiving- a subsidy of $50,000 gold 
from the Canadian and $50,000 gold 
from the JMoxlcau government, for a 
term of two years, was the subject of 
much public protest lu British Co- 
lumbia, for alleged oljsoletu tqulp- 
ineut and mal-administratlon, pro- 
\'oking an Investigation by the Do- 
minion government, ami from which 
tlie Jle.Nican goverinnent withdrew its 
subsidy, and has been extended by 
the Dominion government to iMay 1st, 
1912, with an increased sub.sidy of 
$25,000, a total subsdy of $75,000 gold 
In order to continue the route be- 
tween Canadian Atlantic and Cana- 
dian Pacllic ports, via. the Isthmus of 
Teliuantopec, as a competing factor 
witli tlie trans-continental rail lines, 
the present movement via that lahth- 
mus averaging about 400 tons per 
rr.ontli, with indications that it may 
Increiise to 1,000 tons during the curr. 
rent year, to promote trade between 
Canada and i\Iexico and also tliQ 
movement between Europe and Ca- 
nadian Pacific ports, via direct steam- 
ship services to ^.loxican g-ulf ports 
ami Isthmus of Tehuantepec, in conir 
petition with the service of the Alfred 
Holt steamship lines from Blrlcen- 
head, via the Suez and transatlantic 
and transcontinental rail services. 

"It is well Itnown tliat Messrs. G. T. 
Symons & Co. lost heavily on thIS 
route, and it is (iifdcult to estimate 
whether it can be re-hahliltated and 
placed on a profitable basis with the 
class of proposed equipment. Bulk 
movements such as lumber at $5.00 
per M., occasional emergency move- 
ments of grain at $2.00 per ton, arc' 
unprolitabli^, and the ocean propor^ 
tion on much thfousrh^ Cargo via Tehu^ 
antepec does not exceed 12% cents 
per 100 lbs. . .. ; 

As Grain Route. 

There Is no present Indication 
that this route will become an early 
factor In the. movement of grain from 
the prairie provinces of Canada, 
pending the completion of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and the erection of 
great dievatorb and other terminal fa- 
cilities on the Canadian Pacific coast 
by the Grand Trunk Pacifle; the Ca- 
nadian Paclflo and the Canadian 
Northern railways, preparatlonsi 
which, with the possible exception of 
immediate action by the Cahadlan 
Pacinc railway, inasmuch asv the 
Dominion governnjeht has consented 
to widen the. First isiarrbws at> Van- 
couvo to 1,200' feet,, which are not 
likely to bo ccimpleted" before the 
opening of the Panama canal in 1915, 
and which will probably destroy the 
present value of the Tehuantepec 
isthmain route for bulk movements, 
and it will only be a few years until 
Mexico raises sufllclent grain and corn, 
for Its domestic consumption and alsd 
devclijpa Its own lumber resources.* 
Heretofore Mexico has largely de- 
pended upon Its silver mines, but iri 
view of the continued low price of 
silver throughout the world the na- 
tional policy and national government 
\j actively directed to the develop- 
ment of agricultural products, such iis 
cotton, corn, hemp, sugar, bananas 
and other tropical fruits, for the cuUl-, 
vation whcri'of which Mexico Is so well 
gcoBraplilcally and physically situat- 
ed, and in future the republic being 
adequately provided with railroad 
systems of the first order, the major 
ai>propriatlons will be assigned to | 
work of irrigation, reclamation, etc., 
both public and i)rivato, and to steam -' 
sliip services of the first order engag- 
ed in forol.gn trade suitably equipped 
with refrigerating service, of modern 
construction, reasonable speed and 
physically qualified to carry Mexican 
products. 

It Is to bo regretted that the Di;- 
partment of Trade and Commerce at 



Ottawa docs not seem to have any 
basic policy in regard to steamship 
subventions which reach $2,000,000 per 
annum. Inspection of Its subsidlised 
contract services reveals that these 
are largely supplied by obsolete steam- 
ers rejooted..on other routes and on 
other trades, ' af least In domestic and 
foreign services, other than transat- 
lantic and transpacific. 

If some simple rules, regulations 
and physical ciuallllcatlons were re- 
quired, and if prior to execution of 
contract, and at stated Intervals, all 
subsidized steamers were made sub- 
ject to Impartial and competent in- 
spection, a much higher standard of 
service would be secured, and proper 
value- for the money voted. 

At present to- simply take refuge 
behind a general statement that somo 
steamer, built iiossibly twenty or 
thirty j-oars ago, Is rated Al at 
Lloyds, without stating when and for 
what i>urposo built, simply suggests 
ignorance or indifference. Services 
sliould be classified according to age 
of vessel, tonnage, equipment and 
speed, and subsidies measured and as-' 
signed accordingly and not as at. 
present, cast recklessly and In general- 
amounts. 

Invidious Treatment. 

The Canadian railway systems and 
principal industries on land, which 
Canada has so wisely und liberally 
encouraged, in point of efficiency, 
modern construction and administra- 
tion, challenge comparison and com- 
petition With the world. Why, there- 
fore, should Canada receive and sub- 
sidize, as she has dono in the past, 
steamers twenty years old, obsolete 
and utterly unsuited for the services 
for wliicli paid, and rejected In and 
by countries with which Canada com- 
petes. Take the case of the Mexi- 
can Pacific route. Tho Dopartment 
of Trade and Commerce started in 190G 
by subsidizing two obsolete 10-lcnot 
ships, twenty years old, -which had 
been rejected on the W^est African 
coast and which any practical per- 
son could have advised the depart- 
ment w-ere unsuited for the service, 
physlcnlly depreciated, vv-ould continu- 
ally demand renewals and repairs and 
could never be , placed on a profitable 
basis, could only provide a most in- 
different service, must eventually be 
withdrawn and would place the route 
not only In public disfavor. but In dls- 
f!;vor with slilpownors. • 

"As anticipated, the service gave 
great dissatisfaction and to satisfy 
public' complaint the Deputy Minis- 
ter ot Trade' and Commerce, not prac- 
tically qualified for tho task, w'ag as- 
signed to investigate. He reported 
that the service was very unsatisfac- 
tory and. still continued it. The Mexi- 
can government withdrew its subsdy 
In dissatisfaction, and so Informed the 
Departmimt of Trade and Commerce 
through its agent at -Mexico City. 

/"The Dop9.rtment . of -Tradis and 
Commerce then reconiniended! and' se- 
cured dn'ntirSase subsidy'. 9f,'$26i<)50, a 
total of. $75,0.00. to compefistftp for tho 
withdrawal, bt. the Mexican'' subsidy, 
for 'the silijne 'service, .-without. appar- 
ently jnaklng. any specific or' practical 
provision for .Its improvement. 

"Appr;bxlmately ,two years .later. 
four.years from the slgnlnsioC ithe- first 
CO ntpact»> ■ the ■ steamers . are i '\3Mthdrawn 
and ;-admitted ' ito be and- to' always 
have beeii .^unsuitable, ain'd' ' the ' con- 
tractor, a middleman, finds Ijt'' difficult, 
if not Impossible,, to. replace 'With 're- 
ally suitable ships. Into si^cfi disfavor 
has this ,rout:e fallen aigciQltB ahlppwn- 

The case of the All6yi4lteamshlp con- 
tract service betwen Vancouver and 
New Zealand, now defunct,, ISjanother 
example of maladministration q£ the 
department of trade and commerce, tho 
echoes of which are stUl to -be beard 
In law suits between the estate of the 
contractor, also a middleman, now do- 
ceased, and the unfortunate shipow- 
ners who suppUed the tonnage, and 
wiilch have placed another Pacinc 
coast steamship route in- .disrepute 
among shipowners and on public ex- 
changes In London 

The writer has frequently heard ro- 
spon.sible and influential Liberal 
members of tho government coinplaln 
of the administration Of the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce, which 
they report acts: without consulting 
tho jnembera particularly concerned, 
and then asks them to -vote' its iap- 
proprlatlons. 

"Old age !s honorable and over- 
takes us nil, but it is neither dignified 
nor reassuring that tho Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, which as Its 
title Implies should bo one of the 
most aggressive and efficient depart- 
ments should be a man so physically 
Infirm that actual motion is painful 
to hims(.-lf and his sympathizers, and 
both self respect and party welfare 
suggest an early retirement. It Is no 
secret' that a number of' influential 
Liberal members In all provinces are 
Impatiently awaiting the reorganiza- 
tlpn of the Department of Trade and 
Commerce and that the western mem- 
bers, representing the more aggress - 
live elouicnt are utterly out of sym- 
pathy with the prtisent Incumbents. 

"To return to the specific question 
of steamship subventions, would it 
be unreasonable for the Canadian 
government to rule as follow.s: (1) 
All subsidized steamers shail not bo 
more" than ten years old when first 
subsidized; (2) Shall t)0 subject to 
the Inspection of ti naval board as to 
physical qualifications and equipment 
(.1) Shall If required be subject to an 
annual Inspection at Canadian ter- 
minal port; (•!)■ No contract shall ex- 
ceed five years or lie for less than 
three years; (5) At expiration of con- 
tract, and If ajiiiUcants for renewal 
shall, at owners' exjionso, bo subject 
to an inspection by naval board equal 
to Lloyd's No. 3 survey; (G) Tho 
minimum 'JSpeed of subsidized stoam- 
ors- shall' be 12 -knots' at mlnlmurh 
displacement. Regulations such as' 
above would bo unreasonable und the',

Officials of Revenue CutterSer- 
vice'.SFiow Peculiar Ideas of 

the Provisions of Bering Sea 
Sealing Regulations 



With some . 'Welrd. Ideas regarding 
the International regulations govern- 
ing sealing, Capt.- Ddniel P. Foley, of 
tho United States revenue cutter ser- 
vice, Is bound north on the U. S. S. 
Manning, which was in port yester- 
day, to take (iharge of the -work of- 
tho sealing patrol. With Capt. G. L. 
Garden, of tho Planning, ho visited 
J. C. Newbury, collector of customs, 
yesterday morning to get a list of tho 
six "Victoria schooners wiiich wore 
cleared for the North Pacific. At Se- 
attle the revenue cutter olllcers gave 
out interviews in which they stated 
that this season in the north would 
probably bring forth somo critical 
situations owing to tho big fleet of 
Japanese sealers engaged, and here 
Capt. Foley stated that ho had not 
decided what steps he would take 
with regard to tho schoners engaged 
In hunting sea otter. No HpocUlc in- 
structions hiivo been received from 
Washington. 

Capt. Foley gives it as his opinion 
that any vessel found after April ;!0 
north of 35 and east of ISO with 
sealing apparatus on board Is con- 
travening the provisions of tho Parl.s 
award, and Is liable to seizure. Ho 
Is aware that schooners may be hunt- 
ing sea otter, but , the same equipment 
for sealing can be lised, and. In his 
opinion, schooners' with sealing ap- 
paratus on board should not be In the 
North Pacific after April 30. 

Capt. Foley evidently confines his 
reading with regard to the terms of 
teh Paris award to the United States 
laws, which provide for the seizure 
of any vessel found at sea with "seal- 
ing apparatus on board, it being Ille- 
gal for a United Stiitcs schooner to 
clear for sealing. Under the provi- 
sions of tho Parl.s award, h.owever. It 
Is not unlawful for a Lirltish schooner 
to havo sealing apparatus on board, 
even though tho season has ended. 
Moreover, there Is no regulation which 
affects the sunting of sea otter. 

Capt. Foley Is, moreover, unaware 
that the British Government did not 
acquiesce In the provision sought by 
Washington, to make it Illegal for a 
British schooner to have sealing ap- 
paratus on board during tho Closed 
season. For one- year, from 1893 to 
18S4, this regulation was In force:, but 
not since. • - ''- ■ 

Likely Expensive . ^/ 

It tho revenue- outVei-' oAcera salzo 
any of the Victoria schoorieVs -ehgaer- 
ed In tho sea otter hunting In the 
open sea, unless they have';, evidence 
showing that sealing wa'siAlso carried 
on during tho closed season, they 
will find that any such seizure, Ms 
likely to prove expensive to tho ITnlt- 
ed States Government. 

Last year Capt. Bertholf, of tho U. 
S. revenue cutter Bear, Interfered 
with tho schooners Jessie, Peschawha 
and Thomas E. Bayard, and scaled up 
their firearms when ho found them 
engaged in hunting sea otter. Capt. 
Edwardos, in command of ir.M.S. Al- 
gcrlno, which was engaged In tho 
Bering Sea patrol for Great Britain, 
notified the masters of the sealing 
schooners afterward, when told of tho 
action, that It was distinctly Illegal 
and that they would liave boeii within 
thoir rights to havo broken out their 
■arms at once. Claims are now pend- 
.lns;,ag;ainst tho United States Govorn- 
..jnent.'dn account of tho Illegal action

Many children can see objects at u 
distance o£" six feet, but a printed 
page held In the hand at a distance 
of three feet reveals only blurs. Hold 
this page live Inches from iour eyes 
and try" to ^leclplier the words, rliiit 
Is what learnlner to read means to 
great musses of children. . 

"We are beginnlnET to learn through 
students of childhood, that there are 
more types of deafness than are ap- 
parent on the surfaoe. There are chil- 
dren who can hoar a clock tick, but 
who cannot hear any difference be- 
t^vel!n tlie sounds B and T, W. and 
V, L and R. Thoae forms of deafnes.f 
account for many of tlie speech de- 
fects of children. Sonin children, be- 
cause of defective hearing, speak a 
Jargon made up mainly, if not entire- 
ly, of vowel sounds. This is usually 
considered awfully ounning baby talk 
by fond mothers and nurses, but when 
it continues up to eight and ton years 
of age It becomes a serious matter." 

In New Vorlt two women have com- 
mitted to them the duty of discovering 
what Is the matter with . the children 
who cannot be kept up with tho *6rk 
of the grades. One, . Miss Farrall Is 
a. student of children's minds, tho 
other Dr Isabella Smart Is a special- 
ist In nervous and mental dlEorders. 
Last year these women examined 
1,988 children and placed 1,184 In 
special classes. 

"The object of the ungraded class- 
es" we are told "is to place back- 
ward children under expert observa- 
tion and care, so that their exact 
mental status may be determined; If 
they are found reclalmaWa 'the right 
means of restoring them to a normal 
condition are sought." 

Children who arc Imbecile are not 
taught in the special classes but their 
parents are advised to send them to 
an institution for proper care and 
I>rotcctlon. It bus been shown, how- 
over, that hy far the greater number 
of backward pupils can bo cured. Of 
forty-six pupils whom a special 
tcaclier in Cincinnati has been under 
her care since 1907 sixteen were re- 
stored to their classes, twenty were- 
promoted to higher grades than they 
had occupied, ten were prepared to 
perform Intelligent work where before 
they had been hopeless and three are 
receiving treatment, eleven were with- 
drawn by removal or sickness. Ins- 
tances are given of the extreme cases 
treated and of the means used. Some 
of the cures were marvellous. 

In Philadelphia, Miss Atargarot T. 
Mcgulro was the first to take pity on 
the poor children In the schools of 
which she was principal. Obtaining a 
grudging pernilsslon she took from 
their cln.sse.s a forlorn group of hope- 
less children and In two years effect- 
ed what may well be called a miracul- 
ous transformation. How was this 
done. The (inswer Is one that ap- 
peals to every one who loves children 
"First" we are told "by bringing them 
up to a normal physical state, and 
ne.\t by understanding their warped 
and distorted little souls." 

The greatest need of the average 
backward child, after his physical de- 
fects have been removed and his body 
given a decent change to develop, is 
a moral awakening. Virtually all 
such children are selfish, passionate, 
and malicious. They love to destroy 
They love to inflict pdln. They de- 
light in disturbing tho order of a 
classroopi, .Mmost always are they 
untruthful, and very frequently are 
Uiey thievish. 

Wh.v not? They live in a state of 
constant struggle with the world— 
an unequal struggle In which their 
miserable little souI.h are dally and 
hourly crucified Around them is a 
world of normal children who learn 
easily things beyond the power' of the 
backward to acquire; who arc praised 
and loved and rewarded. In the play- 
ground the backward children envi- 
ously Tyatch the others perform feats 
of strength and skill. Sometimes the 
dullard or the handicapped child tries 
to break Into a game or a contest, .and 
is pushed aside or chased a.way by the 
strong. A child not feeble-minded, 
but merely dull, and on that account 
bebind the iiroccssion, resents with a 
bitterness not to be comprehended this 
constant pushing aside. Exactly like 
a rat fighting for life In a corner he 
strikes Ijack viciously, desperately, 

Forv,^more than their brains the eni- 
otlonaj natures of such children need 
cultivation. Far more important than 
learning to read is learning to love 
and trust. Vices of temperament must 
be uuleiirncd. bad habits must be ov- 
ercome, a whole garden full of weeds 
must bo cleared away before the soil 
is ready for planting. After that, the 
task is not fraught with serious dlffl- 
cultica." 

Surely there Is no better work done 
In this age of benevolence than this o£ 
making out of wcekllngs men and wo- 
men who are fitted to take their plac- 
es among the workers of that world.

O'Coniiell Comments on Ex- 
emplary Conduct of Natives 
at Songhees Potfach 



The conduct ot the Indians who 
have taken part in jthp .bifi' potlach on 
the Songhees Heservo has been 'ex- 
tremely good according to Mr. Thomas 

O'Connell, Chief Dominion Constable 
of the Indian Department in British 
Columbia, who is lii Victoria iii con- 
nection with the . cerenjony. The af- 
fair, ho saj's, has been' marked by no 
arrests and has been; , carried out in 
the most exemplarjr^ftl^iillidn;' 

Chief Constable O'Coniiell, wlio has 
had a largo experience among the In- 
dian tribes during tlio past twonty- 
live years, says that for sometime i>aHt 
the Indians grenOj-ally throughout the 
Ijrovince arc beginning to realize the 
Injury done by the extreme use' ot 
liquor. Not long since an unusual 
amount of trouble in this respeot was 
being met with by the aiithoritlos in 
the ChilUwacU district, through the 
Indians crossing over the border and 
procuring supplies of nlcohol. Early 
last year, however, tlie United States 
Federal Government passed a law 
prohibiting the sale of Intoxicauta to 
Indians In any part, even to thoao 
of one-eighth blood. This law is very 
much more sliMngent than any in 
Canada. A i)rosei.'utlon was made 
under this act almnst immediately 
when it became a law. Tlie Canadian 
authorities seij;ed an Indian team 
whicli had crossed over the border 
rnd procured several g;illo;is of liquor 
at Sumas City. Chief Constable 
O'Connell i.s investigating the .'Ufair, 
and found out where the liquor )iad 
Ijcen procured. The result was the 
arrest of Bry. in LaPointC, the proprie- 
tor of the U. S. Hotel at Sumas City. 
Ho came before the federal court and 
entered a plea of guilty nnd had to 
pay a heavy lino and enter bonds for 
Ihe future good conduct of his place of 
business. 

Chief Constable O'Connell states 
that there need be no further appre- 
hension along the border. This state 
of affairs is naturally a great relief 
to tjie inhabitanta ot the ChiUiwack 
district.

CALCUTTA, May 21.— There can te 
little doubt, says the Pioneer, that the 
treaty recently concluded ' wltli Bhu- 
tan will go far towards preventing 
complications, in years to come, on tho 
IVorth-li^ast frontier of India. The posi- 
tion now is that the iSIaharaja Sir 
Ugyen Wangchuk has not only had his 
subsidy doubled, but that he has also 
formally agreed to accept the advice 
and guidance of the HrlUsh govern- 
ment in regard to his relations with 
outside States. As Bliutan is bounded 
on the north by Tlbe^,,lt .lB obvlou^ 
that troublesome questions, might have 
arisen in the near, future;^^ii; that' di- 
roctlon. Iiassa is dominatecl ('.'for: the 
moment f)y the Chinese, and what- 
ever '."solution ihay be found' of --,the 
(Uffloulty created by the flights of 'th!e 
Dala.i Lama, It is most ' ' -und^sira&le 
that any pressure should he put upon 
Bhutan by the Peking government. 
Tibetans and Bhutaneae have no cause 
of quarrel, and they have usually 
maintained friendly relations; but if 
Chinese officials with military escorts 
were to he placed along the bonder 
there would inevitably be friction. 

Amban's Activities 

Too much importance need not he 
attached to the intrigues which were 
begun last year by the Amban Lien, 
who believed that he could make 
Chinese influence supremo In Bhutan; 
but, at the sametime, action of tills 
kind cannot be alto.gether disregarded. 
It is a sign that if Tibet is reduced to 
the status of an ordinary province of 
Olilna, the Peking government will re- 
vive old claims to sovoreigntj' over tho ! 
various Himalayan States. Nothing Is 
easier than to raise questions relating 
to boundaries, for example, and then 
might be attempts to* coerce this or 
tliat State on the ground that it ow^d 
suzerainty to tho Bnrperor of China. 
Such a course of action towards Bhu- 
tan has now been made possible. It 
there Is any indication of fresh In- 
trigues, the Maharaja has the treaty 
to fall back upon, and he can confi- 
dently reject any overtures that may 
be made to hiin. He has an assured 
position; and, further, his authority 
over his own subjects wIU have 
strengthened hy^the regularizing of his 
realatlons with British government;

.The; longshoremen oC Portland were 
in troutile with thblr emDloyera, or, to 
put It more correctly, the employers 
had trouble wltli the men. On April 
28rd it f oroinan ordered three men to 
get trucks from a mill for use on the 
dock. 'They searched dlilgentl.v, but 
were unable to find any. trucks. The 
foreman made some insulting remarks 
about tho fniliiie. falling to give ade- 
nuate reason- considi'iation. ami order- 
ed the men disehargcd.' The outcome 
was that the men relielled against the 
unreasonable discrimination against 
three of their number, and now the 
foreman who was responsible for the 
trouble isn't occupying his old position. 

A bill introdueed by the Premier in 
the Xovu Scotia Provincial Legislature, 
is entitled ".\n Act relating to tho 
hour.s of labor in shops and offices."

(v.) For morn than six hours ron- 
llmiously, without an interval ot at 
least one ' hour for meals, Allowance.ij 
are made tcir - stock-taking and othet'

Wonderful Examples of Work 

of the Eastern Empire on 
Show at Anglo-Japanese 
Exhibition 



LONDON, May 21,— Several ex- 
hibits In the Anglo-Japanese Exhibi- 
tion at Shepherd's-bush afford re 
markable proof \ot the skill and jvi- 
tlence of the Japanese in niliiutu Imii- 
dicrafts. ' 

One Is a representation of spring 
and autumn in the land of Nippon. 
Trees of various kinds are seen In 
full blo-fsoms, and to all ai)peranL'ea 
they are the genuine article trans- 
planted from their native soil. Yet the 
only real thing about them is the 
bark, and that was brought from Ja- 
pan in pieces and carefully built 
round an imitation tree, Artllicial 
leaves have been fastened to tlic 
branches, and the work has been done 
so skilfully that only iiclose c.xaniln- 
ation would detect the unreality of the 
exhibit. 

In the .san\e category is a model of 
the City of (3saka,' the Mancliostcr of 
Japan. It lia.s been built to the scale 
of one foot in 300,000 and represent'^ 
every house and every factory and 
other building In the city. Ten men 
were occupied four months in con- 
structing this wonderful model, 

Another exhibit of tho same kind, 
but on a larger scale, is the model of 
tho Kosaka mine, where every opora- 
tion Is shown. The Ingenuity of the 
makers has been in no instance great- 
er than In their use of human hairs 
for" telegraph wires. 

The most artistic of all tho models 
is that of Fujiyama, the sacrod riioun-. 
tain of Japan. This has been built up 
of tho cocoons of silk-worms,', deli- 
cately colored to represent- the natural 
lines of the scenery. From a shprt dis- 
tance It looks like a painting and 
there la even an astonishing sense of 
atmosphere about It. 

Japanese Qardans 

The Japanese gardens are a feature 
of tho exhibition In which many vis- 
itors will take delight. "They are mdny 
in number and variety and repre- 
sent the Japanese art of gardening at 
different periods of the country's his- 
tory. Some charming miniature gar- 
dens of dwarf trees are shown, and 
the City of Tokyo has aent one which 
was constructed by Mr. T. KibI, chief 
of the Talgoyan, the' New Gardens of 
Japan. One of the trees In this tiny 
garden is only eighteen inches high 
but what It lacks in stature it pos- 
sesses in age, for It is 150 years old, 
and has been handed down In one 
family for generations. 

In the naval and military section 
there are jhown .wonderful^ dioramic 
views of tho great battles on land atid 
sea that haye„.made JapancEie history. 
A complementary section is that show- 
ing the work of "the Red Cross So- 
ciety, and. to this the Empress of Ja- 
pan and the ladles of the Court have 
made numerous contributions, One 
day in the exhibition will give the 
visitor a charming glimpse of tlie 
four seasons In Japan, a series of 
tableaux having been arranged from 
the Uxbrldge road entrance, which 
displays In realistic fashion the al- 
ternation of the seasons in the land 
of Nippon. 

I'^orty giant Japanese wrestlers arc 
attached to tho E.\.hibition, Tho Ja- 
panp.'ic shi]) models begin with the 
junlis In which the ancient Jaijano.sc 
overcame the Chinese armada which 
Kublal Khan, centuries ago, sent to 
conquer his neighbors. They conn 
flown to the latest battleships which 
have been built in Japan's own dock- 
>-ards. 

The Japanese art treasures .are the 
chief wonder of the exhlhition, Tlie 
treasures have novel' been exhibited 
before, and oven in tho ^jrivate houses 
In Japan, whence they have come. It 
is the custom to have only one picture 
on view at a time.

Kroni figures just jiubllshed by the di- 
rector of prison.s. it appears that the ex- 
penditure on erlniinnls In that colony 
last year was tl.340.G2i) more than the 
entire cost of education. On Tune 3o 
lasl approximately one out of every 2ir> 
of the population was in jail. In fh'e 
veara the cost of adtnlnlslratlon has 
risen from $«S1.9:10 to J1.142.CTr.. In 
addition, $1,196,015 has lieen si)ent on 
prison hnildings since the war. ami ;iew 
piison hnlldinf;s in connection with the 
introduction of the .slnRle-cclI system 
at a cost of $705,000 will be erected thi.s 
year. Police administration In 1 908-9 
cost <2,829,S2B. The director remarks 
that the criminal is one of the costliest 
luxuries the state possesses. The stntLs- 
tics show a "constant undesirable pro- 
1 Kresslon. which would reflect n flowing 
j tide of crlnilnalltj-."

by the engineer Labro, whicli lias 
been selected by the coniinittee ap- 
pointed by the Ministry of "War. 

This new dirigible which will take 
part in the Army nianoeuvers in Seii- 
tembcr is considered to bo superior 
In several respects to all the exist- 
ing aerial cruise. It is of the semi- 
rigid type. Its shape is like a cigar, 
and it is seventy -six metres loni? and 
eight nietrcE broad. The balloon, 
which has a capacity of 5,000 cubic 
metres has inside seven alrtlglU 
compartments, eac/h of whicli con- 
tains a separate balloon. The diri- 
glible will have two cars, one at each 
end. 

Tliese arc Jointed togethr by a rig- 
id bar made of a metal consisting of 
aluminum ami metallic salts, whicli 
gives it great resisting power com- 
bined with liglitness. It is principal- 
ly in the metal employed that the 
novelty of the invention consi.sls, ilio 
weight ot the rigid parts being only 
800 kilos, or 800 less than that of the 
Zeppelin. 

There Is atransverse rigid . bar suii- 
•portlng propellers, and three motors 
of 80 horse-power each are carried in 
one of the cars. It will carry eight 
passengers,, and Is capable of an 
eleven-hours' run at the rate df flfty 
miles nn hour, which Is almost double 
that of any exi8ti)ig dirigible. The 
new airship is called "La Frigate," 
and its cost will be about $G0,O00.

Recent Invest! - 
g.iiinns have proved that hang-lire or 
retarded ignition, when electric Jlriitg 
is employed, may occur in tho electric 
tletonalor or In the explosive. A damp 
detonator might readily hang fire. The 
retardation may be caused by Increas- 
ed resistance in' tho circuit tlirongii 
broken wires, bad joints, grease or 
dirt on sprln.g enntact.s and terniinal.s 
permitting the ]i:-.ss:igo of only .iust 
Hufflcient ebcti'icnl energy to v.'.arni 
the fii.sc bridge.

He was a lordly-looking bird, a rare old 
bird indeed, and the very strut of hini bespoke 
breeding.

When we, being grcenliorns, exclaimed in 
surprise, the chicken fancier explained to us in 
a matter-of-fact way that thoroughbred cocks 
will invariably den)-- themselves food, will work 
like Trojans to find grain and worms and 
choice morsels and stifle their own pangs of 
hungi'ir, that their wives may fare the better. 
The big cock the fancier had beneath his arm 
was no exception. He had bowed to. his 
noblesse oblige, ' arid his harem of six fine 
plump white hens were first in all his thoughts. 

In another pen there was a big Plymouth

Successful poultry men will , tell you that 
the first requisite is the securing of a good 
reliable laying strain. This may be done by 
direct purchase of settings from a strain which 
has already been proved or, if the fancier is 
ambitious, he may buy several pens of cocks 
and hens from proved stock and begin, by a 
car,efully organized system, tO; breed a strain 
of 'His own. Trap nests, commonly used now, 
and leg bands on each hen bearing the num- 
ber under which she is entered in the books, 
are the methods employed. It takes time but 
by careful handling a man can work 'up a 
strain of thoiroughbred hens that will lay eggs 
at a rate an ordinary man would not believe 
possible. 

Poultry raising on Vancouver Island has 
long since passed the stage where it may be 
classed as a rich man's hobby or a fool's dream. 
The home market even is not nearly supplied 
either with eggs pr poultryj, large quantities 
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betriga'mportod from Alanitoba, Ontario, Cali- 
1-' fornia, Waslnnqton aiul Oregon. A . few 

years ;igo estimates were prepared ancl act:iial 
• figures sliowed that imports of eggs aud,;pdlil- 

tfy, to this .island totalled $400,000 in one' year. 

At Mr. Pither's ranch we were able to in- 
spect the process of poultry raising on a large 
scale. From the road we got our first view 
(if the excellent arrangements of the grcnnuls. 
I'lroad fields stretched from the highway to the 
long chicken house in the rear, with the hrootl- 
ing iionsc ancl incubator cellar near- it. 'Phesc 
fields of rich black loam were dotted with trees, 
gooseberry bushes and the first sprouts of fine 
vegetables or with glistening green wheat and 
oats and barley all growing at a tremendous 
rate. 

Kntcrin.s^ the gromids, we passed a fine 
mudeni house recently Iniilt and pos,sessint^- all 
the comforts of a city luime, desi)ite the fact 
that it was situated five miles away from the 
cori)orali(jii line. Mere we became accinainted 
with Mr. K, Richards, a poullryn.ian and gar- 
dener of long- experience, who lias charge of 
the ranch, and his assistant, 1^1 r. J 1. Toms. Be- 
yond the house wc entered the poultry kitchen 
sitnatefl in one jiart of the "l/'-.shapod hroodint;- 
house. Mere was located the ^\•orkshop of tiie 
ranch. A cuokslove. fitted with jiols and pans, 
showed how tiie fond was jirepared with the 
same cleanliness and care that would ijc exer- 
cised in getting food ready for human con- 
sumption.' A large bone grinder was fitted 
into the working table, and in the rear of the 
kitchen were the bins containing the menu. In 



^\•llat about the future of the flying ma- 
chine? 

Will human ingenuity take up the problem 
where the Wright brothers' patents stop and 
bring forth a thing of permanent utility, or 
has the aeroplane reached the limit of i{s pos- 
sibilities? 

.\'o doubt a lar.^e majority of the worhl's 
scientists arc takin.L;- the oiJtimislic .'^idc ot tlie 
(|uesiioii and armies of inventors are striving 
to create the real automobile of the air. 

The Wright brothers, the accredited discov- 
erers of meclianical human flight, arc today far 
more pessimistic than the average man as to 
the future of their invention. Tliey \ ery Irauk- 
ly .say that the flying macliinc has no fiilnre as 
a' human utility. They do not believe it will 
ever become a commercial common carrier of 
any value. The present type of machine, they 
say, will be somewhat improved — they expect 
to make nianv improvements themselves — but 
fundamentally they tell you the aeroplane will 
not he developed into anything essentially be- 
\-ond what we now liavc. It will not revolu- 
iionizc i)rcseiit systems of civilization, they de- 
clare, and will be used only in sports, warfare 
and for certain kind.s of exploration and scienti- 
fic work. 

.\t i^rescnt there are many eminent scien- 
tists and inventors wdio believe that the next 
step in dynamic flij^du will lead iwr away from 
the present method of driving' a machine by a 
horizontal pro])el!er. In Europe an<l in this 
country men arc at work on a method <n mov- 
ing w ings, a system involving the principles of 
bird flight. 

The Wrights say that success in that direc- 
tion is out of the question. In short, they be- 
lieve that human flight will practically stop 
vvdicre the Wri.nht brotliers sto]). The present 
form of projjeller. they declare, is tiie only 
method bv which a machine can be driven 
tliroUL,di tiie air. Tlie lielicoi)tcr. or vertical 
'^crew', with a direct upward lift, they consider 
the most promising improvement in the future, 
but even the successful development of that 
they regard as extremely doubtful. 

At the present moment there is a great deal 
of criticism of the Wright brothers because of 
the temi)orary check their infringement suits 
lias placed npnn exhibition flights in this coun- 
trv. liut that criticism is superficial. l"r(;m 
all \ iewi)()ints the Wrighl.s are benefaclOrs in 
human flii,dit, and many of the forer^ost aerial 
philo-sophcrs are contending today tint in the 
enforcement of their patents they arc perform- 
ing a service equal to that of discovering the 
first i)rinciplcs of mccjianical flight.. 

The effect of their infringement .suits is to 
arrest ilie inamilactnrc and use of all flying 
machine- similar to their own, and it is gencr- 
allv I'onsidered that the Wrif^lit biplane (if 10- 
dav is a very crude \ eliiclc in C(3mpHrisoii with 
what we shall ha\e fi\-e years hence, 'i'he 
\\ rights, in protecting what they are undoubt- 
edly entitled to, are merely forcing other in- 
ventors to create something better, and that 
work is being done with great s|)ecd. 

One year at^o comparati\'ely fcNV construc- 
tors were cniisideriiig anything that differed 
es.sentially from the \\'rii^ht idea. Today that 
is the (iiie ])iir|)iise of in\ ent(n's. 

"W'e iniist get so far a\\a_\' from the Wright 
patents," ihcy are saying, "that there can be 
no question of infringement. 'IMiere nnist be 
other methods of obtaining proper balance be- 
sides the combination of wing dips with the 
vertical rudder, and we are going to find that 
way." 

In nearly every city and hamlet of Euro])e 
;uid .\inerica skilful invcntor.s are engat^ecl in 
these proldems. Pages of the ller.Tid could be 
filled with the names of builders who arc now 
;it work on new ideas. Patent offices arc be- 
ing flooded with specifications of original 
types.. Many- of tJieni, of course, are based on. 
.Veains and krc of little vahie. Others are the 
product' of /scientific knowledge and intelli- 
gent experimentation. .A few years ago only 
thc extrcniist. the one idea enthusiast, gave his 
time to flying machine invention. 'Poday the 
scientist, l!;e c:;;;italist, the scritnis inventor are 
at work-. 'J'liey are all eager to ])roduce .some- 
thing that will make; the present lypc of aerial 
craft ob.solcle. To do that .means both fame 



separate.ibinsj^wcre • the very best quality of 
whcatj'oat^, corn; cracked corn, cornnieal. alfal- 
fa meal (which, when boding water is poured 
on it. becomes like green food again and smells 
like new-mown hay), beef scraps and chick 
feed (consisting of ^vhcat gratings and cracked 
corn, the young chicks being fed only dry 
food). 

Leaving the kitchen, we passed into a long 
room, where a freshly-arrived shipment of tra])- 
iiest.s were stored, and where we saw many 
odds and cuds of materials used in the chicken 
business. Tliis room will be utilized later as 
part of a caponizing plant, which Mr. Pilher in- 
tends to establish when he begins to raise 
eight-pound capons on j large scale. 

Trom this room we passed into the incu- 
bator cellar. This room was dark and of rather 
higher temperature than the rest of the house. 
The floor was of cement, ami the necessit)- for 
this was cx|)lained on the j^rouiuls that the least 
jar caused by one walking over the floor might 
.spoil some of the hatching eggs. Against the 
farther wall were ranged half a dozen incu- 
bators of large size, and all of the best make. 
JXach had a large number- of eggs hatching, 
.some of which were on the verge of delivering 
up their contents, liy listening close to these 
we could hear feeble peep-peejjs, and we were 
told that this was an excellent sign. In a small 
incubator at (ine end of the room was a very 
valuable .setting of eggs. The chickens from 
this setting would be worth .'?3 each as soon as 
they were hatched. 

The eggs used for hatching are all num- 
bered with the numbers of the pens they are 



and wealth now, and with the start that has 
already been made it is but natural to assume 
that the "new flying machine" is not far off. 

.\s ha.s so many times been said, "the 
Wrights blazed the way": they gave the world 
.■-omcthin.ii to work' from, and now they arc only 
■ isking fair compensation for their valuable con- 
tribution to the world's progress. .\'o doubt 
they realize, more keenly than others, hut their 
harvest will be a short one, and that they must 
"make hay while the sun shines." 

A.s the summer progresses, wc shall have 
some very interesting surprises in the way of 
new tyi)cs of flying machines. In I'rancc iii- 
vciilors arc working as Frenchmen ni!\'er work- 
ed before on the problem of the machine that 
will be all their own. Descriptions and draw- 
ings of some of these have found their way into 
the technical magazines, but most of them are 
being built secretl}-. 

l lenry r'"arman has recently produced a new 
lypc of biplane with which he has made a new 
\vorld's record of carrying iwtj passengers for 
more than one hour; but of much j^rcater im- 
Ijortancc is a new model of monoplane which he 
has built and which is said in no way to in- 
fringe the Wright patents. 

.'\t Plissy-le.s-Moulincux among the many 
novel flying contrivances on the great aviaticjn 
field is a combination rlirigible and biplane 
wdiich is attracting much attention. .As a no\- 
elty it is interesting, but many experts hold that 
the combination of gas buoyancy and sustain- 
ing jdanes will never prove a serviceable air 
vehicle.' Mr. Christopher J. I^akc, builder of 
subiliarine boats, is working on a similar appar- 
atus in this conntr\-. 

In F,ngland fully a score of in\entoi-s, back- 
ed by capital, arc siruijgling with the |)roblem 
of the impro\-ed flying machine. Sir iliram 
Ma.xim has rcvi\ed his plans of twcnt\- years 
ago and has built a new aeroplane, lie stout- 
ly contends that the present Wright ijiplane 
is copied, in many particulars, after his original 
model, and says that his present machine will 
in no manner infringe upon the \^'right pat- 
ents. 

R. 1'. Macfic, another ICnglisli inventor, has 
j)roduced a new numoplane of c.\:cc|)tional 
promise, built upon lines that are saiil not to 
iiifriuLi'e. 

.\. j. Roberts, a well known .Australian in- 
ventor, is making unusual progress with gyro- 
scopic control of a biplane. 

In this country an army of men arc search- 
mt;' for the ne\\' aerial idea. Concealed in at- 
tics and guarded \vi irksh(i|)s in .\'ew York cit}' 
tliere are probably fifty flyiiiL; niachiiie meidels, 
whose builders believe they ha\e succeeded in 
beating the \\'riglit iiateiUs. 

The .Morris I leights N'acht ljuildiiig Com- 
])aiiy has completed a new aeroplane for one 
of New York's wealthiest men. 

W. L. Fairchild, a consulting engineer, has 
built a new type of monoplane, which is now 
(HI the .Aero Club's grounds at Mineola, ready 
to demonstrate th.it it can fly without being 
haled to court. If this machine does not gi\'e 
good results, Mr. Isiirchild is ready to begin 
wfjrk on a device of entirely orii;inal pattern, 
wdiich he says \vill be as tinlike the presen't 
flying machine a.s ;i limited express train is un- 
like ail o.\-cart. 

Morris .\ewgold, projjrietor of the 'I'imes 
Square hotel, has filed an application for a pal 
ent on a biplane which he says will send all 
other flying machines into the junk heap. Me 
is now building a large model and expects to be 
s]-)ortinf; about in any breeze that blows before 
the end of the season. Mr. ."^.'ewL^old's inven- 
tion consists of a device by which he will lib- 
erate his two main ])!aiies when struck bv ad- 
verse currents, allowing them to tilt and swing 
with the wind, maintaining his support in the 
air by - two smaller auxiliary planes placed 
above the movable ones. 

Dr. y\lhcrt C. Albcrtson, a New York in-' 
\-entor, likewise expects. very, soon to give the' 
scientific world a thrill by demonstrating what 
he can dcj with an enormous apparatus he has 
built at 11.3th street and the l larlem river. For 
seven niontlLs the machine has been in jirocess 
of construction there, .guarded day aiul night 
by a force of sturdy watchmen and several 
large dogs. His machine is to bc coiitrolled by 



taken from, and, in the case of very fancy fowl, 
the very hen they come from is known, so that 
when the chick is born and tagged with a leg 
band, his parents will be known, and, if neces- 
sary, his grand parents and great-grand par- 
ents. The greatest care is taken with the eggs 
placed in the incubators. They are tested at 
a special lamp no less than six times during 
the course of the hatching, and all eggs that 
are shown to be gcrmless arc thrown out. 

I\lr. Pither is using an origi'na) method, for 
raising his chicks after they have been hatched. 
The method is almost costless, and the returns 

have been greater than those from other and 
more expensive methods. The chicks are. al- 
lowed to iM'inain in the bottom of the brooder 
until they arc tlry and have begun to breathe 
jirojicrly. Then they arc taken out and placed 
in the straw-covered bottom of an ordinarj' 
washtub, about lOO of tlicm to a tub. Half- 
way down the sides of this tub wires are 
stretched across, and on these wires are i)lacc(l 
cushions which arc stuffed with cliea]i wool to 
a thickness of about two inches, and which fit 
close over the tub. .Auger holes arc bored in 
the sides of the tub aiul pin.g.ged with corks. 
These regulate the temperature, the heat be- 
ing supplied by the chickens' own bodies. Mr. 
IMthcr has found this a most successful method, 
and he uses it with all his fowls. 

Outside the brqgding house 'we encoun- 
tered a pen of cheeping- Bpii-Amis, little iluf- 
fcrs that "hadn't scratched yet." It was their 
first day out, and thijy were apparently, enjoy- 
ing the sun. Pens farther along contained

three months the Curtiss aeroplanes have been 
in the air much of the time, both at ilam- 
mondsport and in the west. 

Xo doubt the best flights ever seen in .Am- 
erica excepting, possibly, the great altitude 
record made by Mons. Paulhan at Los Angeles, 
last January, have been made recently by Mr. 
Charles K. Ilaniiltoii with a Curtiss machine, 
in the southwest and on the Pacific coast. 

Mr. Ilamilton is one of .Mr. Curtiss' pupils, 
and has been using the famous eight-cylinder 
fifty horse-power machine with which Mr. Cur- 
tiss won the world's championship in France 
last summer. Only meagre reports of his ex- 
ploits in the west have reached the l^aslern 
Stales, but many of his performances in San 
Diego. Cal.. Phoeni.\-, ;\riz., and in Seattle, 
Wash., h.-ive eclip.^ed the daring flights of the 
luiroiiean aviators that were thrilling the" 
world less than a year ago. — .Xew York l lerald.

large flocks of chicks in various stages of prog- 
ress towards the fully developed, feathered 
fowl. They were a lively, healthy looking lot, 
and all working overtime scratching for grain'.'- 

.'\.s wc nlo^'ed along towards the breeding 
house we saw that tfie pens of the small chicks^ " 
were so ])laced that the sun fell on them during 
a greater part of the day. "Sun is>-the-,greatest: - 
tonic for growing chicks," Mr.' Pither ex- 
plained.. "It means health and strength to 
them." 

Wc found tlte breeding house, a long well- 
built structure, a model of cleanliness and com- 
pact comfort. It was raised about three feet 
from the ground, the space thus made giving 
excellent shade for the chickens in summer ancl 
fine protection in the winter. There were six- 
teen separate pens of large size, eight on each 
side of the building. In the centre a corridor 
,ga\ e access to all the pens and also to the nests, 
which \vcre arranged just beneath the roosts, 
which sat on a flat, raised surface. Ropes wore 
so arranged at each pen that the chicken doors 
connecting between the in.terior pen and the 
yard might be closed or opened at will. In the 
loof over each pair of ])ens there was a large 
\ ciuilator operated by ropes from below, ai'id 
each pen was fitted with double . windows, 
which rendered it practicalh' an open-air jicn 
when the windows were opened. These win- 
dows too were opened and closed by means of 
ropes and weights. The arrangement of the 
whole building was .excellent. It was sweet 
and clean and without even the odor that usual- 
ly is associated with hen houses. Straw, clean, 
sweet straw, was lying in the pens in abund- 



Quaint details of native life, in the central 
l)art of the Belgian Congo were given in a 
lecture before the Royal Geographical Society 
by Mr. E. Torday, who, with Mr. W. Hilton- 
.Simp.son and Mr. Xorman H. Hardy, spent 
two years, from October, 1907. to September, 
i()G9. in investigating native tribes in the Ka- 
sai basin. 

Cannibalism was now virtuall}' extinct in 
that (piarter of the world, said Mr. 'Porday, 
but it was formerly practised by men ; th? 
women were carefull}' excluded fi-oni all par- 
ticipation in the proceedings, a'nd wefei not 
even allowed to see the pots in which tlje fieish 
was cooked. 

One of the chief characteristics of this peo- 
ple is their musical talent ; they ])osscssed a 
large variety of instriuneiUs. and every chief 
maintained an orchestra. They were., also 
fond of choral singing. 

Describing the religion of the nati\'cs ]Mr. 
'Porday said they believed in an, all-jiowcrful 
Creator, who taught them most of the useful 
arts, and to whom the souls of the dead go. 
The deity is called Ele Mokulu. There xyere 
a number of prof essidnal . magicians, whose 
duties consisted in manufacturing personal 
fetishes and preparing charms for thd 'benefit 
of individuals who believed that they v;cre the 
victims of sorccr}-. 

The ljas(3ngo Meno tribes believe in a 
sliailowy supreme being, but no actual wor- 
shi]5 is paid him; more important, as havin.g 
greater effect on the life of the natives, is 
the belief that an indi\idual may become ]50S- 
scsscd b_\' some e\-il inllnencc which caused 
the deaths of others. People suspected of pos- 
session are subjected to a poison ordered. Be- 
lief in transmigration was also found. 

'Pile Bankutu are almost the only tribe of 
this region who have been successful, up to 
the present, in resisting the advance of the 
white man. This fact is due to their skill in 
forest warfare. 'Phe way leading to their vil- 
lages is defended by iioisoned spikes hidden 
b\- leaves. Phey use bows and arrows set like 
traps in the form of primitive si>rin.g guns, and 
are (piite ready, if a wdiitc man is expected, to 
bait such traps with a live baby, being sure 
that the European will be imable to resist 
the temptation to pick up an apparently aban- 
doned child. The poison they use is absolutely 
deadly. 

Mr. Torday noted that the children of the 
Bayansi, who frequently accompanied the ex- 
])lorers when hunting, remained absolutely 
cool in ])rescnce of cliargiii.g buffaloes. 

'Pile most iuteresling feature of the Bam- 
bala tribes' social organizaton is the exist- 
ence oi a iJccnliar hereditary caste known as 
Muri, the niembers of which wore a i)cculiar 
iron bracelet as a distinguishing mark. 

.Mr. 'Porady regretted that the expedition 
was not successful amongst the Babunda. 
Wherever ihey arrived, the natives were keen 
to carry or to .sell rubber, but when they found 
that the strangers were not traders, they were 
greatly disappointed and did not care for their 
presence. 'Phey candidly said that a white man 
who did not want to do business with them 
A\'as not their friend. 

'Phe expedition entered the territory of the 
Bakongo, never before crossed by white men. ' 
'Phe "coinage" of the tribe took the form of 
bars of iron weigliin.g two pininds, and valued 
in l'',nglish mouev at exactly seveniJcnce. Con- 
cerning this -Mr. 'Porday told- an- cntertainig 
story. -Is soon as the i)eople heard that the 
travellers' stock of iron was nearly fuiished, 
they began to show hostility; becoming every 
day more and more aggressive, - 

"The chief broiight. about the climax by 
ostentatiously stealing our chickims, and this 
was, of course, a declaration of war," said iMr. 
Torday. ".After the theft of the chickens he 
came to me, and explained that he had no bad 
intentions himself, but that the great chief 
had decided to kill us, I replied tliat if he 
wanted war he should have it, and I would 
slay all his ])eopic with my elephant. Of course 
the man expressed .some . doiibts as to the 
existence of an erepliant." B^ortunatcly' among 



ancc. The food was tlyown' into, this, neces- 
sitating some scratching before it could 'be 
found. 

Mr, Pither has taken great pains to start 
with finely bred stock. Pie allows about seven 
hens and one cock to a pen, and these are carc- 
fidly tested and proved fowls of the finest 
breeding, In one pen he has a magnificent 
Plymoitf H -iRock roosteir which t6ok'''tlie''-fifs't 
prize at the New York show in Madison Square 
Garden last year. In other pens he has more 
Plymouth Rocks, equally well selected, and 
al.so a number of pens of White Wyandottcs 
which cannot be beaten on the Island. These, 
fowls were ail imported from New York, Illin-~ 
ois and Indiana, and they form a basis from 
which excellent results should be obtained-;' 

The buildings along on Mr. Pither's ranch ' 
represent an investment of .$4,800, and he ex- 
pects that by careful handling he will clear 
.$5,000 annually from his ranch. He already 
has 1,000 young chicks of the best Ijreeds, and 
he will raise more at the rate of 500 a week for 
the next three montjis. 

The question of tile cost of feed has entered 
into the chicken raising question for a long 
time. Mr. Pither is solving the difficulty by 
raising most of his own feed. It has also been 
suggested that poultrymen band together and 
bring'their feed in in carload lots, 

Many things remain to he done before the 
industry is fully developed on this Island, but 
the work is going aheaci in the right direction, 
and the day is not far distant when Vancouver 
Island will be a poultry centre to be reckoned 
with.

Me i)lans his campaign alone, and then 
places them before his party. They are accept- 
ed usually without question. . Some people-say 
that John Redmond is a most, unsocial man, 
and they wonder at the alleged fact that the 
leader of a people pre-eminent for its social 
cpialitics should be the antithesis of the typi- 
cal Irishman, Like most gei'ieralizations, this 
one is incorrect. It is true that Redmond has 
few friends in the House of Commons and few 
intimates even in his own party, but that is his 
settled policy.

It is at his real home at Wexford that Red- 
mond shines. . He is the ideal Irish country 
gentlemaii. and, although he is now too ol.d^ — 
and too stout — to follow the hounds as he used 
to do, he seldom misses a meet of the local 
hunt when he is in Ireland, lie is also an en- 
ihu.'-.iastic sailor, and enjoys nothing more than 
a cruise round the Wexford coast in one of the 
local fi.shing boats, .

She nia_\', indeed, do her best to prcser\'c 
her resolve, but if one single tear bedews her 
cheek she is no longer strong in the sanctit}' of 
her vow. Weakness of this kind would be in 
the eye of Buddah more sinful than those of- 
fences which arc committed by those who 
never leave the lay circle al all. and she would 
cvcntuaily \vandcr about in the wrong pas- 
sages. Other women are too self-confident and 
obtrusive. These, if they discover some slight 
inconsistency in men, liercel\- betray their in- 
dignation and behave with arrogance. A tpan 
may show a little inconsistency occasionally, 
but yet his afiection may remain ; then matters 
will in time become right again, and the}' will 
pass their lives happily together. If, therefore, 
the woman cannot ^liow a tolerable amount of 
patience, tliis AviU hut add to her unhappii)ess. 
She should above all things stri\e not to give 
way lo excitement : and wlien she exj^eriences 
any unpleasantness, she should speak of it 
frankly but ^yith moderation. One's self-de- 
nial, and the restraint vhich one imposes upon 
one's self, often depend upon the way in which 
another behaves to us. The woman who is 
too indifferent and too forgiving is also incon- 
siderate.

A BOOK OF THE WEEK REVIEWED. 

Mr. Winston Churchill's "Modern Chronicle" 

The latest production from the pen of this 
well-known writer differs largely from 'his 
other novels in that it is not an historical 
romance nor does it concern itself with politi- 
cal questions. It is the simple life-story of a 
woman, perhaps "simple" is ]3Utting it a little 
mildly for fortunately most women do not 
make quite so many mistakes nor lead so 
strenuous an existence as the heroine of a 
Modern Chronicle, but she is a human, lovable 
enough person for all that, and there is not a 
dull page of reading in the book. 

We arc introduced to Honora Lcffingwcll 
while she is an infant in arms, and we follow 
her career through girlhood, a marriage and 
a di\'orcc. another marriage and a l)rief widow- 
hood, and still another marriage to the man 
she should have married in the first place, 
though of cour.se had she done so, there would 
ha^■c been no stor}- to tell. 

llonora is wonderfully beautiful, graceful, 
\\ itty and accomplished. Even as a baby she 
makes a favorable impression wherever she 
goes, ricr parents dying in her infancy she is 
left to the care of an aunt and uncle, delight- 
ful, okl world sort of people, wlu) love their 
atloptcd daughter undemonslrativcly, but with 
a tenderness and admiration that is little short 
of worship. Indeed everyone seems to \ovc 
Monora, in spite of her little inconsistencies 
she compels aft'cctiqn. Worthiest of all those 
who love her is Peter, over whom she has ty- 
ranized ever since she was able to speak, and 
Peter is from the beginning to the end of 
the book her most willing slave, but a man of 
sterling metal for all that, who makes an envi- 
able reputation for himself in the legal pro- 
fession long before the end of the book, and 
establishes a character for integrity and cour- 
age which makes for him friends and enemies 
far and wide. 

Honora 's first matrimonial venture is made 
when she is very young. She frankly marries 
for money and position a young stock-broker 
who is wholly uncongenial and uriapprecia- 
tive, and who after the glamour of the first 
few months has worn off shuts llonora far too 
much out of his life. She has no children and 
is not what could be termed domesticated, 
though she is ambitious for all that worklly 
wealth can provide, and thrown upon her own 
resources, hungry for a love equal to that 
wdiich she feels it is ii) her power to bestow, 
she determines to leave her husband. 

' ""I can. stand it no longer," she tells him. 
"I can't live with you, T won't live with you. 
I'm of no itsc to you — you.'re sufficient uiUo 
yourself. It was all a I'rightful mistake. I 
brought nothing into your life, and 1 take 
nothing out of it. We are strangers — we have 
always been so. 1 am not even your house- 
keeper. Your whole interest in life is your 
business, and you come home to read the news- 
papers aird to sleep. Home! The very word 
is a mockery. If you had to choose betv^^ecn 
me and your busihess you would not hesitate 
a moment. And I have been starved. It isn't 
your fault, perhaps, that you don't understand 
that a woman needs something more than 
dinner gowns and jewels and— trijjs abroad. 
Her only possible compensation for living with 
a man is love. Love — and }-ou have not the 
faintest conception of it. It isn't your fault, 
perhaps. It's ni}' fault for having married you. 
I didn't know any better."' 

After some more conversation, healed on 
her part, and cool on his, he asks her why she 
is so "damned precipitate." 

"Because I can stand it no longer, I should 
go mad," she answered. 

lle^jsks her if she is in love, and she re- 
plies. 

"Yes. 1 am in lo\-c — in love us 1 ne\ci- 
hoped to be — as I did not think it passible to 
be. My love is such that 1 Avould go through 
hell-lire for the sake of it. I do not expect 
you to believe me when 1 tell you that such 
is not the reason why I am leaving you. If 
you had loved me with the least .spark of pas- 
sion, if I thought I were in the least bit need- 
ful to you as a woman and as a soul, as .1 
helper and a confidante, instead of a mere 
puppet to advertise your prosperity, this would 
not — could not have ha])pened. I love a man 
who would give up the world lor me to- 
morrow, f have but one life (o live and I am 
going to find happiness, if I can.'' 

So she marries Chiitcrn, the man of her 
second choice. He had had a not very credit- 
a|?le past, but she lets that count for nothing 
thinking his love for her will, as it were, 
change the leopard's .spots.

WILLIAM MORRIS' ROMANCES 

The writer of a tale of old times may bring 
his characters into keeping with the setting of 
his story by using the language of the period 
whereof the story tells. Of course he will 
make mistakes, he Avill use words which were 
not used hy thc\se of'whom he writes, he may 
make words that never were used at all ; and, of 
course, he will be blamed and scorned and 
trounced by the ct}-mologists and the scholars. 
If the writer sets his stories in times which can 
be described only a.s "once upon a time," or 
"whilom as tells the tale," or "'it is told that 
there was once." or "long ago there was a little 
land"; and, if his stories are of joy and sorrow, 
and the earth and love, there is but one rule to 
guide him in choosing his language, and that 
rule is— the language must be simple, sensu- 
ous, evenly and intimately beautiful. If the 
emotions of the characters are to be interwoven 
with the setting of the story, not put into the 
setting as a picture is put info a frame, the lan- 
guage sbould be a delicate robe of many colors 
which satisfies by its oneness of hue, Avhile it 
invites the eye to- trace the special beauty of 
each thread: for some threads are dyed with 
newly-l;isliioned tints, and some arc afire with 
colors that were mixed long ago. 

Who siiall l)e found lo follow this rule? 
Xoiu' hut a supreme artist in words v.dio is ahso 
a master of many handicrafts. The depth and 
glow of the images whereby Morris realizes 
for his readers the love, pity, hope, and cour- 
age of the people in the "Romances" arc given 
by him with a greater certitude because he 
was a worker in the .nrts of dyeing and m.aking 
sl;iiiied gla>,-, I lis trained powers as a designer 
and a draughtsman intensified and gave rapid- 
ity of action to the instinct which made liim 
choose the words most expressive of his 
thoughts. The hand of the master printer is 
seen in the restrained exuberance of the adorn- 
ments of his tales, adornments which grow out 
(.if the text and give new lo\-clincss to the page. 
J'^ach Koniance is a perfect ])icturc stamped 
with the sign manual of the master of design. 
The language (jf the Romances is the language 
of one who" is a master in the art of weaving 
tapestry; ihe thou.ghts are the fairy warp 
through Avliich the shuttle of the webster flies 
carrying and deftly intertwining the woof of 
perfect words. 

The language is as spontaneous as the char' 
acters and incidents are simple and universal. 
(Jne camiot thitd',- of the writer of the Ko- 
inances seekiii.g i.)aiid'ully I'or the best words. 
The words ciinic spontaneou.sly, and they are 
the best because the teller oi' the talcs has 
soaked his soul in beauty. . Each Romance was 
word-woven at a sihglic sitting. ■ ■ • 

The, language of 'tlie ■'^^•cs cannot be an ac- 
curate reproduction of the diction of the peri- 
ods wherein the characters lived. For who 
shall fix the date when the lands round the 
great water which encircles the Wondrous 
Isles were haunted by Dirdalone and her fel- 
lovyship? Who shall , determine the period 
when -thij dwellers in Burgdalc lived, aiid 



loved, and fought near the Roots of the Moun- 
tains? When did. Ralph and Ursula -^pass 
through Higham, which was the be'st in.arket 
on this side of Babylon, on their way tor th 6 
Well at the World's End? And what time did 
Osberne and Elfhind seek each other across 
the Sundering Flood?

^lany and varied have been the explana- 
tions of the origin and history of "The Rosary," 
one of the most beloved sentimental songs in 
the English language. Few Victorians have 
not sung or heard this charming &o\\g, and 
therefore most Colonist Supplcjnent readers 
will be glad to have the authentic history of 
the composition and the comments of one of 
the world's best atijthorities on music, Madame 
Schumman Heinkc. It is as follows: 

The author of this pretty poem is Robert 
Cameron Rogers. There is no particular story 
attached to its writing, other than the weaving 
of a little sentimental episode in the life of the 
author, wdiich is found well expressed in the 
string of pearls, and they suggesting the Ros- 
ary. 

Robert Cameron Rogers, the author of the 
poem, was born in Buffalo, N. Y., about thirty- 
six years ago, the son of Sherman S. Rogers, 
a no'ted lawyer. He is a graduate of Yale, and 
now lives at Santa Barbara, Cal. Besides "The 
Rosarv,," he is the author of "Will o' the 
Wisp:': a Sea Yarn of the War of 1%12" ; J'Ol.d 
Dorset ; Chronicles of a .Ne\\r York Country^ 
side," and' poems, which have been collected 
and published in two volumes. 

Last fall, in a magazine article contributed 
by Mmc. Schumann-I-leink, the noted singer 
pays a high tribute to Ethclhert Nevin's setting 
of 'the "great and perfect song." She says: 
"Xevin was a kindred soul with Schubert and 
Schumann and Franz as a writer.of songs, and 
seems otherwise unaffected by the modern va- 
garies in tone painting. Schumann -would have 
been proud to have written 'The Rosary.' And 
if Schumann had written it, what hidden beau- 
ties the critics Avould have found in it. But 
Ncvin was an American. So his song is mere- 
ly banal and his chromatic originality just ig- 
norance or effrontory. 

"It has always -been a mystery to me wdiy 
some American critics abuse me for singing 
'The Rosary.' The fact that it has achieved 
popularity is no reason for condemning it. I 
am willing to go on record that 'The Rosary' 
will be a popular song long after its detractors 
arc dead and forgotten." 

In speaking of the merits of the song, Schu- 
mann-Heink says that the essentials of a great 
song are heart interest and beautiful melody, 
and that no one will deny cither to this song. 
The poem recites a soulful tragedy to which 
the composer has achieved a musical setting, 
exquisitely conceived in the lyric mode and 
expressed with simplicity and directness. 

"\Vhcn Mme. Schumann-Heink sang the 
song in Germany, the critics were not \'ery 
much impressed, but the German public went 
wild over it and compelled her to repeat it 
every time she sang it. 

,\'ext to .Xevin's musical arraiigement of the 
Rogers poem, the setting by Ferdinand Lust is 
the most popular. The latter is, if anything, 
more musicianly than the former, and it is 
more difficult to sing and requires a wider 
range of voice. 

Xevil died in New llaven, Conn., in 1901. 
and L.ust met a tragic death in a little Tennes- 
see town several months before. The latter 
was at one time musical director of the IJoston 
.Symphony Orchestra, and his setting of the 
"Rosarv" to music occurred on his deathbed. 

Nevin was born at Pittsburg, Pa., in 1862, 
and .Lust was a German most of whose lite was 
spent in America. He was at one time a 
wealthy man, but the large amount of mone>- 
lie had acquired from his operas and inusical 
compositions graduall}' vanished, and as he 
grew old he forsook his Vermont home and 
drifted to San Francisco, where he taught the 
chorus at llie Winter (harden theatre for a few- 
years, and then drifted to Colorado Springs. 
Then he became a wanderer, without )\6nic or 
friends. lie joined a cheap pp^ra company as 
conductor and finally found liiniself stranded 
in a little Tennessee town without a cient of 
money. 

He wa.s lonely, in bad health and without a 
friend. .\'aturally unclcr such circiunstances 
Ill's mind reverted to a romance 01 his youth. 
One day he ran across Rogers' "The i-losary." 
It recalled to ; him the sweetheart of his early 
life in the ' Fatherland. They had been separ- 
, ated by a lovers' quarrel. 



. While his life was filled with sorrow thcrc'-^ 
was one ..who .broiaght- him cheer ;in his last 
days.^. It was a'littfe'Southerii girl to Avhbm he 
gave' vocal instru<:tion. Sometimes, wdien the 
lesson was over she would pin a rosebud on his 
coat or send some little delicacy to his studio. 
Sometimes she would bring him a bunch of 
Southern roses. He would place them on his 
piano and play out his soul to the sweet-scent-^;^, 
cd beauties. . , . , ' ' ' '.f. 

' One day, late in the'fall of' j904, Ljist was",' 
too ill to teach, but he undertook the task! That :• 
morning his pupil sang sweeter than usual and „^ 
there was something especially tender in his 
music. But the effort was too much for him. 
All of a sudden his head began to reel, his eyes 
dimmed and his voice failcil. He clutched at 
a chair and fell to the floor. Tfc awoke on a 
couch and felt the touch of a .gentle hand upon 
his brow. .He seemed to realize that the. end 
was drawing near, and his eyes filled with 
tears as he gazed upon the young girl. In her 
he saw the image of the only girl he ever loved, 
and he seemed to be living in the prist as he 
began to talk. 

"Your name is Rosa. It is a sweet name. 
Yon have been my best,, friend ; you arc my 
Rosa!" Then a sudden light came into his 
eyes and he sprang from the couch. "My 
Rosa!" he exclaimed. "My Rosary! I will 
write music to that poem. He faltered a. min- 
ute and then added in a pathetic voice, "and I 
fear it will be my last." 

It was then that one of the .sweetest songs 
ever composed was born. He was enthused 
with the inspiration, and almost too sick to 
stand alone, went to his studio. There, all 
night long, by the li,ght of an oil lamp, he toiled 
at the piano putting his emotions into music. 
He adapted Robert Cameron Rogers' poem 
"My Rosary" to the music of his inspired po'ii 11 

B}' daylight it was finished. He made vl 
copy of it and carried it to her to try. He 
never played an .accompaniment as he did that 
mornin,g, and she sang the song as it has never 
been sung since. A week later she sang it in 
a concert, and it caught the public ear'like a 
whirlwind. 

But the musician never recovered from the 
shock. 'He took to his bed and gradually the 
eyes dimmed until they cip.sed forever.' .-.Dur- 
ing his illness almost every rnorning therd was 
a bunch of roses- beside his bed that had been 
gathered by the fair Southern girl, ancl. often 
she would drop in for a few minutes to cheer 
him up and bring some delicacy which she had 
prepared with her own hands to tempt his ap- 
petite. -It was she who sat, beside his. bed and 
cooled, IS?", brow as the last light in his eyes 
faded away..'. The funeral took place at the 
church which he had served as an organist. 
It was an unu.sually solemn occasion. Just as 
the minister finished his discourse a beautiful 
sunny-faced girl stepped to the chancel rail and 
began the strains of an unusuall}^ sweet and 
tender .song to the accompaniment of the great 
organ, "My Rosary": was, the .singer, and the 
song was the same.. 'The dead composer lay at 
her feet. The audience was as still as de.aih,- 
and as the last notes of the pure, sweet v'bice ' 
died away many eyes were filled with tears. 

The remains were laid away in Greenwood, ' 
and on the red earth of the new-made mound a 
girlish figure placed a large bunch of Soiithiirii- 
roses. 

A .shorv ime after the death of Lust a New 
York impresario went to Europe. One night, 
while occupying a box in a theatre at Vienna 
with a party of friends, a singer came-, out oh 
the stage and sang "The Rosarv." In the 
]5arty with the impresario was Leah Lessi, ii 
well known singer of that country. There was' 
something in the song which touched the 
woman in the box, and after the play .she was 
introduced to the singer. She was shown a 
copy of it and there learned that the song was 
composed by her long-lost sweetheart. On the 
title page of tlie music was the story of his! 
death. Miss Lessi was completelj- unnerved', 
and at once made arrangements that the grave' 
in the far-off country 'should never be neglectT 
ed nor without its rose. — (Copyrighted, Ipio,' 
by the Press Company.) 



PLANET PROBLEMS 

"The anioimt of ignorance not yet removed 
concernin.g the planets is very great," writes 
E. S. Grew. "We do not know, for example, 
whether the planet Venus rotates. 1 f it does it 
may possiblv have a life and a vegetation like 
our own, though we suspect that it is clothed 
in eternal cloud. Of .Saturn's rings wc cannot 
say whether they consist of millions of tin\' 
moons like brickbats or wdicthcr they may be 
even smaller still — a veil of shining dust.. Of 
Jupiter we can only say that jt is covered witli 
clouds, though of their substance w-e know' 
nothin,g, and, according to Professor Lowell 
and ,Sir William Muggins, some of the bands 
wc see on it may be rifts in the clouds reveal- 
in.g the body of the planet. Little lines criss- 
cross these bands. Photographs of Jupiter 
taken at IHagstaff observatory seem to indi- 
cate that these lines/too, are the lipper^^

"liiit whenever wc see a planet we see it 
badly. Even Mars, the most clearly revealed 
of them all, is constantly oliscured b\' a refract- 
ing haze, so that even of the famous "canals.'

perc;eptible at a time, and an unskilled observer 
would probably not make them out at all. 
Sandstorms, sometimes snowstorms, sweep 
the surface of the planet, and because the 
vyinds of Mars are very gentle and slow mov- 
ing these occurrences take a long time to pass 
by."— London Family. Herald. . , -,

Jlciirv VIJI. scoured the assent of Parlia- 
ment to' his plan whereby the Crown on his 
death passed first to Edward and on the 
death of the latter wilhoul issue then to Mary, 
daughter of Catherine oi Arar;on. ami if she 
' died childless then to I'.lizabetii. daui^liter of 
Anne Boleyu. Tlieii ho declared by will that, 
in the eveiil of l',liz;dielli dyiii;^ childless,^ the 
succession should yo ii' iii> yotnif^er sister 
'Mary and her ehiiciren, thus passing' over his 
older sister. Margaret, who was married to 
the King of Scotland. When the Duke of 
Xorthumberland, who followed Somerset as 
A'irtual ruler of the kingdom under Kdward 
\L. saw thai the young king was not likely 
to live long, he perstiaded liim that, as his 
father had ignored the claims of Margaret and 
arranged for the succession upon a "iilan" ni 
his own, so he. lidward. ntighi ])ro]5erly ignore 
what his father had done and name Jane (irey, 
his second cousin, wiio was married to the son 
of Northumberland, as his successor. There- 
fore when the King ilicd, Xorthnmbcrland 
caused Jane to i)C proclaimed queen nuich 
against her wishes. The people wcudd not 
lolerale this disregard of an Act of rarliauienl, 
and they refused lo rally to her support. Marx- 
asserted her rights and they were recognized. 
.\'orlhund)erland was executed for high ireas- 
cpu. .and not long afierwanls jane and Iter hus- 
liand shared the same fate. The unfortunate 
L;irl, who had no ambitious whatever, and 
who was forced into her untenable position 
greatly against her will, was not eighteen 
years old when she met her fate. She. is de- 
scribed as attractive, bright, well-informed 
and lovable. 

No sovereign of Ivuglund lias c/er been 
held iu such hatred as .Afary. and while it is 
utterly impossible Ui excuse her cruelties, it 
is right that some effort should be made to 
understand her character, it is not desirable 
here to tell the stor)- of v^mithtield, or go into 
details of the many Inirnings for heresy. Sni"- 
Jicieiit to say that about three hundred per- 
sons perished in tiiis way rather than renounce 
Protestantism, and that (hey represented all 
classes from Cranmcr, \rchl)ishop of Canter- 
bury, to a poor blind girl, whose name even 
has not been preserved. These e.xeciilions 
were b_v aulhcn'ity of a statute " passed in the 
reign of I.Cdward 1\".. and iliercfore ii is 
to he said on behalf of .Mary that she was 
only an assenting party to what was alrcad}' 
the law of the kingdom. Her attempt to stay 
the progress of Protestantism and restore the 
conditions prevailing under " Henry VIII., 
after he had declared himself independent of 
the l-'ope. was a mailer of jjoliey to' which 
llic great body of the iieojile -were not ojiposed. 
It -was oidy wheti she had declared her iiuen- 
lioii c.if restoring papal supremacy and when 
the indignation of the country had i)een rous- 
ed by the executions, that puldic spirit be- 
came aroused to take a form that Mould have 
led to her deposition, if death had not inter- 
vened, and that caused her lo be remembered 
with detestation by future generations. 

Mary was daughter of Catherine of .-Xragou, 
who was a woman of a strong nature that was 
embittered by the circumstances of her life. 
She was married to the elder son of Henry 
simjjiy as a matter oi policy, and when 
he died she A\-as given in a lox-elcss marriage 
lo Henry 1., who was opposed to the match. • 
Their life was not ha]3p\- altiiough she suc- 
ceeded alter ;( time in gaining great influence 
over her husluuul. The}' were Imth miicli 
troubled over the legality wf her marriage. :nid 
it is easy to believe that her daughter Mary 
>yas the victim of pre-natal inrtuencc on the 
subject of religion. Mary had a strange ex- 
perience. At seven years of age she was be- 
trothed to the I'.niperor Charles V.. but when 
the king divorced hei' mother the emperor 
broke off the match. Then Henry eudcavor- 
ed lo marry her to the King of i'"ranee: but 
tlial monavel) refused .ind olVered his second 
son as a iiusband. Menr}- refused, Shortly 
after this Elizabeth was born, and [|eiu\"- 
affections became centred iu .\nnc Holcyn\ 
daughter, who he hoped would .succeed him. 
Therefore when James V. of Scotland asked 
for the hand of .Mary, Jlcnry met the reciucst 
with a refusal, lor he feared that she might 
have children, who \votdd dispute iiiizabetli's 
claim. The f*riiu'e of Portugal, the Huke 
t'levcs and the l)nl<c uf liavaria in turn ;iskcd 
for .Mary's hand onh- to be refused l)\ Ileiirx , 
who seeius to h,-ive determined that she slioitid 
live iu celil)ac\. Alary was well educated ami 
had undoubted talents. Her (jualitics were 
masculine. Her voice was a "man's voice"; 
her manners were rough and manlike. 
Siie Avas sullen in di.^position an'd ob- 
stinate. What slic might have been un- 
der more favorable circumslances caniio', 
of course. be known. but tilings 
were she l>ecame morose and discontented, 
seeking ii) extreme reliL,'iciii> fervor the eon- 
soialion that was denied her elsewhere. ,\s 
heir to the Crown during the ri'ign of her half- 
brother she naturally was the centre of the 
hopes of tlio.sc who desired to see Protcstan- 
ti.sm crushed, and she was no sooner seated 
ui)oii the Ihrone than she began to undo. all 
the work that Crauiner had lieen able to ac- 
(■(jinplish during ihe reign of Edward. She 
docs not appear to have been naturally cruel, 
for she reirairierl for a long time from assent- 
ing to Ihe e.xecutifiu of Lady Jane Orev, ;md 
although she had reason to believe thal Hliza- 
iieili was not wliollv free from conspiring 
against her. she treated her without severity 
altliougli she imprisoned her;a.t pYip time,. wlieii 
she expected that she was "'about: to have a 
child bv her husband, Philip of Spain. 

) 



Mary was thirty five years ol age when 
she began her rcign. She seems to have been 
the vcvcrsc of attractive in fjcrsonal appear- 
ance, hi the following year, 1554. she married 
Philip of .Spain, son of the Emperor Charles 
to whom she had been espoused. To her hu.s- 
haiul she extended a love that was morbid in 
its strength ; but' he seems to have been a 
sour and heartless man. His inflneuce' doubt- 
less led her to assent to the rapacious cruelty 
of Gardiner, who was lier nn'nistcr and by 
whom the religions persecutions were carried 
on. The marriage with Philip involved E.ng- 
land in the designs of the Emi)eror whose 
ambitions aimed at estal)lishing himself as 
supi'cinc over all western liurope. This led 
ti> war with I'rancc in the course of which 
Calais, the last remaining possession of. 
haigland on the continent was losl. 
.Marx 's health xx as poor. Her faihu'C 
to have a child embittered her. The 
absence of her husbantl, xvlio does not 
seem to have rettn"ncd her affection, and 
xvhose presence on the Coiitiiicut became 
necessary because of his father's plans, made 
her life lonely, and so xvheii, after a reign iif 
a little more than fnc years, she died in in- 
tense suffering she was doubtless as glad to 
lay down her life as her subjects were to have 
her lay down the sceptre. Her life was one 
loni^ tragedy. 

During the rcign of Mary. Parliamcn.l re- 
covered a great deal of the power that her 
lather and graiidl'ather had deprix'ed it of. Her 
title 10 the Crijxvu being parliatncntarx' and 
it hein.!,;' necessary t("i inx'oke it in order to 
meet the j)rclensioiis of the champions of 
I.ady Jane Grey, the fact that she was com- 
pelled to ask parliamentary sanction for the 
changes she made in the religion of the coun- 
try and her desire lo conciliate the people .■^o 
that they might be williii.t; to assist iu the 
.great political schemes which her busbaiid 
ami his father were cle\-otiiig their energies, 
led her to recognize Parliament as supreme, 
lier treatment <:)f the Protestants strengthen- 
ed Protestantism. Py drix'ing man}- julherents 
of the new religion in take refuge abroad, she 
brought them under the inrtucnee of Calvin, 
and in Geneva was formed a religious organi- 
zation, which became known as the r-*urilans, 
and was later to become the most important 
iiiHueuce in JEnglainl. 



DEATH 

Death is as natural as birth. There is no 
good reason why ii should lie looked upon as 
the King of Terrors. \\ c face it from the mo- 
ment of our first breath, each heart-beat mark- 
ing one step nearer to It. It is the one thing 
that we cannot avoid. H is the one heritage 
that we all have in common. The various 
race.s of mankind look ti])on death differently, 
I)ut it has remained for those who profess 
Christianity to surround it xvith uimamable 
terrors. The .ancient (/recks represented the 
iiod of Death. Thanatos, as a beautiful and at- 
tractive youth. Homer said it was the txvin 
brotiier of Sleep, and Hesiod said that they 
were the sons of Night. Death is always rej)- 
resented in ancient Grecian art as coming as a 
Irieud. and its coming was regarded as a mark 
of favor from the C(k1s. In latei- days more 
gruesonie ideas jirevailed. atid .inujug ihe Ro- 
mans Death was always regarded as a cruel 
monster. The Hebrew conception was similar 
to the Roman. The idea of representing death 
as a grinning skeleton partly robed was a con- 
ception of the Middle .Ages. .More recently 
artists have revived the ancient Greek type. 
Sir Thomas Browne, a distinguished physician 
xvho lived in the Seventeenth Century, thus 
wrote : 

"Th ere is tlicrefore but one cijnuort left ; 
that though it is in the power of the weakest 
arm to take away life, it is not in the strongest 
to dejirivc us of death. God would not exempt 
Himself from that: the misery of immortality 
in the flesh He undertook not» tliat was in it 
ininiortal. The first day of our jubilee is 
death; we .are happier with death' than xx e 
could be without it. He forgets that he can 
die. wdio complains of miserx-: ,vc arc in the 
Ijower of no calamity while death is our own. ' 
VVhen Socrates was before his judges, he said : 
"For to fcar death, my friends, is only to think 
of ourselves wise without being xvise. I'or 
anything that men can tell, death may be the 
greatest good that eaji come to them. " Mcn- 
aiider. the Greek dramatist, wrote: 
"The lot of all most fortunate is his, 

Who. having stayed just long enough on 

earth 

To fe.-ist his eyes on ihi.-. fair face of nature. 
Sun. sea and clouds, and heaven's bright, 
starry fires. 

Drops without pain into an earlv graxe." 
Marcus Aurelius wrote: "Do not despise 
death, but be xvell content with it. fm- it is erne 
of those things that natin-e xvills. 1'his, then, 
is consistent with' tin; character of a reflecting 
man — to be neither careless nor impatient nor 
contemptous with respect lo death, but to 
wait for it as one of the operations of nature." 
I')avid Hume said that he was no more unease 
hccan.sc of wh.at might happen after he died 
than he xvas because he had not lived before he 
was born. Quotations like these could be al- 
most indefinitely multii)lied, nnd it can be 
said with truth that the wisest and best men 
in all ages seem to have looked upon tleaih. 
not, .with indifference, indeed, but without 
alarfii. s ' 

Of-the act rif death we know nothing what- 
ever, except what may he inferred from cer- 
tain phy.s.ieal effects: but these effects are not 
death. They arc only the results of it. One 
luonieul xve are alive. The fmictious of the 
body arc pcrformhig their appointed duties 
with more or less accurac}'. Suddenly they 



cease, for death is alwavs sudden, no matter 
how long it seems to be in coiuing. The final 
act is absolutely abrupt. Something goes out 
of us. and this iiomcthing we have nex'cr been 
able to define. We arc in as deep ignorance of 
what it is as if we had never known that it was. 
This is the great mystery of it all, and doubt- 
less the reason why death is so much'di'caded 
is that it is a mystery. Yet it is no greater 
mystery than life. The exit of a personality 
from this life is not more xvouderful than the 
entrance of a new personalilv into it. 

The statistics of death are startling. It is 
estimated that throughout the world there is 
on an average more than one death per second. 
The number of deaths attributable to pneu- 
monia and tuberculosis is nearly ime-lhird of 
all, although of late years there has lieeti a 
very notable decrease in the number eatised 
by tuberculosis. vStatislics show a marked 
diminution in the de.ath record durin.g the past 
twenty years, due chiefly to better sanitation, 
better nursing and improved methods c>f treat- 
ment. Something of the decrease is al.so chic 
l-.robal dy to (he general improvement in die 
eonditi<ins imdcr which a verv ]ar!;e )iortion 
of the world's i)opuIation lix'cs. Medical and 
siugical sciciiec have accomplished xvoiuK-rs 
in their respective fields, Tiicy are success- 
fully compating the ills to wiiich tlK- body Ls 
heir. That th6y will ever succeed m baiiisiiing 
death is unsupposable. nor is such a consuni-" 
mation to be at all desired.

AN ERA OF CHANGE 

.Most persons, if asked to name the inx'ent- 
or of railxvays and fix the date of tiie invention, 
xvould .say (^leorge Stepliensr)n and place the 
date at 1825. lint railways are nuich older 
than that, and here again we find, af. we have 
seen in connection with so many pther matters, 
that ]>rogress in the last hundred years has 
been so luuch luorc rapid than in previous 
periods of the same leiiglh. that by couipari- 
S(.in the xvorld seems to have been standing still 
for many centuries. The early Romans cin- 
pl03'cd devices similar in principle to the mod- 
ern railway, which luinciple is that wheeled 
ean iages upon solid, permanent tracks can be 
transported with a much less expenditure of 
force than any other way. Doubtless the en- 
gineers of the nations of greater anlicpiitv than 
(he Romans kncxv and ap|)lied this prineiiile. 
l.'.e that as it may. the idea seems to lun-c been 
losl sight of, and we find the luiglish coal niin- 
er.s in 1600 experimenting with" it. The first 
railway in England consisted of planks laid 
longitudinally in the rut.s made by the wheels 
of coal carts, and from this humble beginning 
we can trace the Twentieth Century transcou- 
iiucntal flyer. ]''or seventy years the inventive 
genius of the coal and iij'oii miners could not 
sn.ggest any improvement upuu this plan, but 
in 1670 they began to niajvc roadbeds especial- 
ly for the use of planks, and crossties were 
placed under the planks to keep them level. 
The mining^ companies then began to secure 
(he most direct rights-of-way across farms, 
ami we arc told that these p'laid<s were laid 
"from the colliery to (he river exactly straight 
and jiarallel. and bulky carts were made xvith 
four rollers fitting the rails, xvhereby the car- 
riage was so ca.sy that one horse could draw 
down four or five chaldrons of coals.'' The 
name of this kind of road was "\\ ayleavc," the 
term emplying a right-of-way. The third step 
in railway development was to fill up the 
space between the rails, sri that the horses 
eoukl make their xvay more ea.sily. h seems 
strange thai such an obvious improvement 
should not have suggested itself at the outscl. 
On this improved railway a horse could draxv 
more than two tons of coal or ore, which was 
certainly a great improvement upon the old 
method of traction under which less than a 
(on was considered a full load. About (he 
year i/oo strips of iron were fastened to the 
rails, and this xvas found not oidy to save wear, 
but lo render ihc draught, easier. In 1740 rtuls 
of iron were laid, and the'use of the new ro.ids 
was found to be so advantageous that they 
were adopted in all parts of England. Trac- 
tion was seen to be so easy over the iron rails 
that instead of a single cart being used, several 
x\-ere attached one to the other, and thus was 
the railway train born. I'langed xvheels were 
the next iux-entioii. and so matters stood iu 
j8o2. In that year Richard Trevethick in- 
vented a steam locomotive. Jt was an indif- 
ferent success, but it was able to draw a load 
of ten tons at the rate of five miles an hour. 
The invention was not regarded with favor, 
Ijecausc there was a general opinion anioiig 
ctiginecrs that speed was impossible xx ith the 
new machines. ;ind that they could not haul 
loads up inclines, .\ number of dexiccs to 
overcgme the imaginaiy difficulty \vcrc tried, 
but they were all failures. In 181 1 a coal 
miner named Blackett experimented with a 
heavier locomotive than had been in common 
use. and found that it would haul a load up an 
incline. Shortly- after George Stephenson en- 
tered the field.' 

.Stephenson xvas of very humble origin, and 
his early life was a struggle xvith poverty. He 
had little or no schooling, and was employed 
about a hoisting engine iu a colliery. He oc- 
cupied his leisure in reijairitig watches or 
on other small mechanical tasks. When he 
was about ,^0 years old he began to give his at- 
tention to locomotives, and in the x-car i8i.|. 
he built one. It xvas nIM much of a success, 
for the reason (hat it could not .gener;de steam 
fast enough. .Stephenson then hit itijon the 
idea of sending the exhaust slcain through the 
sinokestack, so as to increase; the draught of 
the furnace, and in this way surmounted the 
difficulty. By this t\me he had bccorne Javpr- 
abiy known by his invention of a safcfcy-lamp, 
and when some enterprising people proposed 
1.0 build a railxvay from Stockton lo .Darling- 
ton, Stephenson was offered the position of 
engineer. He told the directors that he would 



build a"^^ locomotive that woidd draw a train at 
the rate of twelve miles an hour, and his claim 
was ridiculed. The Quarterly Rcviexv jirotest- 
ed against such terrific sjieed. "/\.s well trust 
one's self lo be fired off on a Congreve rocket." 
it said. The road was completed in 1829, and 
opened in 1830, when Stephenson's locomotive, 
the Rocket, was found to be able to haul a 
(rain at thirty-five miles an hour. The utmost 
speed that had been attained on liic coal roads 
had been five miles an hour. The Rocket dem- 
onstrated the secoiul desideratum of locomo- 
tive traction. Blaekell liad sIkjwu that llv: 
friction of the wheels would carry a locomo- 
tive and its train up an incline ; Stephenson 
demonstrated that it could be done safely at an 
undreamt-of speed. Prom that time forward 
railxvay construction became a recognized in- 
ilustry, and the building of roads a highly 
]iopular inx^estmciU, 

Shortl}- after the opening of the Darling- 
ton line for traffic, (he Baltimore & Ohio was 
completed for a distance of 13 miles, and the 
first train was run over it. In the same year 
the construction c»f an intercolonial railway in 
Prilish .\or(h .America was proposed. 'Po Dr. 
John Wilson, of the town of St. .Andrexss, New 
rSrunswick, l.ieh.mgs the credit rif the sii.L,'ges- 
tioii. lie ])roposed the building r)f a railxvay 
from that toxvii to Quebec. 'I'he project look 
shape and <)o miles were built by the New 
Ilrunswick (S: Canada Railway Company, or, as 
it was originallx- ealled, the St. Ancfrcws & 
'Jucbec Railxvay C(jinpauy. This line is now 
under lease to the Canacli.au Pacific Railway 
C'onip.any. .After 1S30 railway building jiro- 
ceeded apace. 'I'liere xvere. accorrling to the 
latest sCitistie.s coiupilcd for (he whcdc xvorld. 
that is in 1907, 594,902 miles of railway, distrib- 
uted as follows: .Miles

The exist iii.L;' mileage must be very consid- 
erabh' in excess of (ioo.ooo miles. 'Phe cost of 
existing railways and their ec|uipmcnt? is rd)out 
.^50,000.000. ;\ hundred years ago (he fastest 
speed allained on a railway was 5 miles an 
hour.' The fastest speed ever attained was in 
190,3. over the Plant system in Florida, when 
a train was run for 5 miles at the rate of 120 
miles an hour. The greatest speed for a con- 
linuous run was 84.6 miles an hour for. a dis- 
tance of 114 miles, over the Great Westiira ot 
England. 
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Hnll Caine 

W e think, xvith all due credit to his con- 
temporaries, that Hall Caine as far as literary 
merit goes, should be placed on a pedestal a 
little higher than most of them, l lis xvritin.gs 
are so virile, so suggestive, so powerful, so 
instinctive with (he great passions thai oxvc 
to mighty thoughts and acts, that he inspires 
us with something of his own strength as. w;e 
read, even though the tragic turn of the story 
cuts us (o the quick, P.ut more than all this 
he is distinctly a patriot, a Man.xman. and 
he has produced in his heroes and heroines 
the best of his country's types. There is no 
doubt about the uplifting power of the i)at- 
riotic sentiment, .and when a man is impelled 
by it to portray the charms of his native land, 
and the characteristics of his countrymen, 
xx'heiher or not xve are wholly alien from him 
iu re.gard to nationality, we can comprehend 
something of the impetus which moves him, 
and an instinctive .understanding is at once 
reached between writer and reader which goes 
a long xvay iu forming our cstiiuate of the 
man, ami creating a x'ixdd interest in his xvorks. 

"Islands," wrote (joldxvin Smith, "seem bx- 
nature tletlieated to freedom." and i>erhaps the 
independence oi thought and indifference to 
con\-enlionality xvliich are disiinctixe t|ualities 
oi this writer have been begotten b}' the s])irit 
of his native isle, which remains to this day. 
thf)ugh part and parcel of Great Britain, and 
subject to her supervisory pow-crs, quite aloof 
and self-governing to all intents and purposes, 
and many of the ancient laws and the pictur- 
esque customs still ])revail among its inhabi- 
Lants. A beautiful island it: is too and one of 
^x■]lich a natixe may xx-ell he iiroml. Situatetl 
in the Irish .'^ea with [i inagniliceiit ran.gc of 
mountains oeeuiiying its larger ijorlioii. its 
shore-line iiuleiUed with deep blue bays, its 
farm lands highly cultivated and richly color- 
ed witli vegetation, its varied and marvelous 
scenery is a source of endless delight to the 
beholder. Fine roads traverse the hills in 
every direction, and can affc:ird the traveller 
opportunities 10 refresh his senses from the 
iniinite store of nature's lovely bounty si)read 
upon valley, mountain and sea. There are 
no venomous rciililcs ou (he Isle of Man ;iiid 
the cliittate is ideal, .Saint Patrick is the 
p.'itron saint, and many and beautiful arc (he 
le.t^etuls ami traditions that in\-est this pic- 
turesque spot with time's halo of romance. 

It was here about sixtj' years?, ago that 
Hall Caine whs born. ' Of his earify life we 
know little, but we can imagine much; fancy- 
ing the little lad roaming about the beaches 
or loitering on (he wharves, listening to the 
tales of (he (isher-folk of (he lands beyond the 
blue waters or to the fairy le.geiids of his own 
native vallex's and hills. He was of Manx and 
Cambridge parentage, and received most of 
his education at home. ' 



His first professional work was as an arclij-; < 

tcel, but his tastes wercjall literary and from r 
the age of eighteen ''he essayed to get his ef- 
forts judjlished. He xvas engaged on the literary . 
staff of the Liverpool Alercury, and' abdiit v 
.1880 decided to settle in London. 

Some years previous to this time he Ii.id 
met with the painter-poet Dante (jabricl Ros- 
setti, and'the two immediatelv became fas( 
friends. •■IMie (ragic life-s(ory Jf Rossetti ap- 
pealed to the poetic- imagination and :refinicd 
sympathy of the young writer, and Rbssctti 
in turn seemed to find comfort and strength 
in (ho other's comi)anionship. They lived in 
the same house until the poet's <leath iu 1882, 
and no doubt the inHucnee of Rossetti hadia 
i-eliuing and beautifying elYcel upon Caine 
while his encouragement xvould act as a strotJg 
stimulant to his best cndeax'or. 

After Rossetti's death the young writer 
produced a book, "Recollections of .Ilosscti," 
which was well received. His first novel pub- • 
lishel three years later called "The Shadow 
of a Crime" met with success, though it was 
xvritteii only after ;!;e most painful effort; "It 
took me," wrote the atithor, "ncarlv a fort- 
night to start that novel, sweating drop's as 
of blood at each fresh attcnqit." Pie was un- 
able to satisfy himself and again and ag.ain 
destroyed page after p.igc of what he had 
written. Even after the Ixiok xvas finished 
having conceived what he thought a better 
idea in order to work it in he destroyed half 
the manuscript. This habit of painstfiking 
has marked all of Caine's writing, and the re- 
sult is well xvorlh the trouble expended. 

The folloxving ye.nr Mr, Caine brought 
out ".\ Son of llagar," and the next year. 
1887. "The Deemster" ai)peared. This was 
dramatized and has provetl x-cry [lopular xvith 
the play-goin;^- public, llis best and most 
xvidely read story is midoubtedly "■The Manx 
man" which though written nearly .sixteen 
years ago is still a great favorite. 

Mr. Caine has travelled a great deal, has 
visited the United States and Canada, and^has 
sta)'ed for some time in Russia for the piir- 
pose of studying the peasaii( life there and 
'coming (o some imders(andiiig (if prevalent 
condidons, (heir reason for their existence 
and tlicir remedy. 

He has a beautiful home in his native isle 
xvhich he calls f^reeba Castle. Mere he loves 
to shut himself away from (he world wi(h his 
work, .and here he loves also (o receive his 
many friends chief among -whonr arc his oxvii 
_ cbuhtry people whose deep' afifectioh. for; him 
"has ^biTiefhiijg iiv it' "of i*bvercnce 'a'dcl a\ve for 
■though they think of hiin as one Pf tliemseives 
•"' and belibii'^ihg toiSth em, ',tli ei^^'jriealize' th at his 
gfeat talents and his worljLS 'plaice hilir (5ii ;i 
'plane a little apart from iljetfty and his judg- 
ment is to them always uriqiiestidnable,^ his

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■ HOW TO GROW PANSIES^ 

The Pansy ! At the sound of that name, no 
matter where I hear it, my mind goes back 
to the scenes of youth and the humble home 
of my childhood days, and lingering there 
stops beside the first bed of pansies of which 
I have any fecoUection. \ 

My childish fancy was captivated. I see 
it now just outside the kitchen door so situated 
as to be sheltered from the fierceness of the 
noon-day sun, by the spreading of branches 
of a cherry tree. 

Long and earnestly have I gazed upon 
those lovely flowers — the only llowers I have 
ever called lovely — at their faces in all the 
sweetness of innocent loveliness were turned 
toward the rising sun and followed him with 
their gaze as he moved majestically across 
fthe azure vault of heaven. 

My childish mind would wander from the 
pansy to the great cause beyond, and I would 
exclaim, "None but a God can make such love- 
liness." 

That was long, long years ago, and al- 
though today I am better able to undestand 
something about the law of cause and effect 
and better able to understand something 
about how the different strains of flowers are 
produced, I am yet ignorant of the great cause 
beyond, and the judgment of my more mature 
years only serves. to confirm the impressions 
of my childish mind that "none but a God can 
create such loveliness." 

Such must have been the sentiments inspir- 
ed into our ancestors by this llowcr as they 
gazed upon it in all its pristine beauty if we 
are to judge by the endearing names by which 
it was called. The Italian name sig- 
tiified Idle Thoughts; the German, Little Step- 
mother. Many of the old names were full of 
affectionate meaning, Kiss-me, Pull-me, Piok- 
of-my-Joan, Three-faces-under-a-hood, Kiss- 
me-at-the-gardcn-gate, Lady's-deliglU, None- 
so-pretty, and Kit-run-about. Most of the 
early poets called it Heartsease, while Shake- 
speare spoke of it as Lovc-in-Idleness. The 
French called it Pensee from which it derived 
the modern word pansy. But whatever the 
name, the pansy has ranked as one of the most 
beloved of all the flowers in the whole floral 
kingdom. 

Parent is Tri-Color 

The parent of the pansy is the Viola tri- 
color, which is found peeping through the 
meadows and fringing woodland walks and 
hedgerows in England and Europe, wherever 
man is found. A traveller, speaking of the 
forests of Sweden says: "Innumerable flowers 
of the loneliest colors peeped out between the 
masses of brown rock enamelled with various 
kinds of lichens, and _ huge fragm.ents were 
variegated with beds o! the pansyj or Hearts- 
ease, displaying its difTerent hues, relieved by 
the darkness of the sweeping pines." 

To obtain the best results in the culture 
of this flower seed of the Giant flowered vari- 
eties such as Giant Excelsior. Cassier's Giant, 
Burpee's Defiance and Bugnot should be 
planted in August, while the smaller flowered 
sorts are better started early in the spring. 
The reason for this will be quite obvious when 
it is understood that the large flowering strains 
are not satisfactory summer bloomers. 

They are not at any time such profuse 
bloomers as the smaller flowered bedding sorts 
and are grown for the immense size of the 
bloom which can be had only in the cool, moist 
weather of early spring or fall. Many per- 
sons have tried these as summer bloomers 
and been disappointed because the size fell 
far short of that claimed for them, while the 
quantity of bloom was not equal to the ordin- 
ary bedding lands. 

Sow Early in Spring 

The smaller flowered strains will give sat- 
isfactory results when sown early in the 
spring, and may be had in bloom all summer. 
If you have a cold frame this is much the bet- 
ter place in which to start the seed, or they 
may be started in a box set in the porch on 
the verandah.' 

We will not give any directions for start- 
ing pansy seed in the house because we do 
not believe that ten per cent, of those who try 
starting this seed tiiere would obtain satis- 
factory results. 

The pansy must have a cool, moist atmos- 
phere and plenty of fresh air, and must not 
be allowed to lag at any stage of its growth. 
If you have a cold frame plant the seed there 
as early in the spring as the frame can be 
brought into use. If you have no cold frame 
select a cool, moist [jlacc in the garden that 
is partially shaded during the hottest part of 
the day. By partially shaded — and the writer 
hopes that those who understand the mean- 
ing of that term will pardon him if he should 
digress in order to make himself clear to 
those whose idea of it is somewhat hazy. So 
many people have become disheartened and 
discouraged through failure with this flower 
because they stumbled and • fell over that 
term "partial shade," that it is worth while 
taking the time to set them right. 

Not Dense Shade 

Partial shade does not mean dense shade 
— a place which never gets a glimpse of the 
sun or v/here the gentle breezes never circu- 
late. It means a place to which fresh air has 
access and yet is sheltered from the burning- 
rays of the sun during the hottest part of the 
;day. 

// Give them all the sun possible before ii 
a. m, .and after 4 p. m. If it is not possible to 
select' such a partially shaded situation for 
the seed bed, make it right out in -the open, 
and after the seeds have been planted, drive 
five stakes in the ground, one at each corner 
anii one ih the centre of the bed. ' 



Allow them to project out of the ground 
about six or eight inches. Over these stretch 
a strip of cotton fastening to the stakes with 
tacks or clothespins. The latter are prefer- 
able as it is . more convenient to remove the 
cotton in the evening and on dull days, or 
when water is required, than when tacks are 
used. ■> 

Having selected the place for the seed bed 
dig the ground to a depth of about eight inches 
« making it quite fine all the way through. If 
the soil is not rich dig in a two inch layer of 
old rotten manure. Sow the seed thinly in 
rows covering to a depth of one-eighth of an 
inch. Be sure and do not cover too deep. 
When the young plants are up keep the sur- 
face soil loose and fine between the rows. 

Remember the caution to shade during 
the hottest part of the day and nevei allow 
them to suffer for water. The young plants 
will be ready to transplant to thir permaneiit 
bed when they have made several leaves or 
about the time the first buds appear. 

For the permanent bed select, as for the 
seed bed, a partially shailed location if possi- 
ble, but select a place out in the open sun in 
preference to too much shade. Dig it as deep 
as can be done with the spade or digging fork 
breaking it up real fine, not merely on the 
surface, but all the way through. 

This depth is not necessary for tlie roots 
to penetrate, hut loose gr(Tun(l will hold mois- 
ture longer than ground that has been harden- 
ing throughout the ages. Having dug the bed 
spread over it a good coat of well rotted man- 
ure from the cow stable or pig pen ; say one 
wheelbarrow load to the square yard for light 
soil and half that amount for heavy loam if it 
is already fairly rich. 

Never use manure from the horse stable 
unless it is two or three years old, or unless 
it is dug in the fall previous. Manure of this 
kind, together with street sweeping wdiich are 
more easily obtained in the larger town and 
cities contain a large percentage of ammonia 
and are heating character; hence the reason 
for digging in during the fall when the ground 
contains sufficient moisture to counteract their 
burning action on the soil. 

Mix the manure thoroughly, through the' 
soil — mix until it all looks like earth. This 
heavy dressing will not only supply rich food 
for the plants but will assist in retaining mois- 
ture in the soil as well as keeping it loose and 
porous. 

W"hen the bed is prepared and the plants 
are sufficiently advanced for transplanting set 
theni out leaving from eight to ten inches be- 
tween each plant. 

Keep the surface soil loose and fine by 
frequent -watering. If the bed is exposed dur- 
ing the heat of the day mulch the ground 
with graiiss-icHppings, strawVbr anything that 
will conserve the moisture by excluding the 
sun from the roots diiring the hottest part of 
the day. 

The effect of the mulch is the same as that 
of partial shade. The object of shade is not 
to protect the plants, but to protect the roots 
from the intense fierceness of the burning rays 
of the sun during the extremely hot weather. 

The pansy, unlike the sweet pea, dahlia, 
and other tall growing plants which cool sub- 
soil, does not root deeply. Herein is to be 
found the reason for protecting them from 
the sun during the hot weather. While the 
pansy likes the sunshine, and plenty of it, and 
while sunshine is absolutely necessary to the 
proper development of the bloom and the 
deepening and toning of the colors, the roots 
must be protected or they will burn up and 
die. 

When the season advances and the plants 
give evidence of exhaustion by producing 
smaller and fewer flowers, an examination will 
reveal fresh branches starting out from the 
centre of the plant. The old branches, which 
have been blooming all season should be cut 
back, and the new growth allowed to shoot 
out. This cutting back should be done early 
enough in the fall to allow the plants to get 
a good start before the severe weather, and if 
given a good covering of straw, leaves or 
other coarse litter will produce bloom well in- 
to the second season.

THE JAPANESE LILAC 

By Prof. H. L. Hutt, O.A.C., Guelph 

One of the most popular and generally 
grown shrubs in cultivation is the lilac. This 
is not a native of this country, but has been 
introduced from Europe and Asia. There arc 
now nearly a dozen distinct species which 
have been brought to this country, and scores 
of varieties have been developed.' In the last 
report of the horticulturist of the Central Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa, reference is made 
to a collection of 177 varieties in the arboretum 
at that place, and a list is given of twenty-five 
of the best, including single and double varie- 
ties, ranging in color from pure white, through 
piidfs and reds, to lilac and purple. 

The Japanese lilac (Syringa Japonica) be- 
longs to a species not so well known as most 
other varieties. 3'et it is well worthy of a place 
in any collection. It is about the only one of 
the lilacs which may be said to form a real tree, 
as it sometimes attains a height of twenty-five 
or thirty feet. Although it comes from Japan, 
it is quite hardy in this coimtry and is not af- 
fected by the mildew to which the common 
varieties arc more or less subject. J t is of an 
erect habit of growth and does not branch out 
as freely as other varieties, hence does not 
rnake so good a specimen plant, but is best 
suited for background in the border, where its 
more or less naked branches may be hidden 
with foliage of other, shrubs. •' 

The, bloom of the Japanese lilac is quite 
distinct from all others, being of a creamy yel- 



low color and produced in large, loose panicles 
often a foot or more in length and nearly as 
much in breadth. It is also the latest of all 
varieties to bloom, being at its best usually 
about the first of July. With a good selection 
of varieties of the Syringa vulgaris type, which 
usually begin to bloom about the ■24th of May^ 
followed by the S. Josykoea' arid S". Japonica, 
a succession of bloom may be maintained 
throughout the whole "month of- June to the 
first week in July. 



PLANTING RASPBERRIES 

By Charles F. Sprott, Burnaby Lake, B.C., in 
the Canadian Horticulturist 

To make the cultivation of the raspberry 
a profitable occupation, the fruit grower who 
is intending to grow this gruit for the market 
should be careful that the land he intends- 
planting on is a deep, rich, moisture retaining 
soil. Land that will grow good crops of pota- 
toes or corn will grow a profitable crop of 
raspberries. It is essential, also, that the land 
be thoroughly underdrained. The land should 
be plowed in the fall at least eight inches deep 
and well worked in the spring before planting 
is done. It should be fine and pliable. 

When the land is in this stage it should be 
marked out — the rows being north and south, 
if possible, as the crops ripen easier. A good 
way to mark it out is to stretch a line across 
the field and with a marker lay off the field 
with rows six feet apart. 

The marker can be made with a two by 
six-inch scantling having two pieces one by 
four nailed on at right angles on the flat side 
of the scantling, the i^oints being six feet 
apart. Alongside these pieces, nail on two one 
by four by six feet on the edge of the two by 
six scantling with a cross piece nailed to them 
to draw by and brace these two pieces of one 
by four by six from the other side of the two 
by si.x scantling. 

I'ull the marker carefully up the line and 
return down, having the point in the last made 
line. Great care must be taken to keep these 
rows perfectly straight. Then plow up these 
rows, having the land side of the plow on this 
mark, and plow about five inches deep. When 
this is done, planting can commence, the plants 
being placed in the furrow thirty inches apart. 
The roots should be spread out and a little fine 
soil pulled into the furrow and pressed firmly 
around them. When all the planting is done, 
the remaining earth can be more ciuickly put 
into the furrow with a prong hoe, firming it 
around each plant. 1 

The grower should be very careful to plant 
only strong, healthy suckers of those varieties 
which grow successfully in his neighborhood. 
To a large extent the success of the plantation 
depends on the quality of the plants that are 
planted. I^hese should be cut down just above 
the ground the first season to stop them from 
fruiting, but just high enough to allow the 
man cultivating them to see them. The culti- 
vator must be kept .going through this patch 
to keep weeds from growing and so conserve 
moisture. 

It is c|uitc possible to grow some other crop 
in the centre of the six-foot rows and yet be 
able to cultivate, and it will help pay for the 
work of cultivating the raspberries which 
bring nothing in that year. Potatoes, turnips 
or carrots will do well on good land, and the 
raspberries should make good growth. 



HOW TO GROW GOOD CELERY 

By F. W. Hack, Norwood, Manitoba, in the 
Canadian Horticulturist 

When the time approaches for planting 
celery in the field, the jilants should be grad- 
ually hardened by exposure to the weather. 
Celery plants when properly hardened will be 
luiharmed by a moderate frost, and may be 
planted out from the middle of May to the be- 
ginning of June. The land should be well cul- 
tivated and finely pulverized. 

If possible, dull or rainy weather should be 
chosen for planting. The plant bed .'•hould be 
well watered before removing the plants and 
care must be taken to avoid injuring the roots. 
Shallow pans are convenient for handling the 
plants, and in hot, dry weather a little w'ater 
in the pans will prevent wilting. If the wea- 
ther is dull and the soil is moist, it will not be 
necessary to water the plants when set out; 
but if it is hot and dry, a good watering should 
be given and as soon as the ground is dry the 
surface should be stirred to prevent baking. 
Watering the young ]dants is apt to pack the 
soil too tightly aroiuid their roots and should 
not be done unless necessary. 

Celery should be planted in rows three to 
five feet wide and four to six inches apart in 
the row. The width between the rows is to 
give room for cultivation and for soil to earth 
up with ; four feet will be found the most con- 
venient. 

Some growers plant in double rows. 'J'his 
is not advi.sable, except in very rich soil and' 
where water can be artificially applied. 

The old method of growing celery in 
trenches is not now generally used. The labor 
of preparing the trenches and the difficulty of 
culti\'ation renders this method uuprolitablc 
commercially. Where level culture is prac- 
ticed, the rows should be ^lightly furrowed, so 
that the celery When planted should be a few 
inches below the level of the land. This will 
start an upright growth. 

Frequent shallow cultivation should be 
given from the time of planting throughout 
the growing period. The surface should be 
well stirred twice a week during dry weather 
and after a rain as soon as the ground is dry. 
When. the roots of the celery begin to spread, 
cultivation should be shallow near the plants. 

When the plants have been out two or 
three weeks they must be gone over carefully; 



by hand, the soil around and between them 
loosened and all weeds removed. The plants 
must never* be allowed to spread over the sur- 
face of the ground, and enough soil must be 
drawn up around them to secure an upright, 
compact growth. This process should be re- 
peated .89 growth cpntinues^ " Do not let any 
soif'fall into the hearts; " ' 

When the plants are nearly full grown the 
earth should be drawn up to half the height of 
the plant, and one week later nearly to the top 
of the leaves. The blanching process will take 
from ten to thirty days, according to variety. 

Celery that is intended for .storitig should 
be planted a little later an4 not; riioiilded up 
so much. It.-win keep better ^^^^ quite fully 
matured '■ v^hen du^, and if green will blanch 
in storage.

A WONDERFUL PRODUCER OF HU- 
MAN FOOD 

A Holstein cow, owned b}^ the Dairy De- 
partment of the University of Missouri, in one 
y§ar produced more human food in her milk 
than is contained in the complete carcasses of 
four steers weighing 1,256 pounds each. This 
statement, impossible as it seems, is not only 
true, but does not even do full justice to the 
cow. The solids in the milk \vhich are com- 
pletely digested and used by the body are 
counted against the entire carcass of the steer, 
wdiich is only in part edible. 

The cow that performed this feat of pro- 
ducing the equivalent of four steers is Princess 
Carlotta. In the year she produced 18,405 
[)ounds of milk. Below is given the amount of 
proteids, fat, sugar and ash contained in this 
milk, and the amount of the same substances 
found by Dr. P. F. Trowbridge, in an analysis 
made of the carcass of a fat steer weighing 
1,250 pounds: 

18,405 lbs. milk. 1,250-lb. steer. 

Proteid 555 lbs. 172 lbs. 

Fat 6r8 lbs. 333 lbs. 

Sugar 920 lbs. . . . lbs. 

.•\sh 128 lbs. 43 lbs. 

Totals 2,218 lbs. 548 lbs. 

The total amount of dry matter in the milk 
was 2,218 pounds, all of which is edible and di- 
gestible. 

The steer, with a live weight of 1,250 
pounds, contained 5 per cent of water in the 
carcass, leaving a total of 548 pounds of dry 

matter. In this dr}' matter of the steer is in- 
cluded hair and hide, bones and tendons, or- 
gans of digestion and respiration ; in fact, the 
entire animal, a considerable portion of which 
is not edible. The analysis of the steer's car- 
cass was made from animals taken after grind- 
ing up together one-half of the complete car- 
cass, and is not in any sense an estimation of 
the composition of the carcass. 

Princess Carlotta produced proteids suffi- 
cient for more than three steers ; nearly fat 
enough for two ; ash enough to build the skele- 
ton for three, and, in addition, produced 920 
pounds of milk sugar, worth as much per 
pound for food as ordinary sugar. 

These figures indicate the remarkable ef- 
ficiency of the cow as a' producer of human 
food. It is because of this economical use of 
food that the dairy cow, and not the steer, is 
kept on high-priced lands. When land is 
cheap, and feed abundant, the meat-producing 
animals predominate, but when the land be- 
comes high in value and feed expensive, the 
farmer turns to the dairy cow. — C. H. Eckles, 
Prof. Dairy Husbandry, University of Mis- 
souri.

REMOVING STAINS FROM EGGS 

It is diflicult to remove stains from eggs 
so effectually that no trace of the objection- 
able stain may be detected, but a British ex- 
change ofl^'ers a number of methods which may 
be employed, it is said, to remove dirt from 
the shell, Y'ithout, as far as possible, destroying 
the "bloom" generally possessed b}' newly-laid 
eggs. We cannot vouch for the efiicacy of the 
treatments suggested, and do not advocate 
them, except by way of trial. Prof. W. R. 
Graham, to whom we have submitted the sug- 
gestions tells us that he intends to try them. 
He would consider them worth a trial, espec- 
iall}' the first mentioned. "The prescription 
looks good," he adds, "if it does not flavor the 
eggs." The methods are as follows: 

1. — Eggs washed in "a solution made from 
a quarter ounte of ammonia and one pint of 
\vatcr are superior in appearance to ordinary 
new-laid eggs. White eggs become snow- 
white, and tinted eggs are brought to an even, 
spotless, clean shade that makes them most 
attractive. The use of ammonia is not objec- 
tionable it does not penetrate the shell, nor 
does it leave any odor, 

2. — Wash with water, and rubi with a piece 
of flannel. After this, a mixture of one-fourth 
of a cup of salt to one-fourth cup of vinegar, 
should be rubbed over the shell briskly. Should 
the stain be a, deep and obstinate one, it may 
he removed b}- rubbing with a little dry and 
coarse salt. Tepid water should be poured 
over them to wash off the salt, etc., after which 
they will be equal those in appearance which 
are taken from the nest in a clean conditioii. 

3. — Wash the eggs tUl f rep. from stain in 
luke-warm water, witlra sriiall' pcfrticrti of soap 
added, and dry; let them lie in' unskimmed 
milk for a few minutes, then wipe dry with a 
soft cloth; a disused si|k handkerchief is the 
best for the purpose. The, above method can 
also be i)ursued if the eggs are desired for 
show purposes. 

4. — Take a clean, coarse rag, slightly mois- 
ten, dip in common salt, rub the stain until it 
entirely disappears, wash in warm water, and 
dry on soft cloth, 

5. — -Wash in tepid water, and then pass . 
through warm water to \vhich a' little glycerin? 



has been added, and leave to dry. Water in- 
varably removes the bloom— except on "some 
brown eggs — but glycerine will replace it. 

6, — Steep in buttermilk for 24 hours, after- 
wards washing and wiping carefully. ^'Es;;Si>vj« 

7. — Wash them in warm water ito which 
some vinegar has been added-7-a tablespoonful 
to a pint of water — then leave to dry. This 
will not remove the blooni; and should be done 
as soon after being laid as possible. Should 
they be required for show purposes, rub wtih 
a soft duster. 



ABFALFA - COMPETITION IN SASKAT-.

Saskatchewan' is to' have a competition], in - 
alfalfa-growing which promises to be oneT of 
the biggest contests known to Canadian agri- 
culture. The growing of this leguminous crop 
is to be encouraged by an offer of cash prizes 
aggregating $6,300, as well as trophies and 
medals. 

The movement was inaugurated at the 
Agricultural Societies' Convention, held ' at 
Regina in January last, when it was decided 
that a prize of $1,000 would be awarded for 
the best ten-acre field of alfalfa in Saskatche- 
wan in 1914. Recently, William Mackenzie, 
president of the Canadian Northern Railway, 
offered to provide the required $1,000, and, 
needless to sa}% his offer was accepted imme- 
diately. 13ut the competition has outgrown 
the first plan ; ten times $1,000 would hardly 
be more than sufficient to finance the compe- 
tition as now planned. 

The approved plan provides for the division 
of the province into four parts. Prizes will 
be offered for the six best fields of alfalfa in 
each of the districts. The prizes will be as 
follows: First, $500; second, $400; third, $300; 
fourth, $200; fifth, $100; sixth, $75. The first- 
prize field in each of the four districts will be 
scored for thc_ championship, which will con- 
sist of a magnificent silver trophy. 

All contestants must be paid-up members 
of the nearest agricultural society. Entry 
must be made before August 1st, 1913, and the 
crop must have been sown not later than the 
season of 1912. The entry fee has been fixed 
at the nominal sum of $5.00, and must, accom- 
pany the entry, which is to be sent to the di- 
rector of extension work, previous to the date 
specified. The field of alfalfa, must consist..pf 
not less than ten acres, but if the size of the 
plot exceeds the minimum, the whole field will 
be scored. No artificially irrigated crop will 
be eligible for entry in the competition.

HOW TO SPRAY THOROUGHLY 

A good many orchard-owners will spray 
this year for the first time* • Barring,? of course, 
exceptionally disastrous conciitions; as*', -ito 
weather or markets, the work will be well'-rer.- 
paid ; in many cases it will be repaid two -bir'' 
three times over. But unless one certain con- 
dition is observed there will be many disap- 
pointments at the imperfect results achieved. 
That certain condition is thoroughness. If you 
want to fence chickens out of a garden, 3'-ou 
don't stretch netting along 2p pauelsi- leaving 
gaps here and there. You fence in the whole- 
enclosure. So in spraying, to destroy the scab 
spores, the codling moth, and the numerous 
other fungi and insects, spray the whole tree, 
covering every twig, leaf and embryo fruit. 
Imperfect spraying will leave gaps through 
which much injury will be accomplished, and, 
in the case of the codling moth, will allow 
enough larvae to mature to form a destructive 
second brood (that is, of course, in sections 
where there are two breeds in a season). The 
difference between ordinary and thorough 
work may easily mean the equivalent of the- 
difference between No, i and No. 2 grade on 
half the crop. On a hundred-barrel crop that 
difference in grading would, come to from 
twenty-five to thirty-five dollars per acre, the 
amount depending on the spread in price be- 
tween the two grades, 'fhis estimate is not 
excessive, because thorough spraying w'll not 
only put more apples into the No, i grade, but, 
will save nv-uy from being discarded as culls. • 

It is so easy for a beginner to slight tlie 
work a little. Because the tree looks wet from 
wdiere he stands, he is inclined to think it is,all 
well sprayed, when careful examination pf . the 
twigs would convince him to the contrary^ 
Here are a few rules that every beginner should 
follow scrupulously : 

1. Follow directions implicitly as to ma- 
terials, proportions, and time of application. 
Consult the spray calendar for this. 

2. In the case of average-sized trees, say, 
twenty-five years old, one barrel of mixture 
should be put on every teii or twelve trees at 
the first spraying, and at the one just as the 
blossoms fall one barrel should not be expect- 
ed to cover more than eight trees that have 
bloomed. Those wdiich did not bloom will' (lb 
with less, but ought not to be skipped. 

3. Spray every tree froiu eight angles — four 
angles from each side. By so doing, you cover 
every side of ^very twig ip: evpry.part of the 
tree, ■ . " ^ 

4. For the most important spray, just after 
the blossoms fall, drench the tree thoroughly, 
spraying from above, using either a tower or 
a very long bamboo rod, and forcing the spray 
downward^ into the blossom end of each fruit. 
An elbow at the end of the rod to which the 
nozzle is attached will enable you to do this, 
.' 5. Put this last-mentioned spray on imme- 
diately after the petals fall^ or eVien while the 
last ones are dropping. Ten days after that 
will generally be too late to spray effectively 
for coddling moth. 

6. Thoroughly control the first brood of the 
codling moth and there will be little danger of 
the second, unless there is an unsprayed neigh- 
boring orchard near-by. In this case, a late 
spraying may be necessary for the second 
breed. — Farmers' Advocate. .

Probably no place on the Pacific Coast 
bears a more peacefvil aspect than the little in- 
let known as Maple Bay, but. uiilcs.s Indian 
tradition errs, here was fought, less than a ccn- 
tnry ago, that bloody battle which lives in the 
memory of the Cowichan Indians as the last ol 
tiieir many fights before the white man, arriv- 
ing on the scene, took the law and the land 
into his own hands, and the Cowichans, with- 
out striking a blo.w, became a subject race. 

The story comes down to the present In- 
dians from two or three generations hack, 
^\dlcn the grandfatlicrs of the ohlest Cowichans 
of today as young lads, renienibered the figiit. 

The Cowiclian Indians, in alliance with 
some of the neighboring tribes, iiad planned 
a raid on th^i territories of their hereditary en- 
emies, the Indians of Fort Rupert. 

Several months saw them busy preparing 
■for the expedition ; new war canoes were built, 
and others patched, ready for the long sea voy- 
age. At length all was ready, and the united 
forces were collected at a village on the l)ank3 
of the Cowichan river* 

Early in the morning they embarked, and, 
passing down the river and out of the bay, 
headed up the Sansum narrows. 

The ne.xt morning saw them passing tlie 
northern end of .^(hniral Island on tlieir knig 
trip, which, as fate decreed was to be interrupt- 
ed. 

One of the men, who had been gazing 
astern for some time, perhaps contemplating 
the possibility of that being his last look at the 
familiar landscape, became suddenly interested 
in a tiny object far over the water. 

He shaded his eyes that he might sec tiic 
better, and soon others followed his example. 
Yes, directly astern of them, in the gilded path 
which the reflection of the now well risen sun 
made across the water, was what their experi- 
enced eyes knew to be a canoe ; the flashes of 
her paddles as they caught the sun's rays came 
in quick succession, and told of a desperate 
race ; she was evidently trying to overtake 
them, but for what reason none of the puzzled 
warriors could guess. 

For more than half an hour they watched 
the never-ceasing flash-flash of her paddles, 
as the)' rose before each stroke. 

She was rapidly approaching, and two fig- 
ures were soon visible; they were paddling 
hard, but it was easy to see that the tremen- 
dous exertion was telling on each of them. 

Several canoes liastcncd to meet her, but 
the two men were unable to reply to the host 
of eager questions which assailed them, and 
sank forward from sheer exhaustion ; hut they 
soon recovered and were able to tell their story. 

\A"hile fishing along the shore they had no- 
ticed in a small bay several grooves in the shin- 
gle, where at least thirty war canoes had been 
beached. 

The gravity of the position soon dawned 
on them — these were undoubtedly traces uf 
strangers. — and such a large band of strangers 
could have come with no peaceable intent. 
Thcv knew what would be liic prol^able fate 
of the Cowichan villages, deprived as they 
were of almost every able-bodied man, should 
an enemy attack them, and realizing that their 
only hope lay in being able to overtake the 
departed Cowichans, they set out with but 
faint hope of doing so, and had paddled desper- 
ately all the way. 

As the stor}' was finished, cries of siu'prisc 
and fur}' burst from those who were close 
enough to hear, and one or two canoes started 
wildly in pursuit of the unknown enemy, who 
niight at- this moment be slaying the defence- 
less Cowichan women, and sacking the un- 
guarded ranch-houses of each village; but the 
■'chief arose, and in a loud voice reduced them 
lo order. Among his men his wisdom was 
looked upon as almost superhuman, and his 
assurance that they would in some way outwit 
■ 'llie intruders, calmed them greatly. 

He proijosed that they should return as far 
as Maple Bay and there conceal their canoes, 
and cross by land to their homes, which they 
could thus reach in time to defend their wives 
and children. Seldom was the wisdom of any 
of his pians disputed. So all set out for Maple 
B:iv. wiiicli meant a paddle of some eight or 
ten miles. ' ■ ■ 

|!v the time tliey reached the point which 
marki the entrance of the bay, after having 
visited the little inlet, whcrc^the traces of the 



alarming strangers were to be seen, and satis- 
fied themselves that it was no delusion, the 
sun was lOw in the west and twilight was .set- 
ting in, bringing with it tliat calm peculiar 
onl_\' to itself, \\dicn the splash of the fish as 
ihcN- rise from the water and the calls of birds 
may be heard for miles over the placid sea. .V 
loon called softly from within the bay as they 
rounded the point, and soon another. The 
leading canoe stopjied, and every man in her 
listened — again came the cry, a succession of 
low calls, followed h}- a dismal wail. The faces 
of the C(3wic!ians showed intense excitement — 
in the last call there was unmi.slakably a hu- 
man accent. The bay concealed a band of the 
Fort Rupert Indians themselves! 

Caulioush' the canoe; retired farther round 
the sheltering point, ai;,! instinctively all eyes 
turned toward the chief. 

\\i\h u])raisc(l arm he beckoned silence, and 
]")ointed out a cove some way u|i the coast, 
where there was no danger of being heard by 
the enemy. Tiic Fort Rupert Indians had evi- 
dently been in the bay for some hours, as their 
last camping-place ("where the marks of their 
canoes in the shingle had betrayed their pres- 
ence to the Cowichans") ^\ as but a few miles 
astern; they were ])robably resting after their 
long journey from the north in anticipation of 
the struggle ^vhich tomorrow might bring; for 
they had learned that to successfully attack 
the strongholds of the Cowichans they needed 
all their strength and energy. 

Knowing, from their own abhorrence of do- 
ing so, that the siwasli rarely travels after 
dark, the Cowichans felt confident that tlieir 
enemy would remain where they were for the 
night, and thus give them time to divide their 
forces, and, under cover of the darkness, to 
conceal half of them behind the point on the 
opposite side of the entrance to the bay, round 
which the enemy, if they wished to continue 
their journey on to Cowichan Bay, were cer- 
tain to pass. 

By midnight the iilan was carried mil, .md 
both points at the mouth of the Inlet were 
strongly guarded. 

Just as the .grey dawn was breaking, the 
cry of the loon was again heard by the expect- 
ant Cowichan.s, and by the dim light they were 
able to see a long line of dark- objects crossing 
the water; they were he;ifling in the direction 
of Cowichan Bay, and the Indians behind the 
point gripped their paddles more firmly and 
awaited the signal from their chief. Just as 
the leading canoe of the enemv was abreast of 
the p6int he motioned with his arm — instantly 
every paddle struck llic water, and, uttering a 
wild cry, the Cowichans sent their canoes 
shooting from behind the .sheltering rocks. 

With a howl of dismay the baffled enemy 
turned back in wild confusif)n, but their chief, 
seeing that there were comparatively few 
Cowichans. to some extent rallied his forces, 
and they began to offer a fierce resistance with 
spears and arrows. 

.Meanwhile the Co'vichans from the other 
]")oint hatl come 'o the aid of their companions, 
and the h'ort Kupert Indians, seeing the rein- 
forcement, again showed signs of panic and 
looked wildly about them for an opening in the 
ring of Cowichan canoes w'wh which they were 
now compdctely surrounded, l.)ut for a narniw 
space near the shore. .Seeing this as their only 
possible way of escape several of the Fort Ru- 
])crt Indians paddled wildly for the gup, hop- 
ing, no doubt, to reach the shore and fly on foot 
from their enemies, but they only drove their 
canoes upon a submerged rock. In the result- 
ing confusion the Cowichans easily overturned 
the stranclcd canoes and their occujjants, wiiile 
struggling in the water, were, as the Indians 
express it, "speared like salmon." 

The remainder of tiie enemy fought like 
devils, but one by one they fell before the 
deadly showers of stone-pointed spears and 
arrows rained on them by the Cowichans. 

That night, when the sun set below tlic 
western hills, his last rays lighted up a ghasti}' 
scene of blood; the falling of the last of the 
i-'ort Rupert warriors had some hours before 
closed the final act of the great tr.agetly, and 
the Cowichans had departed to their homes to 
rejoice o\er their victoiy and mourn over 
their dead, each canoe bearing, elevated in her 
bow,. the bli^edinjg.hcad of one of the fallen 
Fort Rupert'ihdiaiis, in a gmm triumpluil pro- 



llardly had the excitement caused by the 
victory died down among the Cpvyich^ii*i|)ec^ , 
pie when they began preparationsffpri;a^ 
expedition to Fort Rupert, the treatheroiWn^^^^ 
ture of which brings little cre'ditVfo'tlieirni'b'Hi ; 
treachery among all savage races is looked 
upon rather in the nature of good generalship 
than that of cowardice, and had the tables been 
turned, doubtless the Fort Rupert. Indians 
would have acted similarly. 

A few days after the battle the Cowichans 
had learned that during the hght a score or 
so of the enemy had, escaped by s>vimming 
across the bay,, and had crossed the mountains 
in the direction of Chcniaiims. On their way 
they had conie suddenly upon a party of Cow- 
ichan squaws .gathering licomas, or wild 
onions, and had killed thcin all. 

Though the escaped Kort Rupert Indians 
were subsequently captured and killed to a 
man by the Chcmainus Indians, the Cowich- 
ans determined to avenge the death of the wo- 
men. Accordingl}' the canoes of the Fort Ru- 
pert Indians were re/aired, and a band of 
Cowichans, disguised as the Indians of the 
North, embarked. 

For months they labored on, workin.g 
steadily up the coast by day, ami camping cacli 
night. .At length they reached their destina- 
tion, then an Indian village, and, of course, 
having an Indian name. 

For some time their approach Avas un- 
noticed by the women and children, who were 
occupied in collecting driftwood from the 
beach and carrying it to their houses, until 
one of the Cowichans imitated the cry of the 
loon — a woman looked up from her work, and, 
seeing the approaching canoes, uttered a gut- 
tural cry. 

Instantly the peaceful scene became one of 
wild excitement ; bundles of wood were thrown 
to the ground, and squaws and children rush- 
ed down to the beach to greet, as they thought, 

their rctm-ning warriors. 

Swiftly the Cowichans paddled in, and, 
springing onto the beach, seized as many of the 
women and children as they could drag back 
lo their canoes, and, inisliing off from the 
shore, were gone almost before those who were 
left behind well knew what had taken place. 

The unfortunate captives were carried b.ick 
to Cowichan as slaves— the triumph of the 
Cowichans was complete.

In the language of Scripture, "There is a 
prince and a great man fallen this day in 
Israel." .\ life that influenced to an untold 
degree the national existence has come to an 
end. lie wdio long and ably filled the public 
eve has shared the common hjt of luiniaiiity. 
Soon he will be laid soundly to rest, just -ais 
is the poor peasant whose ideas never went 
beyond his daily task. ''^ ' ' _ 

To make any summary of the characteris- 
tics of so exalted a personage may be a dan- 
gerous task, but it a very proud duty. I shall 
do my best to present a portrait of the late 
King as he lived. 

King Edw-ard VII. assumed none of the 
retired state of an Eastern sultan, bein.g al- 
ways content with the social dignity of a 
British monarch, therefore his face and figure 
were so familiar that it seems needless to say 
more than that in person and countenance he 
was firmly built and of manly figure, which 
later in life indicated more solidity than alert- 
ness, with eyes that were serious rather than 
animated. If there is any medical term which 
denotes the exact opposite of the neurasthenic 
temperament, with its deep fits of depression, 
and its lliglUs of exaltation, that word, 1 should 
con.^ider would best describe the tempera- 
ment of King Edward as his face and figure 
expressed it. 

.V man's voice is jjcrliaps the most direct 
expression of the soul, and it must be admit- 
ted that King Edward's voice, especially in 
later life, had not always the most pleasing 
effect. He spoke with a certain guttural note, 
an impression which, however, very speedily 
wore away as one knew him better and lis- 
tened to him longer. 

.Vs a i)ub!ic speaker I w^ould describe King 
F.dward as nearly always strong and effective, 
lie lacked, of course, the mcllitlnous flow of 
Crhidstone's chjcpiencc and the forthright pow- 
er of L.ord Roscbery's rhetoric, but his deliv- 
ery was always iirni, his sentences were al- 
ways well balanced and his phrases alwa}-s 
well considered and strong, \\'liat struck' mc 
most on various occasions was the entire ab- 
sence of nervousness such as the greatest 
orators constantly experience, which even in 
a king would have been natural. The mere 
|)"csence of vast masses of humanity, the 
pageantry of great occasions, produce in some 
an emotional effect that expresses itself in 
voice and manner, but nc\'er at any time did 
I sec any trace of this in King Edward YII, 

In his conversation the King gave the im- 
pression of extraordinary range. It was the 
conversation of a man who had lived a full 
and varied life. It had characteristics wdiicli 
1 never have seen in the same degree in any 
other person. There was nothing approach- 
ing the monologue in it. The King seemed 
rarely to speak more than a dozen words .at 
a time, but there was no reticence. His talk 
was a continuous flow, often of questions. 

In the intercourse I was privileged to hold 
with him, 1 found myself telling stories and 
he would tell stories in return, but never in 
the manner of a story teller. He was not 
wdiat I should describe as a leader in conver- 
sation, yet conversation never for moment 
flagged in his presence. 

King Edward had what all royal person- 
ages cultivate, a memory tenacious to the most 
flattering degree of all minute particulars 
which interested those who were presented 



to liini. Thus it Occurred that in the inter- 
course with which he honored me, he talked 
chiefly of the drama and of literature. 

King Edward's kriovvledge. of the theatre 
'was singularly intimate, --.Irremernber that he 
se6ine^ ,^to,/knpvy^,Jhe^;Whole ^J Jiistb^y^.- of • one 
icadiiig '"mismber 'of tliie theatrical - p 
telling me what~ errors he seemed to have 
made in statesmanship in his life, how his 
theatre was too large, how' his policy was not 
quite abreast of the desires of the public and 
how his talents were best fitted for parts 
which he did not often allow himself to play. 
It was all startingly true and suggested an ex- 
traordinary power of observing, and recalling 
events from what must necessarily have been 
a considerable distance. 

As to the King's; taste for the drama. I 
doubt whether he was much interested in wdiat 
some of us consider its more serious forms. 
It did not occur lo me that he cared much for 
the ])lay of the jDroblcm. On the other hand he 
seemed to find real picr.sure in wholesome 
drama. 

I do not think Kilig Edward Avas a great 
reader. Indeed, I doubt if any day of his life 
found him holding a book in his hand for a 
whole hour at once. Nevertheless, he knew 
books. As far as I was able to judge, it was 
impossible for a book to make a gru t im- 
pression upon the world without its making 
some impression upon him. He had much of 
the swift assimilative power that belongs to 
the great journalist, though he used this qual- 
ity in a still higher sphere. I do not think he 
cared for books that dwelt upon social, relig- 
ious and political problems. 

King Edward's manner was always free 
and unrestrained, but it never lost for one 
moment certain suggestions of consciousness 
of the exalted height of his rank. I cannot 
imagine that anybody could ever have taken 
the smallest liberty with Echvard VII. I doubt 
if even his most intimate friends, however 
close they may have come to him, could have 
forgotten for a moment the difference between 
him and them. 

Lest this give a suggestion of aloofness, let 
me hasten to say that nothing appeared to 
give him greater pleasure than an opportunity 
of sinking the sovereign in the man. He did not 
do this as Thackeray describes "Farmer 
George" doing it, but with an ease always al- 
lied with personal dignity. Thus during a 
visit to the Isle of Jilan, where I first had the 
honor to come to close (piarters with him, he 
took obvious pleasure in the freedom with 
which the people who surrounded his person 
spoke to him. 

I remerhber that one of our company said, 
pointing to the Httle gray town of Ramsey, 
which in a few hours had become transfigured 
into an Oriental city, under the blaze of every 
conceivable scrap of bunting: 

"This beats Coronation Day in London, 
Your -\lajesty." 

The King smiled and gracefully allowed 
himself to agree. 

There were no police with him that day, 
no detectives and ' hardiy 'any escort— only a 
gentleman in a light - bowler, tWo ' ladies in 
sailor hats, with: a few carriages full of friends 
behind them and a number of bicyclfe journal- 
ists scuddingf at their side. It was a charming 
picture of a sovereign wdio felt absolutely se- 
cure in the love and protection of the people 
over whom he ruled. 

"I trust we have not tired you to death, 
sir," I said. 

He answered : 

"It has been simply delightful. I've en- 
joyed it all immensely." 

The King's memory was an extraordinary 
gift. Pointing to a monument on top of a 
hill, one of our party said: 

"That is Albert ilill sir. The tower is Al- 
bert Tower, so called after a picture of the 
Prince Consort's visit to Ramsey in 1847." 

"I remember perfectly," said the King, "I 
was on the }'acht with the Queen, but I was 
only seven years of age and the Queen was ill 
so 1 did not come ashore." 

"Perhaps you remember, sir, what hap- 
pened when the Consort landed?" 

"I do. He had come unexpectedly. There 
was nobody to receive him and a local barber 
took him to the toj) of the hill." A memory 
that retained an incident of such little moment 
can never have failed Edward VII. in relation 
to greater events of his life. 

The King's \'isit to the Isle of Man has, of 
course, left enduring memories among the 
Manx ]3Cople. but a welcome so si)ontancous, a 
demonstration so informal. 3'et so enthusiastic, 
must be a rare occurrence even in the life of 
a most popular sovereign. The King was gen- 
uinely pleased . 

It was a glorious day, with a cloudless blue 
sky arid brilliant sunshine. Accompanied by 
the Queen and the royal party, King Edward 
made a circuit of the whole central and nor- 
thern portions of the island. Lunch was laid 
upon an improvised table under the broken 
arches of the roofless Cathedral Nave, in the 
ruins of old Peel Castle. 

The King appeared to enjoy the picnic. He 
sat long and talked and smoked, ■ while the 
brown sails of fishing boats swung with the 
movement of the tide in the bay below. 

It was all very surprising as well as de- 
lightful to bur Manx people, next morning the 
old island seemed to avvake from sleep, rub its 
eyes and wonder if sui:h things really had 
been. 

The King's powers of obscr\'ation were al- 
most enough to have made him a Balzac 
among novelists. 1 remember as we drove 
into I'ecl he said to me: "I should say you have 
many Nonconformists in the Isle of Man." 

"That is so, sir, but.it would interest mc to 
kiio\v-.ho.yV ypu,.-arrived at that conclusion," 1 
repliecl.'''''" ■ ^ ' . ■ 

"By. observing the great number of little 
Methodist chapels which we have passed on 
the- way," said the King. 



The little Methodist chapels in question:,-'; 
are, for the most part, wdiitcwashed struc- 
tures, hardly distinguishablp from barns.

referred. When somebody at Peel sppk'e^pf

"Gh,; dear,- no," he answered, ''I -know, the .. 
difference .betwecn types." . 

It may be truly said of KingiEd\y.ard .that- 
he found- life good, ' He loved to- live. - This 3- 
surely may be counted among the causes o{% 
his great popularity. He was the kindly par--s..^ 
taker of all honest pleasures. Hence he liked.' 
sport. He took pleasure in the speed of a horse. , 
He enjoyed a good dinner and a very good 
cigar, smoking big ones which be kept in,. a 
large case in his- pocket and offered to; his 
immediate friends, while a silv£r •box-' contain- 
ing cigars of a lighter kind was passed around 
the table. 

Although I had little or no opportunity to 
observe King Edward in his domestic char- 
acter, I should not hesitate to say he h.^id his 
marked characteristics as son, husband, father 
and grandfather. It is difficult for mc to think 
of a temperament that had less in common 
with that of Queen Victoria, and I have heard, 
without much surprise, of. the almost mis- 
chievous pleasure he found earlier in life in 
defying the too rigid regulations of the mater- 
nal household. 

King Edward was very jealous of any en- 
croachment upon his wife's dignity as Queen. 
I recall the fact that when Her Majesty did 
me the honor to ask me to assist her in the 
work of a Christmas gift book, Avhich was'" ■ 
published with so much success, it was in vain 
that I tried to. enlist the co-operation of . the 
King in its behalf. 

"Anything for which the Queen stands 
responsible," he said in effect, "is sufficiently 
recommended to the public by her own name-; 
therefore I cannot allow myself to offer any 
tribute to the quality of her book or make any 
appeal in its behalf." 

I have reason to think King Edward wafe 
a very affectionate father, sometimes a little 
impatient of youthful indiscretions, but ahyays 
very proud of his-Jspns' achievements •' and 
ecpecially pleased at the great redognition 
Avhich the Prince of Wales' travels and • 
speeches received from the Empire. 

As a grandfather Edward VII. seems- .to 
have been as much as any of us under the> 
influence of that mysterious law .of nature 
which makes a man's grandchildren -even more- , 
dear to him than his immediate offspring. ln\'l 
little Prince Olaf, his particular darling, hcj; 
found great amusement in many ways, the 
prattling child, a soldier already in his own ' 
esteem, loving to drill groAvn men and to as- . 
sume the airs of a general and a King. 

Perhaps it is less praise to say that -Edward ^ 
VII., while a man of broad .judgment and - 
strong intellectual capacity, wa^' ' hot 'pro- 
foundly interested in what seem to some of us 
the very highest things of life. AVithout be- 
ing in the accepted sense a religious man, I 
think he always regarded religion with deep.; 
reverence and differences in faith with wide": 
toleration. -..j: 

I_ give it as niy opinion, but without an-- 
thority, that that part of his coronation- oath.' 
which referred to Catholicism- would not be • 
agreeable to the spirit of such a man. He had ■ 
little in common in this respect -with his illus- 
trious father, but I think a parallel may be . 
drawn between them in at' least one striking 
characteristic. Both loved peace. , /. 

What Edw^ard VII. did to compose' the' dif- 
ferences of nations does not need to be re--' 
told here. It was a great work of peace on ' 
earth, but done not so much by a religious 
enthusiast as by a most sagaciotis man of the 
world. 

As far as I could see or hear I slVoiild 
describe King Edward as a liberal in politics, ' 
but I hasten to add that his liberalism was not 
of the kind that find much following in par- 
liamentary institutions, whether in England or 
elsewhere. I think he ahvays was in sym- 
pathy with the spirit of reform, but I hazard 
the opinion that he hated everything tending 
to disturb the social order and had somethiiig 
of Lord Byron's scorn for what the -poet 
called the "ignoble swarm of ruffians -whp are 
endeavoring to throttle their way to power.". 

_ He liked the wheels of life to run smoothly. 
I lis own effort was to oil them that they niight 
never jar. I think he disliked the iconoclast, 
the revolutionist, the man who wishes^ to up- 
root and recreate. 

King Edward loVcd nothing so much as to 
unite people to the Throne. 1 recall the pleas- 
ure with which he received a tribute from 
representatives of two millions of trades- 
unionists for his work in the interest of unir 
versa! peace. . 

He was always aware, I think, of the 
weight of his personal- influence with the peo- 
ple. He found the ntmosfgratificatiob in every 
fresh proof of it. I remember that when' we 
published an earlier edition of the Queen's 
book, called "The Queen's Carol," I wrote to 
him to say that 1 had promised the Queen to • 
get her £10,000 to distril)utc amon.g the poor 
and that the difficulty of fulfilling n-iy promise -' 
was beginning to alarm mc. 1 asked him to • 
wTite a lett-jr 'of the kind I indicated, to be 
used as an ' appcalv to ,dhe. public. ^ Re ■.■jyrpte ;a ■ 
letter of 'his own Avhich 'was'' irifitiit^ ., 
than mine. The letter was publishecl . within V; 
twenty-fourr hours, and the result . expected - 
was more than .achieved by reason .pf.:it. lie 
was sincerely pleased when I said iV'Thc whole 
nation, sir, answered instantly your ' appeal." 
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The civilized world reads with 'a shtidder 
the news brought to it last week of the killing 
and eating by Tonga Island cannibals of two 
Presbyterian missionaries, the Rev. Horatio 
Hopkins and the Rev. Hector McPherson, 
both of whom were affiliated with the British 
Branch of the Presbyterian Foreign Mission 
Board. 

An added significance was given to the 
tragedy of martyrdom by the report brought 
to Seattle by the l^arkcntine Mary E. \\ ilkel- 
man that among tlie natives of the 'ron,:^a, 
Solomon, Cook, Societj-, and other Soutli Pa- 
cific island groups^ there was in progress a 
general revival of ancient heathen customs. 

The • most atrocious of these customs is 
cannibalism, and it is especially significant 
that the first item of news with regard to the 
so-called revival tells of cannibalism on an 
island in the group which was supposed to 
have travelled further than most on the road 
of civilization. The Tonga, or Friendly Isl- 
ands were the scene of some of the earliest and 
most successful attempts at mission work. 

It was in this region that the first great 
missionary of the South Seas, John Wilh'ains. 
laid the foundations of an extensive work of 
Ciiristianity. It was alsci in this region ih.'iL 
his successor, the Rev. James Chalmers, jicr- 
formcd a work wiiicii ended in his death at tlie 
hands of cannibals. Yet before his murder 
(by unconverted savages of New Guinea) lie 
had been an apparent success, which later pcr- 
Ijetuated his name in several biographies, and 
which called forth the admiration of sucli .i 
man as Stevenson, a keen critic of South Sea 
affairs, and the substantial recognition of the 
Australian government. 

The Tonga, or Kricndly, Islands, lie to the 
.southeast of Fiji, on the twentieth parallel. 
They are British, having been wholly acquired 
in 1899, when Great Britain ceded all her 
rights to Germany in the Samoan group. 

The King of Tonga is the nominal ruler, 
and there is quite a large population. \\'licn 



Cook charted the group he found that the na- 
tives were fur the most part of a, friendly dis- 
liosition. Hence the name given to the islands, 
it was on!}' when European customs conflict- 
ed with the superstitions and customs of the 
islanders that trouble resulted. But for the 
most part the record of the islanders has been 
comparatively clean. ■ ' ' 

Fate of Chalmers 

Oddly enough, it was right off Savage Isl- 
and, the place where tlie latest missionaries to 
be killed and eaten met their fate, that Chal- 
mers was wrecked ivhen he first arrived in 
the South Sea. The mis.sionar\-, fired hy Cliris- 
tian zeal and the example of predecessors, was 
on liis way to Rarotonga, an island of the I ler- 
vey group, a little to the east of the Tongas. 
Chalmers, who was afterward killed and eaten 
himself, was cast away for a short time on 
the spot where thirty years later two of his 
confreres were to meet with a similar fate. It 
is also an interesting fact that the missionary 
was picked up and carried to his destination bv 
"Bully" Ila3'es, a pirate, who some considered 
as much of a pest of the South Seas as the can- 
nibals were. 

To James Chalmers a great deal of the 
world's later information as to the customs 
and superstitions of tlic South Sea Islands, 
fricndlies and cannil)als alike, is due. But for 
his own descriptions of some of those heathen 
rites readers migiit have been rather puzzled 
as to the reference in the new despatch about 
the natives who captured the missionaries 
holding "a corroboree for two days and 
niglits." 

The word "corroboree" is really Australian, 
hut the same word occurs among the native 
languages of Polynesia. It means strictly a 
heathen festival wherein there is much danc- 
ing and singing. Unfortunately, where danc- 
ing and singing in celebration of a victory oc- 
curred in the South Seas in the "early days, 
the festivities were accompanied by the cook- 
ing of what has come to be called "long pig." 



"Long pig" is the polite way of whispering 
that the feast was cannibalistic. In times of 
peace a South Sea feast is graced with cooked 
pig. Also a present of a pig exchanged be- 
tween native and missionary or among the 
people themselves is today regarded as a small 
mark of a great esteem.- The greater mark of 
a similar esteem, before British, German and 
American cruisers took a hand in the game, 
was the present of a human being to be the 
. feature of a corroboree. This was "long pig." 
Religious Significance 
.According to those who have studied the 
subject human beings were seldom killed only 
for the .sake of eating them. There was usu- 
ally a religious significance attached to the 
rite, e.vcept where warring tribes removed 
such of the enemy's slain as they .could lay 
hands on. 

Even in the eating of slain warriors there 
was a belief which may, Or may not, be look- 
ed upon as an extenuatipn. Warriors believed 
that they gained strength from the consimip- 
tion of the dead enemy, and even little chil- 
dren were given human flesh in the belief that 
it would make them grow into mighty war- 
riors. 

This man-killing led to the building of du- 
hus, or temples in which men who were to be 
\ictims were placed Jiparl and held saereil. 
This was the beginning of taboo. In this dubu 
or temple was supposed to be the sjjirit Kani- 
bu, to whom sacrifices were offered. It is 
probable that from this god, Kanibu, canni- 
balism took its name. 

European officials and missionaries who 
have made a study of the beliefs and customs 
of the natives have learned that it is not al- 
ways the perpetrator of the cannibalistic atro- 
city who is al together to blame. 

The South Sea Islapders have been de- 
scribed Jis children, easily led by any one of 
superior cunning or intelligerice — which in this 
connection is not quite the same thing. Over 
the ordinty native was the king, himself usu- 



ally a gOoci-riatitred fopi." Oyer, thie' icing -.ayw^^ 
the Kanibus, or cannibal priests.;' . BiiV over 
them was the root of the whoje 'trouble-— the 
kaevaktikii, or sorcerer.

Being a Christian teacher, he 
treated a powerful sorcerer of Yule Island 
with scant courtesy. The sorcerer immediate- 
ly took the stand of a walking delegate and 
called out all the missionary^s-"row.er.s. The 
missionary tackled the kaevakuku' single- 
handed and, being a man of some spicit, he 
finally convinced the sorcerer that he had 
better let his rowers alone. 
• The missionary's boat ]irocccdcd, followed 
by a ])roi-)hecy of the sorcerer that tlie mission- 
ary and all his people would be killed at the 
next island (Alaiva). The crew of the boat 
were very depressed. A high wind arose. The 
natives took it to be the first omen of a pro- 
phecy about to be fulfilled. When a fish leap- 
ed into the boat it was all the missionary could 
do to convince them that it had no connection 
with their chances of being killed and made 
into "long pig." 

They escaped death at Maiva. Later the 
kaevakuku conspired with two chiefs to have 
the prophecy of death fulfilled upon Chalmers 
and his people. .The missionarj' went and con- 
verted both rulers, and that was the end of

■WORLD'S LONGEST LAWSUIT' 

The .concluding statement has just fieen 
made of the' longest lawsuit in the world, which 
Iras been pending in the courts of Mexico for 
the past three hundred and forty years. The 
suit was over the boundary line between two 
towns, Yodocome and Muhn, and both towns 
held titles to the same land, the conflicting 
grants being made by the colonial government. 
The titles of private properties were also in- 
volved, v- 

The suit dra.gged on for the first hundred 
years, several legal steps being taken, and two 
more centuries passed, and still the suit was ua- 
settled. 

During this time the residents of both cities 
were arra3'ed against each other, and many 
conflicts have taken place since the matter was 
first brought to the eyes of the Mexican courts. 
The matter was finally laid before the people 
of the two towns, and, after many conferences, 
a settlement of the case was reached, and the 
suit in court was formally dismissed. Presi- 
dent Diaz had a hand in the settlement, being 
a native of the town of Yodocome. 



Some Remarkable Flights 



Both White and Paulhan have furnished 
the London Daily Mail with accounts of their 
remarkable flights; ■ 

White rose at 2.30 a. m. Twenty-four 
minutes later he was- in the air. . It was so 
dark that people were groping about with 
lanterns. 

"As 1 stood by the side of niy aeroplane," 
\Vhite states, "there was utter blackness fac- 
ing me, faintly relieved in the distance by two 
or three twirtklirtg lights, which I' knew to be 
those- of Roade Atatiori". ' 

■-My start was a 'cdiifused jumble of scat- 
tering' lights, which swept below me. "I could 
not judge my run along the ground, but I rose 
as sjieedily as possible. Directly I was in the 
air the lights of the railway station showed 
clearly below me. and I headed toward them. 
I could see absolutely nothing of the ground 
below me ; it was all a black smudge. 

"I went right over the railway station 
lights and then, fortunately only for a second 
or so, my engine missed fire and I began to 
Sink toward the inky darkness below me. I 
could have picked no landing, and it Avoukl 
have been a swift, steep glide to I know not 
what. And then, to my joy, my engine picked 
tip again and I rose once niore. 

"Great difiicult)' presented itself in know- 
ing in the darkness \\-hethcr T was ascending 
iir not. 1 had done no night flying before, but 
I soon became accustomed to watching closely 
the movements of my elevating plane, which 
was silhouetted before me against the sky. 

"I steered on for a spell with nothing at 
all to guide me. After leaving the lights of 
■Roade behind, the gleam from an occasional 
signal box far below helped me, however, and 
so I picked my Avay through the night to 
Blisworth. 

"Here 1 felt surer of my .ground and bore 
away to the left for Wcedon. I-'aint li,ghts 
sh.one here and there. .Some, nri doubt, were 
cottage windows and others, I think, were the 
head-lights of motor-cars. I passed over Wce- 
don, my e3 es becomipg more accustomed to 
the darkness. 

"On' I flew. The \vcir(lness of the sensa- 
tion can .'icarccly be described. 1 was alone 
in the darkness, with the roar of my engine in 
my ears. .As 1 .glanced hack small bright 
Hashes of li.ght, the discharge of the exiijiust 
gases from the motor, (lashed out in the night. 

"Then I lost my way, with no railway 
lights to guide me. for a spell. I steered olT to 
the rigHt. I wheeled and turned, wondering 
what I should do, but then a light to my left 
caught my eye, and I worked my way back 
to the railway line again. 

"At a little inn l)\' the roadside near the 
village of Crick a friend had promised to draw 
up his motor car, shine its lieadli.ghts upon 
the wall to act as a guide for me. 1 was keenly 
on the lookout for thi.s unmistakable light 
sign, and sure enough. 1 saw it quite distinctly 
bejq>v me soon after I left Welton station be- 
hind* • 

." "j.^.!! dcvjatcd a little from my course . and 
headed for this patch of light. I saw the motor 
cai*-! moving as I approached, with its- head-^ 
lights throwing a great path of light down the 
roadvvaya . It set off at a breaknctlc pace, its ■ 
driver evidently meaning to- guide me on rriy 
way. 

"Leaving the railway line on my. left, I 
followed the light of the motor-car, and for a 



mile or so I hovered almost directly aboVe it, 
allowing .it to act as my pilot. B^t. while. I 
was doing so I chanced to glance oyer tb the 
left again. Coming down the . railway line I 
espied a goods train. It was making for Rugtiy. 

"This, I thought, will be a splendid guide 
and so I swung away from the lights of the 
inotor car and flew off till I was over,' the 
train. I saw the lights of Rugby, 'flew' over 
the town, and forged ahead. 

''Das'light began to come now, and from 
here on ,to the point of .my descent in a tield 
near Polesworlh my struggle was not with 
the darkness, but with the wind.. It was the 
fieree gusts which eventually brought' me 
down." 

Paulhan, too, seeiris to have been troubled 
by the winds; for he bears out White's ac- 
count. He writes: 

"f had to fight the wind all the way from 

London. 

".Not a moment's rest came to me in my 
battle a,gainst the gusts. 

"Glance at my altitude chart and you will 
sec that I made rises and dips of as much 
as .320 feet, always \^-ith the object of flying 
in the steadiest level of air I could find. 

"After the start I was going north for. a 
long time before I sighted the special train 
which was accompanying me. but there 'was 
no nn'staki.ng it when it caught me up, with 
three loud toots of the whistle and a big white 
signal cloth flowing from the window of the 
rear coach. 

"It looked like a handkerchief from snch a 
height, hut it told me all. I coidd see that 
things were ,going well. The wind whistled 
and so did I, 

"I flew until it was quite dark. All I could 
make out 'beneath nie was the smoke of the 
train once in a while and the occasional flick- 
er of lights from a village. 

"I came down rapidly from .300 meters to 
100, so that I could be more certain of my di- 
rection. Then came the most exciting moment 
of my flight. Darkness had fallen, and before 
me I saw the lights of Lichfield. T decided 
to alight in some convenient meadow before 
reaching the town, and to do this 1 sank down 
to 150 feet. I was immediately above what 
looked like a large factory with a chimney. I 
am now told it was a brewery. And so, to 
alight safely in a field with no damage done, 
1 made a fishhook turn, and niy machine was 
now pointing toward ■ London. 

".Suddenly m_v motor stopped. Every drop 
of petrol had been exhausted, and the machine 
swooped downward almost like a stone drop- 
ping'- 

What should I do? Beneath me was a 
brewery and a certain smash ; behind me was 
a narrow field. Which was almost like a spider's 
web with its mesh of telegraph wires 

"I had an imperceptible fraction of a sec- 
ond in which to make up my mind, and I de- 
cided to risk the telegraph wires. .As t sank 
] made a sharp twist right back on the line of 
niy course, and was lucky enough to lift my- 
self over the wires. 

"I- went. to bed. at. i o'clock, deciding to 
start' again as soon as it was light, or even a 
'little- earlier. 1 slejit like a top -for. five ..hours. 

"It was still dark when I reached the'iiar- 
row meadow besirle the Trent A'alley station 
in which my machine was lying. My'mcchan- 
ics had worked well during the night. , The 



machine was charged with petrol and she was 

^all ready for the start. ■ ' 

"Happily, favored with the^'hcadwind I 
was then facing, though it was a following 
wind for my flight, 1 rose without difficulty, 
turned, and hcadctl straight for .Manchester. 
"Here was the end of my concern about the 

. issue of the race. Barring - accidents, I was 
bound now to reach Mjmchester in.. safety and 
in good time, and there. was no reason to anti- 
cipate accident, for - I had surmounted the 

-worst of the difficuitie.s-^that of a rise from 
a narrow field only 120 yards long above dim 
lanterns, which were my only indications as 
to the whereabouts of the hedge. 

"As soon , as I got up I n-iade a circle, fol- 
lowed the railway, and then, set; off for Crewe, 
fi.ghting all the way against gusts of wind. So 
certain did I feel of the road that T did nof 
trouble to take my map on the second stage 
of the journey. This was a mistake, for after 
leaving Crewe 1 thought the first station 
marked my landing place, hut I could discover 
none of the mark.s I expected to find there, 
and I had to circle back towaird London before 
T picked up th? whitewashed marks' on sleep- 
ers which flirected me onward. 

"I made yet another mistake in' mv route, 
and had to curve in yet another circle back- 
ward, hut at last I saw the new station at 
Burnage, which was my objective, and I saw 
the white marks in the' field where I was to 
land. 

"I landed, and I knew I had won. All the 
way from London it had been a fight between 
me and a puzzling wind, and I had beaten the 
wind."

THE DETECTION OF BLOOD-GUILT 

People often wonder why it is that experts 
when .giving evidence in court can so con- 
fidently affirm that a certain substance remov- 
ed from clothes, weapons, and so on, consists 
of blood, although the suspected parties de- 
clare it to be rust or paint. The determination 
of the truth is, however, a matter of simple 
preparation and nn'croscojiical observation, 
which is absolutelv infallible. 

The reader probably learnt al school that 
nil human blood consists of two kinds of dense- 
ly packed globules invisible to the naked eve. 
called cori)uscles. white and red, lloalingOr 
suspended in a liquid. I doubt whether one 
person in a million — apart from those who 
study such topics — has any real idea of the 
minuteness of these objects. It is useless to 
say, for instance, that ten millions of the red 
corpuscles will' cover a square inch if laid out 
qin'le flat. 

It has not only* to be determined whether 
a suspected substance is blood and un{ rust 
or paint — which in themselves are capable of 
allording direct evidence of their own nature 
—but it has to be learnt whether the blood is 
that of a human being or of a rabbit, fou l or 
other cheature. Fortunately, the .shapes of the 
corpuscles differ, slightly or extremely. An- 
other important fact is that human blood 
responds less readils' to the crystallization 
process outlined than do other kinrls, and. 
moreover, does so dilfcrcntly. The tinv prisms 
are an almost stiflicient clue to the real nature 
of tested human blood ?-r-Jam'es Scott, in the 
"Strand Alagazine."

Personality of George V, 



It used to be the fashion to look on the man 
who will reign over the British Empire as 
George V. as a good-natured but rather stupid 
man, * * * but recent developments have 
given reason to believe that this is not so. No 
doubt George's court will be a very different 
one from Edward's, but there are many Eng- 
lishmen who think this will not be a bad thing, 
writes Curtis Brown, the London correspond- 
ent of the'Springfield Republican. 



To begin with, George V. will be the first 
English monarch since the Stuart days of 
whom it will be possible to say that he is 
wholly and indisputably English, and speaks 
nothing but English. He doesn't like for- 
eigners. "Why should I see the brutes?" he is 
reported to have asked recently when a num- 
ber of distinguished European statesmen were 
visiting London, and he was called on to re- 
ceive them. This does not mean, however, 
that he is shy or stupid or that he is not keenly 
conscious of the duties connected with his hi^h 
position. When he is called on to take part in 
any English or colonial function lie jreanonds 
gladly, and there is no man in the country who 
is better informed on Home and Imperial prob- 
lems. His choice of friends is significant 
cither from the old English nobility or from 
men who have made their mark in the develop- 
ment of the Empire. Lord Strathcona, who 
began life as Donald Smith, a trapper for the 
Hudson's Bay Company in Canada, is one of 
his most trusted friends and advisers, and an- 
other is Lord Mount Stephen, whose career 
has been identified with the developmeni. "f 
the great Canadian Pacific railway system. lie 
has no use for the new nobility of wealth 
which has sprung up in recent years in Eng- 
land, and the international financiers, many of 
them of Eastern origin, who swarmed about 
his father, will find the court a very cold place 
indeed when he succeeds to the throne. 

The Prince detests cards, and hardly can 
be persuaded to take a hand Avhcn he is stay- 
ing at a country house. He cares nothing for 
racing? for which his father had a passion, and 
he cares even less for entertaining, while his 
father's love of surrounding himself with 
clever people has made his court the most bril- 
liant in Europe. The Prince gives one ball 
and one garden party every year, and grumbles 
at having to do this. At these functions he 
contents himself with a formal appearance and 
then settles down in a quiet corner with some 
colonial or some man who is doing tlwngs at 
home and forgets all about his more frivolous 
guests in a discussion of'some problem of Em- 
pire. 

When the South African gejierals visited 
London after the war, the King, it was known, 
could not forget that these men had been in 
rebellion against him, and while his exqiiisite 
tact enabled him to be polite to them, he had 
no desire to lionize them. The Prince stepped 
into the breach and his affabilit}' to the former 
enemies of his country had a lot to do with 
the speedy reconciliation of the Boers to their 
defeat and their loyal acceptance of British 
rule. * * * The thoroughness with Avhich 
the Prince had made himself master of South 
African problems is typical of all his work. 
Every now and again he makes a speech at 
some public function that surprises every one 
by its grasp on the subject treated. Such a 
one was his famous "Wake L^p, England!" 
speech, delivered at a Guildhall banquet a few 
years ago. 

To this day George has remained the bluff 
sailor and* his virtues and shortcomings are 

those of the man who follows the sea. 

An excellent story of his modesty refers to 
the time when he was a young officer on a war- 
ship which put in at Nova Scotia to coal. A 
prominent American politician was at Halifax 
when the vessel entered the port, and in hope 
of seeing the young Prince, he obtained per- 
mission to inspect the ship. Coaling was in 
progress when he came on board, and the cap- 
tain, who was busy, turned him over to a 
young officer, who showed him all over the 
ship. The officer's face was begrimed with 
coal dust and his uniform showed that he had 
been called from superintending the trimming 
of the bunkers to act as host to the visitor. 
The American question him about the Prince. 

"Isn't he to be seen today?" he asked. 

"I'm afraid his features won't hp visible," 
was the reply. 

"Oh, I suppose 3'ou keep him wrapped up 
in cotton wool when a job like this is on," said 
the American, but the young officer only 
laughed good-naturedly. 

Finally, when he had been shown every- 
thing there was to see, the American went to 
say good-by to the captain, who asked him if 
he had seen all he wanted. 

"Well, the fact is, 1 haven't seen the man 
I wanted most to see, the Prince." 

"The Prince!" said the captain. "Why, 
man. you have been with him for the last two 
hours I" 

"Was that the Prince?" the American 
shouted. "Well, captain, you just give him my 
compliments and tell him that I have gone 
ashore to kick myself." 

On the domestic side the heir to the British 
throne is all that could be desired by the most 
home-loving Englishman. . . . "In fact," 
said my informarit; at court, "all that he cati 
complain of is that the Prince is too domestic 
for a man in his position. He never is seen ait 
.the clubs and seldom at the theatre or the' 
opera. His idea of a pleasant evening is to sit 
at home by the fire, with a book, while his wife 
sits at his side with her knitting. He cares for 
nothing in the, way of amusement or sport, as 



it generally is understood, except for shoot- 
ing, and he has a perfect passion for that. He 
is not likely to have the personal popularity 
of his father for the reason that he has not the 
King's wonderful memory for names and 
faces and incidents." 



liis wife has the great advantage of having 
known spmething approaching poverty, for al- 
though born a princess; the daughter of a royal 
duke, there never was too much money in the 
Teck household, and Princess May knew what 
it was to scrutinize housekeeping bills and 
even to make her own dresses. She has a won- 
derful gift for detail and aa excellent memory. 
She never is so happy as when caring for her 
children, of whom she has six — five sons and a 
daughter.

ENGLAND BUILDS 1,227th WARSHIP 

Popular attention centralized itself to a 
greater degree than usual upon the prepara- 
tions for the laying of the keel of the new 
Dreadnought, the Thunderer that is to be, in 
the yards of the Thames Iron Works. The 
laying of that keel marked the initial step to- 
ward bringing into material existence the 
twelve hundred and twenty-seventh man-of- 
war buili for the British Navy on the River 
Thames during four centuries of warship con- 
struction on that waterway alone. In that great 
navy which has risen along the shores of this 
historic stream there have been numbered rep- 
resentatives of every class of fighting ships, 
from sailing three-deckers of centuries ago and 
sloops-of-war and corvettes of the days of sails 
and spars to modern battleships, armored 
cruisers, torpedo craft and destroyers. 

General interest, aside from keen attention 
to the increased opportunity for employment 
afforded by the construction of this new sea 
monster at the Thames Iron Works, has been 
reminded of the shrinkage of shipbuilding fa- 
cilities which have marked the banks of the 
Thames during recent years. The shipbuild- 
ing yards formerly extended in practically an 
unbroken chain from Chiswick to Gravesend. 
Just a hundred years ago there were twenty- 
three yards in operation, and at nine of these 
points— at Gravesend. Blackwcll, Limchouse, 
Millwall, Poplar, Northfleet, Rotherhitc, Wool- 
wich and Dcptford- — they built sixty-four and 
seventy-four gun ships of the line, while no 
fewer than twenty large ships of the line were 
in construction on the stocks in yards at the 
points named. Forty years ago there were 
seven yards able to build ironclads ; today there 
is but one — that in which' the new Thunderer's 
keel is being laid down — capable of performing 
work for the British Navy. 

"Of the twelve hundred and twenty-six 
British warships launched on the Thames," 
Mr. Edward Fraser has written in the Graphic, 
"considerably more than half the number were 
ships carrying each fifty guns and more ; 'sixty- 
fours,' and 'seventy-fours,' 'eighties' and 
'ninety-eights,' up to iio-guij ships — ships 
rated for the line of battle, as the old phrase 
went. Ten of Henry VIII. 's war fleet, to go 
back to the earliest times from which there arc 
records, were Thames built; thirty of Queen 
Elizabeth's, ten of James I.'s, seventy of Crom- 
well's, forty under Charles II., eighty under 
William III. and Queen Anne, and some three 
hundred and twenty during the eighteenth cen- 
tury, between 1714, when George i. came to the 
throne, and 181 5, the close of the great war 
with Napoleon, in addition to upward of sixty 
from 181 5 to the present time, including the 
battleships Duncan and Cornwallis, now serv- 
ing at sea, the great modern pre-Dreadnought 
cruiser Black Prince, and the new Dreadnought 
battleship the Thunderer, now begun. 

"At Trafalgar, in fact, eleven of the twenty- 
seven ships that formed Nelson's line of battle 
were London or Thames built ships — four of 
them launched from the royal dock yards of 
Woolwich and Deptford, seven built for the 
navy in private shipyards at Blackwell, Graves- 
end, Rotherhite aijd elsewhere on the river. 
Eleven out of Nelson's thirteen ships at the 
I^attle of the Nile had been sent afloat on the 
Thames — seven of them built at private yards, 
the other four at Dcptford and Woolwich, 
Thirteen of Duncan's sixteen at Camperdown 
were Thames built men-of-war — nine of them 
in private yards. Seven of the seventeen men- 
of-war that took part at the bornbardment of 
vScbastopol in the Crimean war were Thames 
built. 

"J'our out of seven Dreadnaughts the navy 
has had were built on the Thames, four out of 
six Swiftsures, two Victorys, four Graftons, 
three Albions, three Terribles, four out of five 
Thunderers, four Vanguards, three Hannibals, 
three Colossuses, two Shannons, four Re- 
venges, two Invincibles, two Neptuhes, three 
Blenheims, three Captains, two Mars, and so 
on. And not a few of the Thames-built fleet 
were ships that make their mark in history, 
that won fame that will last as long as the 
British Navy itself lasts. Grenvillc's immortal 
Revenge was a Thames-built ship, as was our 



first Victory, Hawkins' flagship in the battles, 
with the Spanish Armadas, and also our sec- 
ond Victory, one of Blake's hardest fighters; 
and also one of Blake's flagships. The/Ar- ' 
mada Dreadnought and Swiftsure ; Sir Walter 
Raleigh's;- faVprite, the first Warspite; the his- 
toric Sbvereign"'of the Seas, Charles I., "wonder 
of the world"; - Cromwell's Naseby, which 
Evelyn saw and made a caustic comment on 
just after her launch, the famous Loyal Lon- 
don, built out of subscriptions in the city for 
Charles II., were built by Thames labor in 
Thames yards. r ■ 

"Benbbw's flagship, the Breda, on 'board 
which he lost his life, was another famous 
Thames man-of-war, as were the first Shannon, 
on board which Collingwood began his sea life; 
the Royal George, which went down so tragic- 
ally at Spithead, with Kempenfelt and nine 
hundred people on board. The famous Bruns- 
wick, which fought so desperate a duel with the 
French Vengeur on the 'Glorious First of 
June'; Nelson's flagships at St. Vincent, at 
the Nile and at Copenhagen — the Captain, the 
Vanguard and the Elephant — were all Thames 
ships. The heroic Colossus, a seventy-four in 
CoUingvvobd's line at Trafalgar, was a Thames- 
built ship, and in the battle was manned, too, 
mostly by Londoners, of whom, indeed, one 
man in every three was either killed or wound- 
ed."

COMETARY COINCIDENCES 

The death of King Edward while PI alley's 
comet is visible in the eastern sky has called 
attention again to the superstition of the Mid- 
dle Ages, that the appearance of one of these 
unusual heavenly visitors presaged the death 
of a ruler or a personage of great importance. 

The belief that comets foretell wars, pestil- 
ence, drought, and especially the birtli and 
death of distinguished people was once almost 
universal, and the ancient chroniclers seem to 
have availed themselves of every coincidence 
between an important event and the appear- 
ance of a "hairv star" which could jjossibly be 
brought in to support the theory of mysteri- 
ous celestial influences. But some of these 
coincidences are deemed remarkable, alto- 
gether apart from superstition. 

Comets Forerunners of Death 

Many are the comets that have been cited 
as forerunners of death. In 375 A.D. one. of 
these bodies showed itself in the sky a few 
days before the death of Valentinian, and in 
504 "a great and brilliant star with a long 
ray" apj^eared when Ambrosus Aui'clius lay 
(lying. The death of Pope Benedict I LI., in 
858, was accompanied by a comet. In 869 a 
comet "announced" the decease of Lotharius 
the Younger. 

"A burning star like a torch with a long 
tail" presaged the death of Louis II. of France 
in 875. and the appearance of a comet' two 
vears later was followed by the death of 
Charles the Bold. 

When the Emperor Constantiiie Porphy- 
rogenitus lay breathing his last, 959 A.D., "a 
gloomy and obscure star" shone for some time 
in the heavens. The death of Casimir, King of 
Poland, in 1058, was "announced" by a comet, 
and a similar sign was given in 1125 before 
the death of Wiadislas, King of Bohemia. 

There was a comet in the heavens during 
the last illness of Pope Alexander III., in 1181. 
When King Richard of England died, in 1199, 
it was noticed that a comet had been visible 
for 15 days preceding, the event. 

Halley's and Phillip of France 

In 1223 a comet, which has since been iden- 
tified as Halley's, was regarded as the pre- 
cursor of the death of Phillip Augustus, King 
of France. Three days before the decease of 
Thomas Aquinas, in r274_ a comet made its 
appearance. In 1.^02 a comet preceded the 
death of John Gallino Visconti, Duke of Milan. 
A comet became visible in the autumn of 1436, 
and in the following February James I. of 
Scotland was assassinated. A comet was also 
seen the evening before the killing of James II. 
of Scotland, on August 3, 1460. A comet which 
shone many days "announced" the death of 
Ferdinand, King of Arragon.

PRESSURE OF LIGHT 

Because the tail of a comet increases in 
splendor as the sun is approached and because 
it invariably points away from the sun, no 
matter where the comet may be in its orbit, it 
follows that some solar force more powci ful 
than gravitation must drive matter from the 
head to form the tail. It is only recently that 
a satisfactory explanation has been found for 
this anomaly. An undreamed of force has been 
discovered to which we may attribute some of 
the vagaries of a comet's tail. That force is 
nothing less than the pressure of light. 

It is rather startling to learn at this late 
clay that the sunbeams which play upon green 
grass and blue water are actually pressing the 
earth. Yet that pressure has been so accur- 
ately measured that we know now that the 
earth sustains a light load of 150,000 tons. 
Why is it that we do not see objects pushed 
into space by the .solar effulgence Simply be- 
cause light pressure acts not so much on mas- 
ses as on surfaces. The less the mass and the 
gi cater t!ic surface t'le more pronounced will 
be t!ie effect of light pressure. 

Divide a ball of lead weigb.ing one pound 
into 1,000 little balls. The total weight re- 
mains the same, but the, surface has been in- 
creased. Divide each little ball again into 
T.ooo smaller balls. The resulting 1,000,000 
balls still weigh one f)6uhd, but the surface 
has been enormoush^ augmented. Carry this 
subdivision so far that leaden particles are ob- 
tained measuring one twenty-thousandth of 
an inch in diameter. Each one of these parti- 
cles, if placed into interstellar space, will re- 
main stationary because, its weight (gravita- 
tion) will exactly counterbalance the light 
pressure of the sun. If subdivision be carried 
beyond that critical diameter light pressure 
will wrench each particleirom the grip of solar 
gravitation and hurlr it • into space.— Circle 
iV'Iagazine. '; " ' 



No doubt, it would be more correct to de- 
scribe the scheme of which Lord William Cecil 
has been', the most earnest advocate as a Uni- 
versity for China than as a Chinese University. 
We have been asked by those who are engaged 
in raising the necessary funds to lay a few par- 
ticulars before our'r^aders.an4, tO;iiSa.ke^^n. ap- 
peal for support " to the CliirieSe ". merchant 
princes, of whom, there are a good many in 
Malaya. Thou.^h it is iiecessary to keep in 
mind the distinction drawn in our first sen- 
tence, we have no hesitation in complying with 
the request. China is so vast that it would be 
ridiculous to express a fear of over-lapping. 
There is abundant room for the University of 
which the foundation stone has just been laid 
at Hongkong, and also- for the University at 
the junction of the three great Wuhan towns, 
Hangkow, Hanyang and Wuchang. When 
both are complete, there will be abundant room 
for the real Chinese University which must be 
established, in all probability, at Peking. From 
what we can gather, the Hongkong scheme 
contemplates mainly the giving of the highest 
order of, scientific education, without neglect- 
ing the literary side. In the Wuhan Univer- 
sity it is expressly stated, the object will be to 
give prominence to the arts subjects. "Our 
aim," the promoters .say, "being neither to sup- 
plant tlffc national culture nor, on the other 
hand, to superimpose upon it a layer of tech- 
nical scientific training having no organic re- 
laton to it, it is of the first importance to teach 
thoroughly those departments of Western 
thought Avhich are most nearly allied to the old 
national culture." Many wise and experienced 
men have been consulted in the preparation of 
the scheme, and some of them have a lifelong 
acquaintance with China, so that, they should 
not go astray. Yet we would, in the friendliesl; 
spirit, remind them that care has to be taken 
not to meddle too freely with national culture. 
There is a great aristocracy pf .intellect in 
China, and it does not neglect 'Western litera- 
ture or Western thought. What the intellec- 
tual classes in China are eagcf-to receive from 
the West is instruction in the wide range of 
applied sciences which it has been the good for- 
tune of Europe to develop far beyond anything 
that the East has contemplated. The .five 
thousand Chinese students who are studying 
at 'Tokio University are not ther.e for the pur- 
pose of increasing their familiarity .'with Wes- 
tern phi.lpsophy.- The majority of them hold it 
in some measure of contempt, but are full of 
eagerness to gain knowledge of physics, chem- 
istry and physiology. One of the reasons why 
China is backward, judged from Western stan- 
dards, is that what we know as "arts" subjects 
have beeiv developed to- the almost entire ex- 
clusion of natural sciences.. , ,Tl?.e->Eure scholar 
may become a noble thinker, and a most bril- 
liant 'diplomatist, but his training unfits him 
for guiding and directing the industrial ener- 
gies of the people. They stagnate for want of 
the influence of such men as Kelvin, Bessi- 
'mer and Mond and their thousands of pupils 
have imparted to our own people. In India, 
we have concentrated our efforts and spent our 
means generously to popularise Western learn- 
ing among the native population, and there is 
a grave fear that the process has been carried 
too far, and that the Universities in that vast 
dependency are turning out thousands of men 
for whom there is no room in the public ser- 
vice, and who are unfit for any other. The fact 
is notorious, and it is impossible that it can 
have been overlooked by the promoters of this 
Oxford and Cambridge movement for estab- 
lishing a University at Hankow. It must be 
assumed that they have taken it into their 
consideration in drafting their plans. 

The real purpose of the scheme is to crown 
tbo great educational work that is being car- 
ried on in schools and colleges founded and 
conducted by the Western missionaries. These 
arc frankly denominational, but they are pre- 
pared to combine in an endeavor to make the 
University undenominational. It is to consist 
of two 'parts like Oxford or Cambridge: (a) A 
central body ' of professors and instructors 
primarily responsible for the advanced teach- 
ing, (b) A number of colleges or hostels in 
wliich the students would reside tmder some 
kind of moral discipline and supervision. Most, 
if not all. of the colleges or hostels "would be 
controlled by Christian bodies of different 
denominations, and would give such refigious 
instruction as each denomination thought fit 
within their own walls." It is provided that 
students might come under the mortal super- 
vision of the hostels without participating in 
their denominational teaching. The Oxford 
and Cambridge Hostels in India work on the 
same principle. Hindus and Mohammedans 
many reside in them without becoming con- 
\-erts, but the jiroportion of conversions is 
higher than anywhere else, and, needless to 
say, ])arents of deeply pronounced views hesi- 
tate to expose their sons to what are considered 
the risks of contamination. . . 

The hideous .dangers of • casual' lodging in 
the bazaars are often preferred, and it is only 
of late that really efficient Hindu and Moham- 
medan hostels have been provided at these 
University centres. This Chinese scheme has 
many obstacles to surmount. It cannot pre- 
tend, we think, to be in any sense national. On 
■the other hand, the- conspicuous prosperity of 
the denominational colleges proves that there is 
a demand for the kind of teaching- they give, 
and it is impossible to offer olijectibhs to that 
teaching being carried to its logical conclusion, 
Avhich cannot be done witliout a University. 
Yet, we think the true University tone would 
have been more fully assured if the promoters 
of the scheme had shown less anxiety to re- 
cruit the professorate from missionary ranks, 
and had not associated it. with the denomina- 



tional hostels. Some of the most brilliant 
teachers may have to be missed because their 
acquiescence in such conditions could not be 
secured. While dealing quite frankly with the 
proposals;. .we are nevertheless cbnviriced that 
they should make a strong appeal to patriotic 
Chinese gentlemen. 

' Llissionaries are human, and they err occa- 
sionally. Sad incidents have occurred from 
time to time for which it would not be quite 
just to place the blame all on one side. With 
the foundation of a University we should Hope 
to see the growth of larger sympathies and. 
greater comprehension on both sides.- .^ At.'rthe 
least it will dfaw iiit'o China somb men 'with 
intellectual grasp enough to make them com- 
prehend that all is not right because it is Wes- 
tern or wrong because it is Eastern. It should 
mitigate the intolerance which frequently acts 
as a stumbling block, because men who are 
wcrthy of professorial chairs must' be Capable 
of appreciating the great intellectual qualities 
of the Chinese nation. Thus we may hope to 
see East and Wiest drawn closer, and the ad- 
vantages will assuredly be mutual. — Straits 
Times.

To many 
it seems .strange that Americans with so many 
available wild places in their own country 
should go to old Scotland for bird shooting, 
where the liills have been shot over for cen- 
turies, but the conditions there are most favor- 
able fol- game. The heather grows luxuriantly 
and furnishes excellent food on which birds 
thrive so well that, although many thousands 
are shot annuall3% the number shot each sea- 
son i,s not reduced. They have a system of 
game; protection and intelligent care of pre- 
serves, which should be an "object lesson" for 
riiir legislators and sportsmen. 

P>alintore Castle, Midi county, where we 
went for grouse, is on high ground overlook- 
ing hills of heather rolling away to the sky 
line. 

\\ hen at the leisurely hour of 9 our shoot- 
ing party, some on Scotch ponies and soi-nc 
afoot, moved off across the heather we were 
a ca\alcade, seven "gnins." with gamekeepcr.s 
and 1)0}' and .girl "beaters" to the nuntber of 
20. There were li\ c or si.x dogs, brought along 
to retrieve, but the}- were kept under the con- 
trol of the keepers, and the "guns'' ti;)ok little, 
if any, notice of them. It was all new to inc. 
as I have, been in the habit of starting out at 
daylight alone and handlin.g my own dogs. 
There 1 did not even carry by tw<-) T.;-bcii-e 
.vnns. These my loader bore behind me. In- 
stead. I was given what appeared to i:)e a 
clumsy walking stick, but which, whenever I 
cared to sit down, developed into a one-legged 
stool. 

Within a quarter of an hour we came to a 
side hill broken at intervals with a line of 
blinds, called in vScotland "butts." Our host 
at the breakfast table haci produced ivoi-y 
lueces with numbers on them, and we drew 
lots for places. The most desirable "butts" 
were at or near the top of the hill. but. as we 
passed from hill to hill, we advanced one 
place, so all had an equal chance at the favor- 
ite positions. 

.\fter takin.g up our stations in the "butts." 
each with a loader, wq waited for the .grouse 
to be driven to us. With little flags held hi.gh 
over their heads the laddies and lassies went on 
a detour of one or two miles. The flags served 
a double purpose — they frightened the birds 
and gave warning to the sportsmen not to 
shoot the advancing "beaters" as their heads 
appeared above the heather. Before the flags 
were in geherkP use, it is told that a gan-ie- 
kecper in reply to a question why there were 
so few boys, answ-ered : "INle laird, you shot 
'em rlown rather close last season." 

(icuerally the birds flew low. as the air 
near the .ground offered .greater resi.stance to 
their Avings, and they flew faster just above 
the heather. The American sportsman, accus- 
tomed to shoot behind dogs, has had little prac- 
tice on "incomers,'" and the driven grouse came 
as if shot from a cannon. In thi.s country when 
birds fly toward us the sportsman gcncralh- 
fires when thev'- get about at ri.ght angles, but 
in Scotland he must not fire \\-ithin an an.gle 
of safety of about 50 deg. Instead of follow- 
ing the bird with his gun within the angle, he 
must raise it, to avoid danger from accidental 
discharge. The "gun" in England and Scot- 
land become accustomed to tlie.se contlitions, 
and a fair sliot will kill one "incomer" ami then 
turn and kill the second as the bird passes hc- 
vond the .So deg. limit, but some of the "guns" 
who kill thousands of birds annually become 
so exi)crt that Ihcy will first kill two "in- 
comers" and then, with the second gun, which 
their loader hands them, they will kill one or 
two birds as they are flying away. 

Sometimes, narticularly late in the season 
w hen the birds "pack''^ — that is. wd-ien a large 
number of them get together — they corne in 
cousiderjd)lc numbers, and some of them fh- 
high. The high birds are followed with the 
gun continually as the angle of safety is in 
the elevation. 

Kvery reasonable i)recaution was taken [n 
avoid accident, and the rules for safct}- were 
imperative. ,Sportsmen here arc too careless 
in pointin.g loaded guns at their companions. 
Having made it a rule not to go the second 
time with a man who covers me with a loaded 
gnn. I .generally shoot alone. In Scotland 
when a man shoofs within the angle of safety, 
even though 110 one is hurt, his host is likely 
In request him to retire from the field. It is 
told that, in one case, a laird being shot, he 
quickly asked thb man who fired to hold up 
his hand, which he did, and the laird filled it 
full of shot. 

The "butts" arc about 60 yards apart, so 
that it is not always possible to know to whose 
gnn the bird falls, hut it makes no difference in 
the final adjustment, as the birds are assem- 
bled in one place. 

There is, however, a healthy rivalry as to 
the number which each man kills, but it is 
often found that there arc less bird.s — never 
more — than the aggregate of the numbers re- 
|)orted by each "gun." There was one rogui.sh 
retriever that was .so alive to his master's in- 
terests that, in the most exciting moment of 
the shooting-, he ^yent to the adjoining "butt' 
and brought to his master one of his neighbor's 
birds. 

There arc two kinds of grouse to be found 
on the moors, the most common a bird about 
the size of our spruce partridge. The other is 
a larger and darker grouse, which gcnerally 
flies.high. The male is known as the black 
cock altd the female as the grey hen. 

In the course of the day. the party with 



w'hoin I shot, went to about lial^a'dojcen lines 
of "butts," continuing at the sport until nearly 
dark. 

Some of the hills were steep, and the pony 
was a M'clcome "lift."' 

In the middle of the day we sat down on 
the heather to lunch, which, after our exercise, 
had the sauce of keen appetites. There were 
good-fellowship stories laughed at, and one of 
the "guns" quoted : 

"Oh, there is sweetness in the mountain air 
'J'hat bloated ca^e can never hope to share." 

.■\. little way off the gamekeepers and the 
"beaters" fell to, and the youngsters, who had 
been having a lively scramble all the morning, 
ate ravenously. 

A party of seven, such as ours was, shoots, 
say. from 50 to 200 brace of grouse per day, 
and. alth(5ugb the jircscrves will be shot (jver 
almost daily until November, there arc a suf- 
ficient number of birds left at the end of the 
season. In fact, if too many arc left they do 
not thrive. 

The advantage of "driving" is that the (dd 
l)irds are shot, while in shooting o\-rr dogs a 
lar.ger percentage of young bird,-- are killed. 

These vScotcb estates are all catalo,t;iied. 
and whole [)ublical ii uis are devcued to ibciu. 
giving the name of the owner, the lessees of 
various years, and the number of birds killed, 
wdiich most largely determines the rental of 
the estate, so that the owner i.s pleased to have 
the lessee shoot a large number. 

The pleasure of shooting is i)artially ii-i 
makin.g and talking of good shots, but is also 
lar.tiely in companionship. 

Partridge shooting conmicnces in F.ngland 
the 1st of September and pheasant shooting on 
October r, My host -went south late in Sep- 
tember, but f,ew men, even in F.ngland, with 
all its charming country i)laccs, have such an 
impressive and comfortable establishment 
\vaiting him as Ijattle .\bbey. 

The habitable portion w-as built some time 
in the thirteenth century, but is furnished with 
the lu.Kuries of a modern city house. 

The surrounding country is umlulatiug-, 
marketl off by old hedges. There are many 
turnip fields and some woods, but mots of the 
land is in grass, prineipatl}' for grazing. The 
partridges and pheasants are quite number- 
ous in these fields, so that one is sure of good 
shootin.g. The game laws are such fixed in- 
stitutions that there are- practicalh- no poach- 
ers. . ,,■ 

The drives arc much shorter than in Scot- 
land, and, nistead of "butts," the "guns," in 
position lesected by lolv stand in line from 10 
to 20 yards behind the'hed.gc over which, the 
birds arc to be driA-eii. 

The same one-legged stools are in use and 
come in very handv in the fields. .VUhiiugh 
the sportsman generall}' has notice, the Iieat- 
ers whistle when birds are in flightj and he 
must be constantly on" the alert, as a bird may 
at any moment appear 'over the hedge in full 
flight. 

There is no great amount of tramping in- 
\ oIved, and the women o\ the party often come 
cjitt to sec the sport, each standing behind one 
of the ".guns." '^Phe .\nierican s])Ortsman is 
less embarrassed by the angle of safety in 
partridge shooting thaii in grouse shooting, as 
the birds are turned upward hv the hedge and 
fly sufficiently high, .so there is no danger in 
following the bird with the gun in shooting at 
any point. 

■'l,o\\- birds " are not shot at. except occas- 
ionally, wlien the ".gun"" can sec the i-angc of 
the shot iu an open field, but. iiwing to the 
lack of cover, the use of dogs is I'alliug off in 
ICngland. In Scotland, where the heather is 
good cover, they shoot over dogs early in the 
season on many of the estates. Ycju hear old 
sportsmen tell of how much more uncult i\ated 
land there was in their \-outh. regretting the 
change, and how much they enjoyed shooting- 
over their \vcll-lM-ei,l pointers and setters. 

1 found the sport enhanced i>n account of 
the pretty country, with its old oaks, its hedges, 
its strgtches of green sward and places of his- 
torical" interest. The sh'ooting was in itself 
\'cry good. A day's .sport average 40 brace of 
partridge and 20 of ])heasant for a party of 
seven, and \ve were frcc|uentl_v moving from 
field to field, which cliango were more fre- 
f|uenl than in Scotland, as the drives were 
iiuich shorter. 

Later in the season, my host informed me, 
they had great drives, where pheasants were 
shot flying fast and hi,gh over trees, and when 
the bags made were very lar.ire. 

.MtlKiii.gli I had a good deal of shootin.g in 
ICurope and bad as much sport ;i< the next one, 
1 did not feel fully satisfied. Tlierc was some- 
thin.!; I;ii-kiiig. but 1 did not stop to analyze it, 
as I wa> having too .good a time. As the 
steamer approached home I found myself 
thinking of my dogs up in Connecticut, and, 
the day after my arrival, I' was on the train 
bound for Liberty Hill. 

How different I found hnntin.g in .Ameri- 
ca fr(->m shooting in Kngland. When ni)- dogs 
saw me tliev came with a rush and barked and 
jumped, and c\-en howled for joy. .\s 1 was 
putting my .gun together, Drake, as usual, 
found my shooting cap and came to me with it 
in his mouth. We were s^nu off across the 
hills and valleys. It was a bright October day, 
the woods were brilliant with foliage of every 
color from the hri,ght crimson of the "maple to 
the rich yellow of the chestnut. It was the open 
season for wo(jdcock, ruffed grouse and quail. 
What route should I take to have the best 
chances for .game? Were the jiartridges feed- 
ing on wild grape or were the}' under the acorn 
and chestnut trees ? ■ .'VYUei'c -w.ei-e/-.th.e,,^b(^st;; 
chances for woodcock?. AVere the .''liome.'bif^ 
in the alder swamps or "flight birds" on the 



hills? ■'fhe'q'tiail, r ki'iew, were certain on, or 
near, the buckwheat stubbles. 

Drake, ranging wide, having "bu d sense, ' 
looked in the most likel)' places and stopjied at 
the scent, fearing to flush the bird until 1 came 
within shot. Woodcock and quail lie to the 
dog, but partridges seldom do. Drake knows 
it and remained standing until I could make a 
circle to get the partridge between us. 

In America the .sportsman must have the 
game sense; in Kngland he must be at n-.oai a 
good shot. In Europe he is a part of a sys- 
tem, of which the gamekeeper is the practical 
head, and as your only office is to shoot, he 
very appropriately classes you as one of the 
"guns." The .'\merican s])ortsman plays every 
feature of the game, and herein lies the lack (^f 
complete satisfaction in shooting m h.urope. 
Mere wc nin^t ha\-e a knowledge of woodcraft, 
of the habits of the birds. W'c must know 
how to handle cntr dogs to be able to shoot un- 
der all conditions, whether in "the open ' or m 
"the bush." We take intense delight in the 
superior work of Our dogs. 

With a bird in his mouth our favorite setter 
points another. Make a 'double .shot and he 
leaves the dead bird to secure the wounded one. 
There is not only a feeling akin to affection, 
but there is perfect nnder.stai-iding I)et\veeu you. 
.•Mtliongli your l)ag ma)- be but three or four 
wuodcock, several ])artridge6 and a few quail 
— insignificant in number compared to the 
ba^s made of "driven birds" — the game you 
ha\-e shot under varied conditions is entirely 
ilie result of your own knowledge and .skill. 
.\t night, thorou.yhly tired out, .\'ou have a 
sense of coin])lete contentment as you rest, 
after a hearty dinner, with your dogs lyin.g 
ar<->uiul, reminders of the sport and inspiring a 
feelin.g of companionship. In contemplation, 
in front of the blazing logs in the great rough 
fireplace, you say with Mickey Fee, " 'Tis not 
for glory I care ; ambition is only a fable,"' 
and, taking an all-round view of life, conclude 
that "health reserves" are better than "bank 
re.'iervcs." — Charles R. Flint, in Amateur 
Sportsman. 



SPORTING SLANG AND ITS 
DERIVATION 

Sporting slan.g and its derivation is an ab- 
sorbing topic: it should be made interesting 
both to the educated man and to his less for- 
tunate brother, Avhoseediication has been im- 
|)erfeclly improved by the best school of all — ■ 
a hard world and its experiences. Sporting 
slan.g boasts a stron.g and vigorous father, 
spring from the Turf, and a loud-mouthed, 
bellic<jse mother hailing from the boxin.g 
booth, the wrestlin.g arena, or the other homes 
of plebiaii ]iastimcs. With such a parentage, 
this language is certain to be coarse, yet, des- 
pite that, it is interesting — nay, more, it is 
educative. If anything, it proves what a .great 
force the Gipsy tongue, as we call it in our 
simplicity, has been in helpin.g to make a lau- 
.guage so expressive that it can be understood 
from Edinburgh to I^ewes or from Cardiil." to 
Paisle}-. The Gipsy tongue, the language of 
the Zigeunes in Geniiau}-, that of the Gitanos 
in Spain, that of the Zigani in Russia, and the 
Zincarri in Persia, has long been a source of 
mystery. Erroneously considered to be 
Egyptians, it is difficult to convince some peo- 
ple that they derive their origin from the 
Pariahs, the lowest cast of Hindus. Their 
arrival in luirojic corresponds with the period 
in which Tamerlane invaded Hindustan, and 
these fugitives from the Conqueror wandered 
in search oT a home where the}' hoped they 
would not be held in a state of detestation as 
they had been in their native lands. Such a 
people would appear to have little claim for 
our thought, yet the interest taken in them is 
widespread, and one proposes to examine 
their language to trace its roots and to show 
ihc important iufiuence which it has exercised 
over our familiar iliscourse. 

These gipsy tribes ori.ginally niigraled 
from Xorth-West liulia, and their langua.ge, 
so far as its principal words are concerned, is 
a dialect of Hindustani. The most extraor- 
dinary thing about it is that it should be so 
pure as it is after four centuries of hard wear 
and tear. The lan.guage of the Romanys is 
still almost identical ^\•itll that now sp<-)ken iu 
llindustan. There is no Hebrew or Chalrlaic 
element in the language of the Romany to 
support the idea that tlie lost tribes of Israel 
ha\-e contributed to its vocabulary. 

To sjieak of a man following a sj-iort as a 
"dal)-liaud" is to mean that he excels. Now 
the word dhab in Hindustani and in Gipsy 
means dexterity. The word "knack," oi*trick, 
of doing a certain thing comes from the Gip- 
sies, it being nakhra in Hindustani. In Gips.\-, 
cliab is a fellow-, and nimle a dodge; in slan.g, 
a rum chaj-) is a man full of dodges. Kailc, in 
Hindustani and Gips\-, has its equi\-alcnt in 
rake. Larka, in the two languages, signifies 
.-^port : to larke in EngUsh is to show exces- 
sive lii.gh spirits. 

A footballer -who makes a mistake in the 
■field, a cricketer who misses a catch, or a 
sportsman who makes a blunder at a critical 
moment, is said to "muff" things. Jn. Hindus- 
tani "mufflis" are nikserable creatures, and 
there is no doubt that we have contracted 
them into "mufi's" by the aid of our Gipsy 
friends. The slang term for mouth is muj*: ' 
1'he Hindustani word is miij, and the Gipsy 
inooe. To come "down with the dust" is the 
slang term to produce the money. Duster is 
Gipsy and Hindustani, and signifies money. 
Dean Swift, once preaching a charity sermon, 
tool£-as his text that verse in Pro.v^jrbs,-. "He 
th'af hath pity upon the poor lendeth-amto the 
Lord;" '

The slang terms to blab, to tell 
secrets, is from the Hindustani ba-lab, which 
signifies on the lip ; labium, the Latin word 
for lip, is no doubt from the same root as the 
Hindustani lab. a lip. "To ,go a inuckcr'" is 
from muka, a blow from the- fist, and signifies 
to be. knocked on tlie. head. , Tlie. expression 
is borrowed ■ from ■ the slang '.of " the ' old-time- 
pugilists.— Borrow II. . .•' ', "

FADS 

•• What is a fad ? 

, Most pf us, if we spoke our private convic- 
tion, would say at once, "Our neighbor's opin- 
i6n !" 

Sucli is human nature, that if we find any- 
one in earnest about a subject that has no par- 
ticular interest for us, \vc turn aside with a 
sneer at fads and faddists. 

Lady Grove, in a recent treatise "On Fads."' 
would seem to suggest that enthusiasm is fan- 
aticism to those who do not share it, and a fad 
to those who dislike it. 

Perhaps this is a nice distinction. 

Would you rather be called a faddist or a 
fanatic? • 

There is certainly a dignity of a kind about 
fanaticism ; the term should be reserved for 
great causes and strong enthusiasms. 

It is too much of n compliment for tliosc 
^vho babble fantastic nonsense about new re- 
ligions, and new moralities, and new diges- 
tions [ 

For a discussion of fads and faddists the 
moment is most certainly opportune. 

They flourish round us like weeds in the 
spring rain : which of us does not know peo- 
ple who must iiave some new and marvelous 
garments, unlike anything mankind has worn 
since the primeval fig-leaf, or food nauseating- 
ly different from any mess that the maddest 
cook has ever invented; who proudly declare 
their intention to be unlike any human being 
who has been allowed to live upon earth? 

Eccentricity is the fasiiion of the hour; rev- 
olution against an^vthing from beefsteak to the 
Decalogue is noisy all about us! 

But this very abundance of fads should 
make us chary about calling everyone a fad- 
dist who does not happen to be on our side. 

So we come back to the question. What is 
a fad? 

• It is really a question that is extremely easy 

to answer — some eccentricity or extravagance 
for which there is no justifiable reason. 

But who shall be judge of what is reason- 
• able? 

There arc not many of us sufficiently judi- 
cial to be able to decide fairly whether some- 
thing we do not believe in is a possible opin- 
ion for other folk. 

We have to remember that every reformer 
is apt to seem ridiculous to the normal folk 
about him. 

We jeer, perhaps, at some faddist who will 
have it that we must wear nothing made of 
wool, silk, or cotton, because the salvation of 
the whole' human race depends uf)bn arraying 
themselves in papier-mache, indiafubber or 
chainmail I No doubt she is a wholly prepos- 
terous "person ; but, then, the first person who 
proposed that society should shed its fig- 
leaves, or skins, anci i)ut on woven clothes was 
certainly the ljutt of every jester of her time! 

What is the criterion? Plow are we to dis- 
tinguish the silly eccentricity inspired by noth- 
ing more respectable than the vapid, vulgar de- 
sire to be unlike everybody else, from the reas- 
onable effort to manage things better? 

It is to be feared that there js nothing for it 
but to attempt the awful task of being judicial, 
or the still more awful task of carcfr.l thought. 

For after all, there is, in the nature of 
things, a distinction between a fad and, a re- 
form. 

The great advances which the human race 
has made, whether in the great matters of mor- 
ality, or the minor affairs of manners and com- 
fort, have been led, not by faddists, not by 
people who were "agin everything," but by 
people who were in their nature and their daily 
life profoundly normal ! 

Two two haphazard examples, utterly un- 
alike in every respect, vastly different in rela- 
tive importance. 

Socrates was a man as powerful as most 
we can think of in the advance of human 
thouglit and morality. He was (juite content 
to live in the ordinary life of his town, to fight, 
and to dine and to drink, like any other good 
citizen. 

Ages away from him we find Dick Steele 
doing as much as any man can to drive duelling 
from an Englishman's code of honor. , 

And Steele, in his private life, was the jolly, 
rolicking soldier to perfection. 

If then you are wondering whether your 
dear friend's curious opinions are to be called 
fads or not, ask yourself first, whether apart 
from them she is a healthy, normal creature, 
enjoying a healthy, normal life. 

We hear so much nowadays of good people 
who want to abolish the family because they 
had such a bad time at home ; who demand that 
we should all be vegetarians because meat 
gives them indigestion ; or, in fine, would have 
us believe that the whole world is mud color 
because they are color blind. 

It is not profitable to remake the whole 
world according to the taste of abnormal peo- 
ple; we have to' arrange things .for the com- 
fort of the majority. 

Certainly all reasonable freedom should be 
accorded to those unhappy people who suffer 
frob a chronic disability to find anything with 
which they can be contented. 

But as there never was a time when eccen- 
tric individuals had so much opportunity lo do 
what is right in their own eyes as the present, 
we need not concern ourselves overmuch with 
them. 

What we have to guard against just now is 
that the vociferous cries of the faddists .should 
not delude us into the belief that people arc 
important just because they are extraordinary. 

Of course there are other marks by which 
one may distinguish the faddist froni -the -sen-; 
sible person. ; * '

bread and winkles 'cannot give a sensible and 
more or less accurate account of the way in 
which people have come to be contented with 
the more ordinary diet of today, distrust her. 

P'or it is ahva3-s safe to distrust any re- 
former who expects you to believe that things 
as they are are a mere hotch7potch of folly. 

No existing custom has come into everyday 
use without some reason. 

It may be, often, that better customs could 
be introduced, but the old customs have n6t 
grown up as spontaneous exhibitions of lunacy. 

They must have been found useful or pleas- 
ant. 

Experience must have proved that they 
were tolerable, or else they would have died 
of atroph)-. ' 

Other questions you may also well ask of 
anyone who bids you . recreate yourself on a 
new and improved system. 

.-\s, for cxam])lc. whctlier she has any pre- 
cise notion of what you arc like alread}', and 
any thoughtful conception of what \ou will be 
like if you follow her into the wilderness. 

Unless you can get answers these ques- 
tions which testify to sanitv, intelligence and 
thought, you have ever}' right to pronounce 
your would-be-reformer a faddist, and to laugh 
at her for the good of her soul. ' 

But such tests, enthusiastic people may ar- 
gue, are not to be passed successfully by the 
ordinary mind.

SOME SURVIVALS OF THE QUAINT 
- CUSTOMS OF O^-D EN TIMES .'.^.^ 

The old customs connected with May Day 
have, for the most part, disappeared. 

Puritan zeal gave practically the death- 
blow to the Maypole dance. 

Here and there, however, even to this pres- 
ent day, a fragmentary observance still lingers, 
as at Poloerro, in Cornwall, where on May 
Day morning the people sa,lly forth to gather 
hawthorn blossorh, or green leaves if the flow- 
er be unobtainable, anvone who is not thus 
adorned being liable to a "sprinkling" from the 
village boys, who later in the da}- go about 
armed with vessels of water, for that purpose. 

Again, at the little port of Minehead, May 
Day is celebrated witli a quaint ceremony, in 
which some see a survival of the ancient Suii 
worship. 

The' proceedings extend over three days, ' 
from May Eve to niglitfall on the 3rd of the 
mouth, during which time the "hobby-horse," 
which constitutes the principal figure, makes 
its round of the neighborhood. 

It is a curious-looking object with its fan- 
tastic draperies and abnormally long tail, ani- 
mated by a sailor-lad, whose masked liead is 
thrust out of the middle of it'^ and Iwbb re- 
ceives money from the crowds that gather" at 
the sound of his attendant's drum. 

"Jack-in-the-green" and his oddlj'-clad fol- 
lowers still occasionally appear on May Day 
in the streets of Oxford, where from the sum- 
mit of Magdalen College Tower the old May 
Morning hymn is still sung in Latin by white- 
robed choristers at 5 a.m. 

A somewdiat similar custom prevails at 
Durham, on the 29th of May, in conunemor- 
ation of Neville's Cross, where the choristers 
ascend the central tower of the cathedral, and 
there sing three anthems, "Lord, for Th}' Ten- 
der Mercy's Sake," "Therefore With .-Vngels 
and Archangels," and "Give Peace in Our 
Time, O Lord." 

One is sung from each of three sides of the 
tower; the fourth, side is omitted by reason of 
an accident which took jjlace there very many 
years ago, when a chorister boy fell over the 
edge and was killetl. 

The 29th of 1^.1 ay sees great rejoicings at 
Chelsea Ilospital. in honor of the iMerrie Afon- 
arch, by whom that establishment was found- 
ed, "for the ease of the worthy warriors brok- 
en by age and battle." 

King Charles' statue in the quadrangle is 
hidden from sight amid a wreath of green 
boughs and garlands, and oak-leaf badges also 
adorn the cooks in the kitchen, who spend a 
busy time in preparation^ of the plum pud- 
dings with which the "worthy warriors" arc 
regaled at noon. ' , . . 

Extra beef and extra^beer, ahd'giftS;of-two 
shillings apiece are also dispensed in honor of 
the day, Avhich was formerly marked further. 
l)y a parade and cheers for Iving Charles. 

The same "merrie nionlh of Maye" wit- 
nesses a singular celebration at Helston, in 
Cornwall, known as "Furry Day." 

Its origin is wrapped in nn'stery. Some 
ascribe it to a festival of pagan days; in honor, 
of the Goddess. Flora. , "r^i.i^'-'fe;T : 

Helston, however, has its own ; clierisljied " 
legend to account for it, ;tHis legend 'tdiHng of 
its deliverance from the powers of evil by the 
Archangel ^Michael, its patron saint, who 
wage a special conflict on its behalf with the 
great Dragon, and vanquished him in mid-air.

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The following is an address, on Christian 
Science, delivered recently iitt Ganiegie Hal!, 
New York, by Mr. Bicknell Young of London : 

As a system of education Christian Sci- 
ence is unique and original. It explains itself 
and nothing else explains it. It can be ap- 
proached, however, from a common stand- 
point, which is universally acceptable. That 
we exist is incontrovertible. It is a fact so 
absolute that no one questions it. Upon that 
fact depends all achievement in science, art 
and general progress. That universal fact in- 
volves corelative facts which are not at first 
so easily perceived, but which are just as ab- 
solute. Man is not self-existent nor self- 
creative. He is effect, not cause. In such 
analysis, however, it is not pretended in Chris- 
tian Science that human existence ilhistrates 
the truth concerning man. Indeed, material life 
is generally regarded a? more or less unsatis- 
factory. Some may say it is largely a mis- 
take, and in moments of great discouragement 
some have even declared it to be wholly a 
mistake. But it matters not what view may 
be taken of human existence. Even if it be 
regarded as a mistake, it would be admitted 
as a mistake about something, since it could 
not be a mistake about nothing. Therefore, 
whatever one believes or disbelieves, merely 
by existing, he is constantly proclaiming a 
first great cause, the divine principle of being 
whom Christians unite in calling God. 
Divine Principle Continuous 
The nature of divine principle is neces- 
sarily continuous. No logical thought con- 
cerning God is possible without the acknow- 
ledgment of His etcrnality. As He is eternal, 
God is exempt from any characteristics or 
qualities that might tend to interrupt being. 
Disease is universally acknowledged to be de- 
structive in its nature. Sin is equally so, for 
it tends to tear down both character and 
body. Neitiier sin nor disease ever build up 
or construct. The first groat cause or Creator 
is constructive, upbuilding. Conseciuently 
Christian Science reasons inexorably that sin 
and disease are not of God ; that they do not 
originate in Him ; that they are not sustained 
nor in any way sanctioned by Him. It de- 
clares that God does not permit them for any 
purpose whatever, for, in order to do that, it 
would be necessary for Him to be conscious 
of them, and to be conscious of an element 
of destruction is to have that element. Chris- 
tian Science, therefore, disclosing the fact that 
God cannot be conscious of any evil element or 
quality, crystalizes that fact into the statement, 
God is good. 

The word of God carries with it an associa- 
tion the niost sacred of any to be found in 
any language, and yet, because of inadequate 
education, right ideas of God do not generally 
prevail, ot infrequently mental pictures are 
entertained in the endeavor to understand 
God's personality, and yet no one believes that 
it would be possible to make a mental or other 
picture of Infinity. 

Christian Science is scientific teaching. It 
involves right ideas and shows that they arc 
not less scientific because they are purely 
spiritual. It employs many expressions to 
clarify our thought of God. It does not teach, 
however, that any or all of them are sufficient 
to represent Him. No combination of words 
could do that, but these statements tend to 
arouse correct thought concerning Deity and 
tliereby improve the conceptions entertained 
of Him. To say God is good arouses a more 
definite idea and enables one to perceive that 
a knowledge of Him is natural and intuitive, 
since, although ordinary systems of education 
have not taught us that the first great Cause 
or Creator could be known, yet we perceive 
that we have always known something of 
good and therefore have alwaj'S known some- 
thing of God. ' 

Not a Creature, But Creator 
It is not enough to think of God as intel- 
ligent or to speak of the mind of God. Such 
conceptions, although in the line of truth, are 
misleading, because they are limited and finite. 
They tend to perpetuate the wrong notion of 
God's personality by giving an impression of 
some kind of a creature with a mind inside. 
God is not a creature. God is the creator. Con- 
sequently it is far more educational to think 
and speak of God as divine intelligence .infin- 
ite mind, than to think or speak merely of the 
intelligence or mind of God. Mind is the 
broader word, and so Christian Scientists use 
it frequently to declare a sublime and incon- 
trovertible fact, saying God is Mind, a state- 
ment which is also more helpful used con- 
versely. Mind is God, meaning the divine 
jnind always. 

Generally speaking science is associated 
with materialism. .Very few people stop to 
consider that the association is wholly incor- 
rect, for although so-called material sciences 
may involve, and indeed must involve, the ob- 
servation of material things, yet science, what- 
. eVisr its ttature, cannot be found in things. The 
inost that can be said' along the line, even of 
so-called material sciences, is that the obser- 
vation of material phenomena results in cer- 
tain conclusions, but those conclusions are 
Wholly mental. Therefore, even so-called 
'material science involves correct thinking 
rather than matter. It consists of ideas rather 
than things. 

Christian Science is not unlike other 
; kciei).ces Jn this.respect;: t ideas which reveal 
? God as b'asi^j 'as divine principle of all true ex- 
:' ist'ence, arc fundamental in this science. We 
■ liavq seen that these ideas are absolutely facts. 
Though, they have not .jjeen generally recog- 
nized, they are unijuestibnably true, and, fur- 



thermore, they are found to possess the ut- 
most practical value through the method of 
Christian Science, which shows how to use 
them. Without doubt they are the most im- 
portant facts to he associated with education, 
since they are basic and eternal, and through 
correct instruction can be recognized as scien- 
tific in all their relationships. 

Reviewing some of- the conclusions already 
reached, we see that our existence is evidence 
of cause or Creator. That cause must be ack- 
nowledged as Power. It is not enough to say 
that God has power. In an infinite creation 
there can be only one Cause, therefore the con- 
clusion that there is only one power is as in- 
evitable as is the further conclusion that this 
one power is all-power. We see, therefore, 
that omnipotence of God is not merely a relig- 
ious belief, but a scientific fact. It comes home 
to us, however, with added force when we re- 
member the statement "God is good." And if 
we recall St. John's words, "God is Love," the 
understanding of what omnipotence actually is 
grows still clearer. The onniipotence of God 
rests upon the universal admission of our exis- 
tence and the etcrnality of God upon the fact 
that God is good The omnipotence of God, 
therefore, means the omnipotence of Good, the 
all-power of divine love ; for, admitting that he 
exist we are logically forced to admit that God 
exists and is power, and there follows inevi- 
tably the conclusion that God, good, love, is 
the only real power in the universe. 

In the demonstration of Christian Science 
we are called upon to recognize these facts and 
to assert and nuuntain them unswervingly in 
the face of all human difficulties. We are en- 
couraged in the endeavor by a perception 
which is, at first, largely intellectual or scien- 
tific in the ordinary acceptance of the term ; but 
through study, practice and faithfulness over 
the few things that we discern from time to 
time, a more spiritual and therefore a more 
truly scientific appreciation of these facts be- 
gins to dawn upon human understanding. To 
recognize that human life is unlike the divine 
facts revealed in Christian Science in no way 
controverts those facts, but shows the need of 
their practical application. 

Sometimes the ordinary psychologist ob- 
jects to Christian Science reasoning.. ' He says 
to aver that God does not know sin or disease, 
is virtually to say that we can know something 
which God cannot know. Christian Science 
replies that manifestly truth could not know 
error. The appearance of truth is the disap- 
pearance of error. Error may be experienced 
because of wrong education or fear, but it can- 
not be known. We may experience twice two 
is five, but we can never know it, for it is not 
true. We simply experience a mistake. So 
are sin and disease and all evil classified in 
Christian Science. They can not be known 
because they are not part of science or truth or 
God. When they are experienced they are still 
no part of real knov.dedge, and real knowledge 
removes them. The whole world tacitly ad- 
tnits this contention of Christian Science, for 
the race is engaged in a ceaseless effort to 
change undesired human experience. 

Christian Science shows conclusively that 
harmony, including health and life, is the natur- 
ally divine provision established for man and 
all creation. Sin and disease do not appear and 



cannot be known through God or through any- 
thing that he ever said or did. Listening only 
to the Divine Mind by entertaining the ideas 
which reveal and express God, good, one would 
never learn or experience anything of disease 
or sin. These are known to and through the 
material sen.ses alone. Christiaii Science does 
not demand that we shall ignore this testimony 
or that evil experiences can be overcome in 
any such a way. Its teaching is truly optimi.s- 
tic^ but also scientific. Its optimism rests upon 
divine truth and carries with It a demand that 
truth shall be proved as all powerful in human 
experience. By lifting human thought above 
the mere evidence of the senses, a scientific at- 
titude is attained and, when maintained, is 
found to produce practical results. The evi- 
dence of tile senses is constantly changing un- 
der improved conditions of education. Many 
things which were formerly considered impos- 
sible, according to such evidence, have been 
found not only to be possible but common 
everyday incidents. Christian Science is, 
therefore, in consonance with the n^ost pro- 
gressive and uplifting tendency in requiring 
that the spiritual facts shall be accepted even 
if contrary to the evidence of the senses, and 
especially when such "evidence appears as dis- 
ease or suffering. 

Unquestionably this is the Christ way, even 
though it be not generally recogniztjil as such. 
Jesus himself said at the tomb of Lazarus, in 
the face of all the evidence of the senses, "I 
knew that thou hearest me always," and this 
recognition that God is the Creator of man and 
that therefore man's life is immortal and unin- 
terrupted, in spite of the evidence of material 
sense to the contrary, raised Lazarus from the 
dead. , 

This resistance to material sense and its 
inharmonious evidence, is not made from the 
standpoint of the human will, and it is the duty 
of a Christian Scientist not only to point out 
the right way, but to warn against the wrong. 

It is generally admitted by Christians that 
sin is more powerful than any other evil ele- 
ment, and that, indeed, it is so powerful that it 
can be overcome only by the power of God 
through Christ, that is through the knowledge 
that Christ Jesus brought to humanity, the 
knowledge that truth^is good and has no taint 
of evil. Admitting this, then, it is preposter- 
ous to assume that the power of God through 
Christ cannot overcome the lesser elements, 
called disease, except by the aid of drugs, sur- 
gical operations or other material means. • 
Old Idea of Disease 

With the old idea that disease is natural and 
perhaps God ordained,, that it has inherent 
power and exists and continues according to 
law, we are hopeless;, but vvith the under- 
standing that such is iijOt the case and that dis- 
ease, not originatinig in' God, has no real origin 
nor inherent power, oiie sees the possibility of 
destroying disease. Doubtless some will say 
or think I wish it were true that disease and 
sin were without any existence and were mere- 
ly illusions. It is good to know that we are all 
one in the desire to gain the divine standpoint, 
to first see and then prove that suffering and 
all forms of evil are yrireal to God and ought 
to be so to us. If all the world will unite in 
this desire, the power and understanding for 
its fulfilment will not be long delayed. To see 



these facts clearly greatly reduces the fear of 
disease and sin, but that the statement in- 
volved, if unexplained, should sound strange 
and foolish and consequently give a wrong 
impression of Christian' Science., is inevitable. 
Let us remember always that' no such conclu- 
sion could be reached from a human standpoint 
and that Christian Science never assumes such 
a standpoint. The standard and the standpoint 
of Christian Science is always divine. We 
need not, therefore, be shocked by its conclu- 
sions. They will not cause us to be cold or in- 
different towards the suffering or "sinful, but 
quite the contrary, for these conclusions rest 
upon the understanding that God is Love, and 
one who has reached that, and knows that the 
one God who is Love is Mind and is therefor^ 
omnipresent Love, could not be less than ten- 
der and compassionate. 

Is it not, then, worth while to consider the 
teachings of Christian Science and test it rather 
than reject it? I believe that even now we may 
observe in ourselves some good effects from 
the consideration of these ideas. I feel sure 
that disease seems less fearful and sin les§ al- 
luring in the light of what we have learned 
here tonight. I cannot think that those sub- 
lime ideas will ever leave you or that you will 
ever l^ecome indifferent to them, but a mortal 
seeing the truth of these ideas and having ac- 
'cepted them is called upon in Christian Science 
to immediately apply them, lie is asked to 
consider his own consciousness, the realm of 
thought which he calls his mind. His Chris- 
tianity has taken on a larger form of active 
application and progressive demonstration. It 
enables him to recognize the evil in his own 
thought or mind, and to begin the elimination 
of evil. It enables him also to see that sin and 
disease, having no origin in God, can be elimin- 
ated from human experience. He no longer 
places them side by side with the phenomenon 
of spirit or trutli. His understanding enables 
liim to separate sin and disease, not only from 
God, but gradually also from himself. • He sees 
that as they do not belong to God, and are 
unknown to God, they do not belong to man, 
and arc unknown to the image and likeness of 
God. By this process of right reasoning he 
establishes his own thought upon a fearless 
foundation and is a purer Christian, saying 
with the Founder of Christianity, "The Son 
can do nothing of Himself, but what He seeth 
the Father do, for what things soever h6 doeth, 
these also doeth the Son likewise." ' " ■ ■ 
Proof Comes Little by Little 

Such a person, recognizing the reality of 
good, and applying his new fqpnd knowledge, 
finds himself face to face with all the educa- 
tional systems of the world,, and with the his- 
tory of the world and all that it involves. He 
does not, therefore, immediately prove fully the 
divine facts, though he apprehends them at 
least partially. The proof comes little by little. 
It is, nevertheless, of a most encouraging na- 
ture, uplifting and spiritualizing thought. In- 
cidentally also the physical effects ard observed 
and especia lly in the healing of disease. God 
divine love, infinite good is the one power and 
consequently the only power in the universe. 
Remember that as you prove evil to be less 
and less powerful and less and less influential 
in your lives, you are forcing evil to its van- 
ishing point. If it were real, like God, it would 
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be eternal and infinite and you could riever^get 
rid of one iota of it. ' - ■ ■ 

The question of the real and the unreal 
seems at first difficult in the endeavor to un- 
derstand and practise Christian Science. It 
should not be lightly considered. Christian 
Science does not teach us to deny in a flippant 
manner siich terrible experiences as siri.*and 
disease. 1 he object of Christian Science prac- 
tie is to reduce the prevalence of sin and dis- 
ease and ultimately to eliminate them. They 
clearly have no divine origin. The creation is 
and must be like the Creator. This fact is in- 
controvertible, and in the light of it'we see yhy; 
the Bible says that "God saw all that' 'He 
created, and behold it was very good." 

It would be impossible for God to see any 
other creation than the one which is wholly 
good. Now the question arises. Is it proper 
for us to try and see God's creation as he sees 
it? Is it right to know that man must be like 
God, like good? Is it religious and scientific 
for us to strive for an attitude of .thought.whiqh 
can at least declare the truth about Gbd 'anH 
His creation and His man His law must be a 
law of perfection, peace and ceaseless harmon- 
ious action. Which is more Christian, to strive 
to behold the universe spiritually or mater- 
ially? Which is more scientific, to declare the 
nature of truth to be eternal just, lawful and 
wholly right and good, or to believe that truth 
is both mortal and immortal, both just and' un- 
just, both lawful and lawless, both right and 
wrong? , • 

Christian Science practice involves .ithe opec^ 
ation of Truth, which is divine, which i.'r God. 
It invokes the power of Truth. It explains the 
healing and saving Christ and enables one to 
recognize the universality of that Christ. It 
shows that Christ is not a person, but a divine 
influence. It ascribes all glory to God and all 
honor and glory to the power of His word. It 
inculcates a reverence for Christ Jesus tha,t;is 
truly Christian, and devoid of the^ usual super- 
stitious, ideas which prevail in relation to Him; 
It shows why He was the Christ by explaining 
that his thought or consciousness was one with 
God, one with love, one with good; that the 
power which he exhibited was divine power 
and was a proof that such power is available 
to man here upon earth under all circurstances. 
It shows clearly that it was notthe:.person£ility 
of Jesus which healed and tsayedVand;.' raised 
from the deadii hut that.it wa:s\the^v^^ which 
constituted Ohis: m^n■d^ or coHscidusriess and 
which :was'4ctiye knowledge and irresistible. 



PLAY AND WORK 

A volume that contains all the necessary in- 
structions for playing more than four hundred 
games will naturally be a boon to many differ- 
ent kinds of entertainers, from the hard-pressed 
hostess of a house party to the kindergarten 
teacher. In "Games for the Playground, 
Home, School and Gymnasium," which was 
published by The Macmillan Company just 
before Christmas, Miss Jessie H. Bancroft has 
brought together a quantity of information 
from all lands that makes the book almost an 
encyclopaedia of simple pastimes. But Miss 
Bancroft has not attempted to make an out- 
door Hoyle, for she leaves quite on one side 
all the formal, elaborate games which require 
an especially prepared ground or special equip- 
ment of a costly nature. Instead, she has de- 
voted the book entirely to descriptions of those 
amusements which can be plajcd on the spur 
of the moment. Many of them — perhaps the 
majority — are those which children of their 
own accord have handed down from one gen- 
eration to another for an indefinite number of 
years. 

This manual, however, is far from being in-r 
tended simply for the Use of children or those 
in charge of children. In addition to those 
games which, as it has been said, children play 
spontaneously, and those wliicli have been de- 
signed for them by play superintendents in 
order to meet the exigencies of school rooms 
and cramped playgrounds, there is a great 
number of games suitable for grown-ups as 
well as youngsters. Every hostess knows the 
horror of the "what to do next" stagi; and' the 
gratitude that is bestowed upon* any one who 
can assist in leading the way out of it. In fact, 
it is quite likely not the least appreciation of 
i\Iiss Bancroft's work will come from this 
source. Incidentally, it may be mentioned 
that by a very careful system of indexiijg it is 
possible to find exactly the particular- game 
that one wants, or ^riumber. ot, games suitable 
for the particular situation in which ' one finds 
oneself. No such ^thorough compilation of this 
nature has" ever been undertaken before. 

While Miss Bancroft has been doing much 
to make the enjoyment of life eiasier and sim- 
pler, Miss Mary Conyngton has made a valu- 
able contribution to the more serious side, of 



philanthropy. "How to Help," which The 
Macmillan Company also published recently, is 
a very important addition to sociological liter- 
ature. In its application of scientific methods 
to a problem of material distress, this book 
marks definitely the pa.ssing of "Lady liounti- 
ful." It is not so very long ago that the miscel- 
laneous giving of money and the distribution 
of soup and jellies to' invalids constituted the 
generally accepted idea of what charity should 
be. It was not supposed that there was any 
need for more than the willingness and the 
ability to give. The idea that there might be 
harm as well as good in alms giving, that, in 
fact, much of it did more harm than good, had 
not yet dawned. 

How far we have advanced in recent years 
Miss Conygton's book reveals, yet even to 
those who are aware of the difficulty of the 
subject its extreme complexities will be a sur- 
prise. Miss Conyngton, however, docs far 
more than supply negative criticism to feed the 
doubts and misgivings of philanthropic work- 
ers. She has very decided opinions of her own, 
based on the widest experience, and she does 
not hesitate to express them fully. The title 
of the book is significant of the spirit which 
dominates it.

ANIMAL SWIMMING

insects are able to swim in varying degrees, 
few possess the swimming power of human.be- 
ings. A man has been knowh'to swim .thirty 
mjles without a pause, and the only land ani- 
mal which approaches' this performance is the 
American black bear. 

The American deer will, however, occasion- 
ally swim twelve or fourteen miles at a stretch. 
It is notewortljy that, whereas the hare is a 
proficient swimmer, the rabbit cannot swim at' 
all. The common mouse and the field mouse 
can swim only a few yards, and, they often 
drown in the act, yet rats can swim splendidly. 

Lions and ligcrs swim well, although only 
from necessity, as to cross a river, for example. 
The horse can swim for miles without becom- 
ing exhausted, and he shows a wonderful in- 
stinct in choosing. the best landing places. 
Bears and moles ^wim well, but bats and mon- 
keys are helpless in the water., ^

His victory is yearly celebrated by the 
grateful town upon the 8th df May. 

Pealing bells usher in the festival, and 
young people rise betimes at their merry call 
and go into the surrounding country to gather 
garlands with which at about seven o!clbck 
thev dance back into the town. 

Throughout the day the quaint town of the 
Furry Dance resounds through lielston, the 
whole population of the place taking part 
therein at different hours of the day. 

At one o'clock begins the '.'gentlcmens' 
dance," in which all the gentlepeople take part 
with spirit, singing as they go. 

Preceded by a band they start from the 
town hall and finish at the Angel inn, passing 
through all the big houses en route with their 
pleasant gardens, the gates of which are left 
open on purpose. 

At four o'clock the tradespeople have their 
dance arranged on exactly similar lines, but 
taking its course through the shops and ware- 
houses instead. 

At night the festivities are concluded by a 
ball. 

Another Cornish town, St. Ives, has a danc- 
ing carnival, one' ip five years. 

The "Kriill'' festivities take their name 
. from, a mpriument.knbwn as Knill's Steeple, 
whither goes,' in state, a procession headed by 
the Mayor, and including "Ten virgins dressed 
in white, and ten old widows," witn whonijhis

It is interesting" to know iii' these days of 
polar controversy, that Sir George Nares, who 
took his good ship Alert to the polar seas in 
the year 1876, is "still alive, and can still be 
found busy in his garden close to a pretty little 
cottage amongst the Surrey lanes. Still up- 
right and trim, he preserves all the good qual- 
ities . of the jiavy, and talks readily, though 
modestly'^ of his own exploits in the far North. 

Speaking of his part in this expedition, Sir 
George says : 

"I took the Alert and the Discovery, and 
when we got well up Smith sound I left the 
Discovery to fall back on. The Alert went on 
to the extreme north of Smith sound, and we 
thought the channel of water was going to the 
pole, because they ice , from the pqlar^ regions 
came down it. We put up a stone to the mem- 
pry of Hall, the American, who was a splendid 
traveler. The Alert reached the highest north- 
ern latitude attained by any ship up to that 
time, and wintered further north than any ship 
had done before. We discovered 300 miles of 
new coastline, examined a fresh part of the 
frozen polar ocean, and took meteorological, 
magnetic, and tidal observations „at two ;ppi.nts 
further north than such observations had 'ever 
been taken before. 

"Peary started his successful journey from 
the land over the solid ice. Some of the ice 
hills which have to he surmounted are a hun- 
dred feet high, and the boats have to be carried 
over them. It is often a case of using the pick- 
axe. On smooth ice you can travel in the 
sledges nine and t\velve miles a day, hut on 
rough ice you can only, .coyer .three miles. I 
fear Scott will have trouble: in. his dash fdr-the 
South Pole.. He 'will have to climb hills cov- 
ered with soft snow. 

"We brought home with us over a hundred 
photographs representing the exact character- 
istics of Arctic ice. We obtained a distinct 
knowledge of the nature of the ice in the Polar 
sea, on the borders of which we remained for 
eleven months. When we returned I addressed 
the Royal Geographical Society, and said .we 
could not be absolutely certain whether' that 
sea extended to or across the pole, but by reas- 
oning we could safely predict that a very broad 
opening existed north of Cape Columbia, and 
I firmly believed it extended at least as ifar as 
the pole." , , • • 

The story of the sledging ventures north- 
awards, when the Alert, under Sir George Nares,.. 
was fixed in her winter quarters, is a thrilling 
one. The difficulties and hardships oi this 
traveling over the broken ice and snow were 
terrible, and called for the highest qualities of 
courage and endurance. Frost bites and ampu- 
tations were frequent, and, to add to the trou- 
bles of these plucky British, they constantly 
suffered from unquenchable thirst and serious 
sickness. They had the distinction of planting 
the flag a mile or two beyond the highest posi- 
tion reached by Sir Eward Parry 48 /ears be- 
fore. ■ .''^l 

Sir George '::is' looking forvyard to meeting 
Peary this summer in London, England. Let 
.us hope that this wish may be gratified and 
that these two gentlemen may chop hardships 
and fatter men chop jokes.
